2017 gets underway with two teleseryes concluding their 
respective runs this Friday. 


On one end, there 1s the ABS-CBN primetime series 
“Magpahanggang Wakas’. The latest in a series of ‘kabitseryes’, 
“Magpahanggang Wakas” starred Jericho Rosales, Arci Muñoz 
and John Estrada in a story that involves a romantic love triangle 
and a man wrongly accused of murder and was thought to 

have been killed. 


On the other end is the GMA primetime series “Someone to 
Watch Over Me’, starring Tom Rodriguez, Lovi Poe and Max 
Collins. Like “Magpahanggang Wakas”, this series featured a love 
triangle, this time with a plot centering on a man who suffers from 
Alzheimer’s disease. 


“Someone to Watch Over Me’ premiered on September 5, and was 
initially pitted against the short-lived series ‘Born for You’. But 
after the latter’s conclusion, many expected to see 
“Magpahanggang Wakas” go up against the former. 


Unfortunately, ABS-CBN had other ideas. On September 19, the 
network demoted “Till I Met Yow’ to the third slot of Primetime 
Bida, and “Magpahanggang Wakas” was placed in the second slot, 
opposite another debuting series in “Alyas Robin Hood’. 


But while ‘Magpahanggang Wakas’ regularly got the better of 
“Alyas Robin Hood’ in the Kantar national ratings, it averaged 
only 26%, a far cry from the 30% or better numbers of ‘Pangako 


Sa “Yo” and “Dolce Amore” earlier in 2016. Much has been said 
about its plot line, which may have turned viewers off due to its 
obvious familiarity. 


As for ‘Someone to Watch over Me’, it only scored an average of 
12% during its run. But unlike previous GMA dramas that aired in 
this timeslot, “Someone to Watch Over Me’ actually fought well, 
pushing the JaDine-starred “Till I Met You’ to the limit in more 
recent episodes. 


Overall, ‘Magpahanggang Wakas’ will have aired for 80 episodes, 
while ‘Someone to Watch Over Me’ will have a total of 90 
episodes. Not bad, but not good for either network’s standards. 


In the end, it is clear that the success of the so-called ‘kabitserye’ 
is wearing thin. It was a tried and tested formula, but for those 
who have seen this plot before, it is no longer a healthy obsession. 


This Friday, both “Magpahanggang Wakas” and ‘Someone to 
Watch Over Me’ will have one last chance to impress themselves. 
One can only hope that the two series will end on a high note, 
after all these difficult times.

Upon his ascension to the position of chief executive officer late 
last year, Chot vowed to make some sweeping changes to TVS. 
After all, 2016 was a poor year for the Kapatid network, one 
marked by the ill-fated VIVA partnership, loss of revenue and 
programming quality, and streamlining of operations. 


This year, TV5 has a new set of programs coming up, one that 
will include the return of the beloved AniMEGA block. However, 
this is only a portion of a much-needed overhaul, one that will 
also include sister UHF station AksyonTV and FM radio station 
Radyo5 92.3 News FM. 


More on AksyonTV and Radyo5 in an upcoming article. In the 
meantime, here is the master plan that Chot Reyes conceived for 
TV5 this 2017. 


AniMEGA 

AniMEGA has long been a staple of TV5’s programming, having 
been aired since the rebrand in 2008. Unfortunately, it has run on 
and off for the past several years, to the point that anime fans were 
increasingly fed up by TV5’s constant mishandling of the block. 


Its return this year should give anime fans a new reason to watch, 
with series such as ‘Attack on Titan: Junior High’, “Kantai 
Collection’, ‘Myriad Colors Phantom World’, ‘Knights of 
Sidonia’ and ‘Uta no Prince-sama Maji 1000%’ airing on TV5 
soon. Hopefully TV5 will no longer regret about reviving 
AniMEGA ever again.

The addition of Brillante Mendoza, however, made it 
clear that TV5 is not done collaborating on homegrown 
entertainment fare on TV.

This year, TV5 will revive the said 
modeling reality show, though it remains to be seen if TV5’s 
version will be a second cycle or a rebooted first cycle. 


TV5 is no stranger to the “Top Model’ series, having aired “Asia's 
Next Top Model’ a few years ago. However, PNTM’s status as 
either a TV5-produced show or a blocktimer remains to be seen, 
so stay tuned. 


More Tagalized American Series 

Finally, TV5 will air new American action series, which will 
obviously be dubbed in Filipino. Two of them, ‘Supergirl’ and 
‘Quantico’, are expected to air during the first quarter of this year. 


Of course, TV5 will still air other ongoing series such as 
‘Smallville’, ‘Supernatural’ and ‘The Walking Dead’. But for 
2017, the women of ‘Supergirl’ and ‘Quantico’ will be in charge. 


TV5 is expected to unveil more game-changing programs in the 
months to come. But at this point, the pieces are now firmly in 
place, as TV5 vows to be a different station this 2017.

There will be no national collegiate champion in the 2016-17 
academic season. 


It was announced earlier this week that the 2016-17 edition of the 
Philippine Collegiate Champions League will be canceled. 
According to PCCL commissioner Joe Lipa, various factors made 
it impossible to stage the tournament, namely schedules of 
participating leagues and TV coverage. 

Last season’s PCCL was criticized for crowning two champions 
after the tournament was cut short due to typhoon Nona. FEU and 
San Beda were declared co-champions, while Letran and the 
University of San Carlos shared third place honors. 


But even before last season’s debacle, the PCCL has had a 
reputation for being a poorly-organized tournament. Supposedly 
patterned after the U.S. NCAA March Madness tournament, the 
PCCL instead turned out to be more of an exhibition series, with 
several schools already slotting their Team B players in lieu of 
those who already moved to the professional ranks. 


The PCCL also appeared to favor the Metro Manila teams more 
than those in the provinces. Since it began in 2003, the PCCL 
championship either went to a UAAP or NCAA school, and to 
make matters worse, the league has often awarded free passes to 
either league’s champions or Final Four qualifiers in the later 
rounds. 


The poor quality of the PCCL also extends to television coverage. 
Although the addition of ABS-CBN Sports in 2009 somewhat 
helped the PCCL in the exposure department, it was eventually 
overshadowed by the growing popularity of the concurrent UAAP 
women’s volleyball tournament, which trumped the PCCL by a 
mile. 


And last season, the UAAP’s decision to move the start of their 
season to September wrecked the PCCL’s plans to smoothly hold 
their tournament. With the UAAP men's basketball championship 
taking place around late November and early December, it would 
be impossible for the PCCL to crown a national championship 
during those months. 


Overall, the PCCL is not quite as prestigious as they should have. 
To this day, crowning a true national champion in the PCCL 
remains secondary to winning a championship in a more 
established mother league like the UAAP or the NCAA. 


So what’s next for the PCCL? While the league hopes to hold 
another tournament next year, it remains to be seen if they will 
indeed put those hard-earned lessons to the test, and with regards 
to TV coverage, it may not be easy to attract potential suitors this 


time, given that their most viable backer in ABS-CBN Sports 
decided to cut ties. 


That said, if this is indeed the end for the PCCL, this is definitely 
the time. They may have had promise, but at the end of the day, a 
true national champion will only be a memory.

TV5’s renovation goes beyond Channel 5. 


A few weeks ago, From the Tube discussed the plans that Chot 
Reyes envisioned for TV5, which included the return of 
AniMEGA and the entry of director Brillante Mendoza to the 
fold. Now let's focus on the renovation project of TV5’s sister 
stations AksyonTV and Radyo5 92.3 News FM, both of which are 
now under the leadership of The Philippine Star CEO Miguel 
Belmonte. 


Last year was a poor one for both stations, not only in coverage 
but also in programming. The plight of Radyo5 and AksyonTV 
was well-documented, from the departures of Martin Andanar and 
Cherie Mercado, to their inability to cover significant news- 
worthy events that other stations were deeply committed to. 


Replacing erstwhile head Gladys Lana-Lucas with Miguel 
Belmonte serves as a first step to restore the news-gathering 
capabilities of both Radyo5 and AksyonTV. That said, here's a 
look at both stations” needs that Belmonte must address. 


New Shows and New Hosts 

Radyo5 really needs new hosts and new shows, period. The 
departures of Andanar, Mercado, Anthony Pangilinan and Benjie 
Felipe were deeply felt within the station, and Gladys Lana-Lucas’ 
inability to process replacements led to her dismissal. 


This 1s one area that Belmonte must look at immediately, because 
from the looks of it, Radyo5 will never be equal to more 
established AM stations like DZMM, DZBB and DZRH. Heck, he 
can even sign a blocktime deal with another media outfit, similar 
to DZRJ 810 AM’s agreement with 8TriMedia. 


Greater Commitment to Live Events 

Radyo5 was essentially absent during important live events such 
as the hearings on extra-judicial killings and President Rodrigo 
Duterte's public addresses. To do so, Belmonte must convince the 
hosts of Radyo5 to give way to events such as this in order to give 
its listeners an idea on what is going on (take note, Raffy Tulfo 
and Niña Taduran). 


Although the PBA’s priority on the network could put an end to 
ongoing news coverage once it goes overtime, the least that 
Radyo5 can do is to prove that they are a worthy news-covering 
machine on FM radio. There may be some constraints, but 
covering the news on the spot is better than nothing at all. 


Embrace TeleRadyo Format on AksyonTV 

AksyonTV wastes a lot of time by airing TV shopping blocks and 
reruns of now-defunct shows during vacant time periods. So why 
not allot the time for a TeleRadyo-esque format instead, except 
during live sporting events. 


Since 2011, AksyonTV has been simulcasting select Radyo5 
programs. The time is perhaps now to fully integrate the 
TeleRadyo in AksyonTV, given that the network no longer 
intends to produce original programs like they did in the past. 


Improve AksyonTV’s Power and Revenue 

This is indeed the most important need of the station. AksyonTV 
has long been criticized for its poor signal and power, which was 
the primary reason why the NCAA returned to ABS-CBN Sports 
and the PBA forced TV5 to air all of their games on VHF Channel 
5 only. 


Now under Belmonte, the time is now for AksyonTV to improve 
its facilities, power and reach to serve more viewers. But to do so, 
the station needs the backing of advertisers in order to provide 
much-needed revenue. 


Miguel Belmonte's role in restoring Radyo5 and AksyonTV will 
not be easy, given the extensive damage that both stations endured 
last year. That said, patience is a virtue, and if all the right buttons 
are pushed, then Radyo5 92.3 News FM and AksyonTV could 
return to prominence as soon as possible.

The second teleserye to star James Reid (as Basti) and Nadine 
Lustre (as Iris), “Till I Met You” marked a change of direction for 
the love team. While their previous series ‘On the Wings of Love’ 
was presented as more of a light-hearted drama, “Till I Met You’ 
incorporated more serious themes such as LGBT relationships, as 
evidenced by the addition of JC Santos (as Ali). 


“Till I Met You’ first premiered on August 29, 2016. At first, it 
was placed in the second slot of Primetime Bida, as ABS-CBN 
hoped that the series can maintain the standard of excellence that 
KathNiel (“Pangako sa ‘Yo’) and LizQuen (“Dolce Amore’) 
instilled earlier that year. 


Unfortunately for JaDine, it was not to be. ‘Till I Met You’ only 
mustered around 26% average ratings in its first two weeks (in 
contrast, ‘Pangako sa ‘Yo’ and ‘Dolce Amore’ scored around 30% 
or more in each episode), forcing ABS-CBN to demote the drama 
to the third slot in favor of ‘Magpahanggang Wakas’. 


Despite JaDine's familiarity with the third slot, ‘Till I Met You’ 
found it hard to win back viewers, at least locally. Unlike “On the 
Wings of Love’ which scored better than 25% during its run, “Till 
I Met You’ only managed 13% on average. 


To make matters worse, ‘Till I Met You’ failed to dominate its 
timeslot, and even lost in the ratings battle at times to rival GMA 
series ‘Someone to Watch Over Me’ and ‘Meant to Be’. The 
series’ seemingly familiar plot (remember ‘My Husband’s 
Lover’?) may have turned off some more knowledgeable viewers. 


Overall, even with the total count of 105 episodes by Friday’s 
finale, ‘Till I Met Yov’ is considered a ‘bust’ by JaDine's 
standards. There may have been some moments worth talking 
about (e.g. Basti and Iris’ car scene), but other than that, ‘Till I 
Met You’ essentially underachieved under the bright lights of 
primetime. 

Whether or not JaDine can bounce back with their next TV project 
remains to be seen. But for the viewers who have enjoyed 
watching ‘Till I Met You’ despite its underachieving status, the 
last week of the series should be worth the price of admission.

Papa Jack’s 
Departure Could Test 


Love Radio 's Claim 
as the No. 1 Metro 
Manila FM Radio 
Station 
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It has been over two weeks since John Gemperle (a.k.a. Papa 
Jack) officially left 90.7 Love Radio. 


After all, the popular DJ had been a fixture of the station for over 
a decade, hosting the long-running programs “TLC: True Love 
Conversations” and “Wild Confessions”. And more recently, he 
was paired with Kara Karinyosa (real name Klariz Magboo) to 
form the equally popular “KarJack” tandem. 


Papa Jack’s brand of providing love advice to listeners has been 
comparable to fellow DJs Tom Alvarez of Monster RX 93.1 and 
Slick Rick, Tony Toni and Sam YG of Magic 89.9. As Love 
Radio is more well-known as a ‘masa’ station, Papa Jack’s style 
fits well with the station’s format, as he typically provides distinct 
and sometimes blunt responses to his callers. 


On his last broadcast that was aired on December 16, 2016, Papa 
Jack did not cite a reason for his resignation. He did give one last 
advice to his followers on Facebook a few weeks later. 


With Papa Jack being considered the face of Love Radio in the 
past decade (no offense to Chris Tsuper and Nicole Hyala), his 
departure could mark the beginning of the end for the station. 
However, as Love Radio once again claimed to be the No. 1 
Metro Manila FM radio station for the 15th consecutive year, 
there seems to be no concern on their part. 


Still, their so-called boast as the No. 1 station in the Metro was 
overly exaggerated. If Love Radio claims to be No. 1 in all of 
Metro Manila, where are the figures to prove it? 


So far, no one has publicly issued a statement with regards to 
ratings on Metro Manila FM radio. As far as the more 
knowledgeable people are concerned, Love Radio is not No. 1 
unless they issue an actual document that proves otherwise. 


That said, without any proof, Love Radio has no right to name 
themselves No. 1 for the 15th year in a row. They must back it all 
up, otherwise listeners will tune out. 


For now, 90.7 Love Radio can boast all they want being No. 1 and 
all. But without the face that runs this side of Pasay every night, 
how much longer can they hold on?

Analyzing the 
Possible Timeslot o 


My Dear Heart 
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There is still no timeslot for “My Dear Heart". 


Although the inspirational family drama is expected to replace 
“Till I Met You” come this Monday, ABS-CBN has yet to reveal 
its official timeslot as of today. There are three factors as to why 
the network is having a hard time figuring out its upcoming 
timeslot. 


1. Ang Probinsyano Continues to Rate Well In the 7:50 
Timeslot 


Traditionally, ABS-CBN's value-oriented family dramas are 
placed after “TV Patrol’, which is around 7:50 p.m. Series such as 
“May Bukas Pa”, “100 Days to Heaven”, “Honesto” and 
“Nathaniel” attracted huge audiences during their respective runs, 
mainly because it is catered to all audiences and families. 


However, ABS-CBN broke the mold when the action-oriented 
‘Ang Probinsyano’ premiered on September 28, 2015. The break 
from tradition did not affect the viewership at all, as “Ang 
Probinsyano’ constantly scored ratings of 35% or better during its 
ongoing run. 


2. Second Slot on Downward Trend 

Looking at the second slot post-‘Dolce Amore’, it is clear that the 
slot is on a downward trend ratings-wise. Neither “Till I Met 
You’, “Magpahanggang Wakas” nor ‘A Love to Last’ reached the 
30% mark, citing various formulas that keep on repeating itself. 


If ABS-CBN places ‘My Dear Heart’ to the second slot, they can 
only hope that it breaches past 30% right away. After all, the 
series is expected to be just as hugely popular as previous dramas 
like ‘May Bukas Pa’, but with ‘Ang Probinsyano’ blocking the 
first slot, there is no way to go but second. 


3. Primetime Bida’s Third Slot is For Teens and Adults Only 
The third slot of ABS-CBN’s Primetime Bida does not bode well 
for ‘My Dear Heart’. Viewership at the 9:20 slot is typically lower 
(around 10-15%) at this point since most young children either go 
to bed or finish their studies to prepare for the following school 
day. 


That said, the third slot is usually reserved for either light dramas 
(see “On the Wings of Love”) or more sensual series (see “The 
Legal Wife’). There is no way ABS-CBN will place “My Dear 
Heart” at the third slot given its family-friendly tale. 


With all these factors in play, the most logical timeslot for “My 
Dear Heart’ will be the second slot after “Ang Probinsyano”, after 
which “A Love to Last” will move to the third slot. “Ang 
Probinsyano” is already a lock for the leadoff position, and with 
the desire for the second slot to regain its past luster, “My Dear 
Heart” appears to be the perfect fit. 


Still, this is only a prediction. It will be up to ABS-CBN to decide 
the timeslot of “My Dear Heart’. 


“My Dear Heart’ will star Heart Ramos, Bela Padilla, Zanjoe 
Marudo, Ms. Coney Reyes, Joey Marquez, Loisa Andalio, 
Sandino Martin and Rio Locsin, among others. It will be directed 
by Jerome Chavez Pobocan and Jojo Saguin.

Piling ni Nanay 
Down to Its Final 
Week 
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It was a quiet but lengthy run for “Sa Piling ni Nanay’. 


The GMA afternoon series” final episode will air this Friday 
afternoon, completing a run of 150 episodes that began on June 
27, 2016. Although its tenure was impressive, “Sa Piling ni 
Nanay” will forever be overshadowed by two ABS-CBN dramas 
that gained even greater attention. 


For starters, “Sa Piling ni Nanay” was pitted against “Tubig at 
Langis” and “The Greatest Love”, two equally compelling dramas 


on ABS-CBN's Kapamilya Gold. While “Tubig at Langis” and 
“The Greatest Love” boast of an impressive cast of actors, “Sa 
Piling ni Nanay’ was no slouch either, as it starred “StarStruck” 
batch 1’s Yasmien Kurdi, Mark Herras and Katrina Halili. 


The story of ‘Sa Piling ni Nanay’ was a complicated yet relatable 
subject, that of surrogacy. It was in this series where one 
daughter’s rights were challenged by two women: one who 
actually gave birth to, and the other demanding to adopt the child 
as her own. 


Despite the fact that ‘Sa Piling ni Nanay’ was an inspiring tale, its 
performance leaves a lot to be desired. “Sa Piling ni Nanay”s 12% 
average rating may be decent for the afternoon slot, but against 
both ‘Tubig at Langis’ and ‘The Greatest Love’, it was still 2% 
short at best. 


What derailed ‘Sa Piling ni Nanay’ were two standout moments 
that defined “Tubig at Langis” and “The Greatest Love’. “Tubig at 
Langis” featured several memorable confrontations between Irene 
(Cristine Reyes) and Clara (Isabelle Daza), while “The Greatest 
Love’ stood tall thanks to Gloria’s (Sylvia Sanchez) emotionally- 
charged portrayal of a woman gradually afflicted by Alzheimer’s 
disease. 


Needless to say, ‘Sa Piling ni Nanay’ still performed well despite 
its shortcomings. The final count of 150 episodes should give its 
loyal viewers a reason to cheer and applaud. 


As it enters its final week, one can only hope that “Sa Piling ni 
Nanay” will leave with a lasting impression. They may not be 
victorious at the end, but what a run that was. 


GMA Is NOT The 
True No. 1 Station As 
Rasonable and Cruz 
Claim 
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The braintrust running GMA are at it again. 


In an article published by the network last week, GMA executives 
Lilybeth Rasonable and Angela Cruz claimed that GMA is the No. 
1 network and that AGB Nielsen is the more trusted ratings 
provider, based on the 7790 mark that the network attained in the 
latest NUTAM and Urban Luzon ratings. While that was a good 
reason to cheer, ratings is not the only measuring stick towards 
becoming a top network. 

As harsh as it sounds, GMA is nowhere close to what ABS-CBN 
has done. For several years, GMA is plagued by a variety of 
Issues, most which have been thoroughly discussed to on this 
blog. 


To summarize, here are the concerns that have frustrated the 
Kapuso network. 


Lack of Quality Talents 

Talents, in this case, are the actors and hosts of various GMA 
programs. This is already self-explanatory, as Rasonable has had 
trouble overseeing the development and utilization of GMA’s 
roster of talents. 


Labor Woes 

Following the concerns that its employees were illegally 
dismissed, the National Labor Relations Commission has no 
choice but to force GMA to pay sums of money to them. The 
well-documented struggle of TAG (Talents Associated with 
GMA) only added to GMA’s poor reputation, and the NLRC’s 
decision serves to give them justice. 


Streamlining of Operations 


Despite GMA's claims of over P2 billion in revenue, cash within 
the network remains few and far between. Right now, GMA is 
streamlining its operations, which started by closing most of their 
regional operations. 


Unwise Usage of Funds 

The shortage of cash only got worse when GMA began to produce 
a new installment of “Encantadia”. They would have been smart 
enough by saving some of the money for more important things, 
such as HD, digital broadcasts, and the improvement of the much- 
maligned GMA News TV. 


A New Investor 

CEO Felipe Gozon has already expressed his intention to sell 
some of his shares to prospective investors. However, the GMA 
executive should have done this a long time ago, and considering 
the ongoing issues that GMA faced, that may be too late to 
resuscitate the network. 


These are just some of the concerns that plague GMA in recent 
years. Overall, despite the so-called proclamation that GMA is the 
true No. | network, they can never be the real No. | unless they 
fix these long-standing issues. 


That said, the onus is on Rasonable and other executives to justify 
GMA's No. 1 billing through a network-wide rebuilding program. 
Because as it stands, GMA is not even close to fit the bill as the 
Philippines’ best network.

There is a changing of the guard on Basketball TV. 


Since its first broadcast in 2006, BTV has been the home for 
numerous top-notch basketball tournaments. Their flagship 
product is obviously the NBA, but the network has also aired a 
number of other tournaments, namely the U.S. NCAA, FIBA and 
the Euroleague. 


However, a recent rebrand last year brought in some drastic 
changes to BTV’s image. Gone were the major global 
tournaments that made the network stand out, and in their place 
were local tournaments such as the NAASCU and the ongoing 
NCRUCLAA men's basketball competitions. 


The additions of the NAASCU and NCRUCLAA to BTV gave 
both leagues an outlet with which they can expose themselves to a 
local audience. But at what cost does a pair of not-so famous 
leagues come in exchange for more recognizable tournaments? 


The loss of FIBA tournaments, in particular, should sting BTV a 
lot. After all, this is the very same station which brought the FIBA 
game to a local audience, particularly with the return to 
prominence of Gilas Pilipinas. 


Unfortunately, as TV5 president and Gilas coach Chot Reyes 
decided to give his own network the exclusive rights to all FIBA 
basketball games, BTV can only watch helplessly as its second 
most recognizable product gets taken away by a rival outfit. Such 
a shame for Wilson Tieng and company. 


With the loss of FIBA to TV5, Basketball TV's only source of 
relevance now is the NBA. At this point, 80% of BTV's 


programming consists of the NBA and its related properties such 
as the NBA D-League and the WNBA. 


As for the remaining 20%, these are now allocated to the 
NAASCU, NCRUCLAA and other future local competitions. In 
essence, BTV has become a poor man’s NBA Premium based on 
these numbers. 


The future of Basketball TV will depend on how Solar 
Entertainment can properly maintain the network. If they can no 
longer do so, perhaps NBA co-rightsholder ABS-CBN Sports can 
step in and give a helping hand to its troubled rival. 


The BTV people knew had an impressively strong lineup. Now, 
after over a decade, it was nothing but a distant memory, even if 
the network decides to give local leagues a chance.

Just like the Papal Visit and the APEC Summit back in 2015, the first major event of 2017 
involving high-profile foreign dignitaries must need a high profile security in which indeed 
President Rodrigo Duterte practiced religiously as he trusts too defensively to the military and 
the police. 


But how did the organization for the third hosting came to be and how is the progress of 
broadcasters concerned? 


Hosting back 


The awarding of this edition of the pageant came after the reigning Miss Universe Pia 
Wurtzbach visited back to the country with the nod of her fellow Mindanaoan President during 
the courtesy call in Malacanang last July 18, a week before his first State of the Nation address. 


This nod was unilaterally declared by the Department of Tourism Secretary Wanda Teo but the 
MUO officially announced as the host of the pageant last November. 


Despite the President's disgust, misogynistic and uncanny remarks, the show must go on in the 
Mall of Asia Arena this Monday. Steve Harvey will remain the host and will be accompanied with 
backstage presenter, Ashley Graham as Bretman Rock and Bb. Pilipinas 2010 Venus Raj are 
taking on the red carpet. Other names will join in the beauty wagon, Pia Wurtzbach's BFF, Miss 
USA 2015 Olivia Jordan, will be there to witness and Miss Universe 1994 Sushmita Sen will sit in 
the panel of judges. 


Local broadcast arrangements 
Initially exclusive turned into partnership 


Initially, Solar Entertainment's ETC was the sole broadcaster to be carried at 5:00 a.m. this 
Monday but having the coronation night at dawn sounded too early for the beauty business to 
operate. The channel began covering the series Journey to the Crown: A Celebration of 
Beauty for their marketing ploy. 


Later, Solar realized the difficulty in airing time and signal reception, hence, they'll go live at 8 
a.m. to accommodate the East Coast's prime time airing and decided to forge alliance with the 
Big 3 network, which is very similar to the arrangement on the Pacquiao-Mayweather fight last 
May 2015. 


Though the first batch of delegates from East Asia, the Pacific and the USA arrived in Manila and 
made their first TV appearance on Fat Bulaga (December 10) on GMA, TV5 penned the Solar 
partnership first (December 12). The Kamuning network signed second just three days later. 
Finally, a week after, ABS-CBN, the current carrier of Binibining Pilipinas and the recent Miss 
Universe pageants, completely forged the deal just before Christmas. 


While the Big 3, ETC (for FTA), the rest of Solar Entertainment cable channels and Star World 
(cable) will cover the coronation night. 


TV5 will both air exclusively the swimsuit and long gown preliminary competitions this weekend 
primetime. Their digital counterpart is currently providing the rights of behind-the-scenes 
content. 


Current developments 


During the past two weeks, some TV programs within the Big 3 that are not teleseryes have 
integrated the things associated with Miss Universe. 


Last January 14, Fat Bulaga's opening performance was conceived by Paolo Ballesteros, the Best 
Actor for Die Beautiful in the recent Metro Manila Film Festival but during Bulagaan, he was 
responsible for the fashion catwalk before the segment proper with the topic on the winning 
countries of the pageant. The following day, January 15, ABS-CBN's Goin’ Bulilit made a gag on 
the question-and-answer portion. 


Not even Sunday night magazine programs are immune from covering the Miss U activities. 
Particularly, Kapuso Mo, Jessica Soho — despite lasting 2 hours — gave the some significant 
highlights of events. 


On the very eve of the coronation (January 29), this will be a wrap for their segmented special 
between the heated rivalry KMJS and Rated K butlet's net fret if anyone related to the pageant 
will be a-special quest on Gandang Gabi Vice. 


Not a player but not discouraged 


As the Big 3 hype leading up to the main event escalates, one non-participating channel wasn't 
discouraged for not being part of Solar deal -- or at least, they formerly were. 


CNN Philippines complemented with the interview the outgoing Miss Universe on Profi/es and 
airing the two-part documentary of Winning the Crown, which will wrap up this Saturday. 


Crowning conclusion 


In the end, regardless of who'll be the successor of the crown, we'll witness the peaceful 
transfer of duty: like Margarita Moran four decades ago, Wurtzbach will make the final walk and 
the relinquishment of the crown and the sash at her native country. 


With that being said, the benefits that we will reap during and after the chain of events would 


boost not just our country's showcase of splendorous tourism and long-standing hospitality 
but also the morale to be confidently beautiful.

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Aksyon sa Tanghali 's 
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If there is one noontime newscast not worth watching, it is 
“Aksyon sa Tanghali”. 


For the most part, the newscast is handled by Raffy Tulfo. But 
unlike rival big network noontime newscasts such as GMA News 
TV's “Balitanghali”, DZMM TeleRadyo 's “Radyo Patrol Balita 
Alas-Dose’ and “Headline Pilipinas’, and ANC’s “Dateline 
Philippines’, “Aksyon sa Tanghali” is treated more like a public 
service program than a newscast. 


The reason: “Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’, the “Wanted sa Radyo’ 
spinoff that airs on select episodes of “Aksyon sa Tanghali’. 


‘Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’ was established sometime following the 
cancellation of ‘T3 Alliance’, the public service show hosted by 
Raffy Tulfo and his brothers Ben and Erwin. As mentioned 
earlier, it is a spinoff of ‘Wanted sa Radyo’, in which it gives all 
people an opportunity to voice their complaints through Raffy 
himself. 


To be honest, “Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’ is not a bad segment. There 
is nothing wrong about resolving conflicts or incidents, which is 
the main agenda of “Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’. 


However, placing it as a segment on “Aksyon sa Tanghali’ is too 
much for the said newscast. This led to more potential news 
reports getting drowned out in favor of ‘Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’. 


It would have been better if ‘Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’ becomes a 
standalone program, and perhaps revive the ‘Wanted’ TV program 


that once aired on TV5. Or, they could relieve Raffy Tulfo from 
his anchoring duties and move “Wanted sa Radyo” to noontime so 
that he can still come to work on that hour. 


Overall, “Aksyon sa Tanghali’’s current form puts them in a more 
dubious distinction, earning a place on MediaNewser.com’s 
Dishonor Roll for their 2016 Winners and Losers List. Luchi 
Cruz-Valdes” inability to fix this newscast puts “Aksyon sa 
Tanghali” in an unfavorable light compared to its noontime rivals. 
But without any suitable replacements, it looks like TV5 will be 
stuck with not only Raffy Tulfo, but also the public service 
segment that is ‘Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’ for the time being. That 
said, changes should be in the offing for “Aksyon sa Tanghali”, 
because if this keeps up, the negative accolades will continue to 
pile up.

The Philippine Basketball Association today is full of problems. 


Whether it's the poor attendance in games that do not involve 
Ginebra, or the questionable officiating that coaches regularly 
complain, the PBA is a league that is in hot water every so often. 
Heck, even television coverage of the games has been a problem 
in recent years. 


These days, the PBA games on television are aired on TV5 and 
PBA Rush, employing a separate set of commentators for their 
respective Taglish and English broadcasts. While the games on 
PBA Rush are relatively free from any product placement, the 
same cannot be said for TV5’s broadcasts. 


Much of the issue has something to do with the gigantic virtual 
Oppo logo popping out on the court during games. Oppo is 
currently the main sponsor of the PBA, but while the promotion of 
their products is worth noting, the visually irritating virtual logo 
on the court leaves a bad taste in one’s mouth. 


TV5’s penchant for placing virtual logos is not limited to Oppo 
alone. In past years, the network has placed the Sports5 logo, 
followed by the team logos on each end of the court. 


It should be worth noting that ABS-CBN Sports also tried to place 
virtual logos on the court during select NCAA basketball games 
last season. However they stopped placing these logos upon 
realizing that they are an eyesore to the league’s coverage. 


Let's face it, there is nothing wrong about promoting a particular 
product. However, the PBA is all about game action, and placing 
these virtual logos while players run up and down the court is 
extremely distracting. 


The best that TV5 would have done is to follow the example of 
the ASEAN Basketball League. Every ABL team's home court 
features an AirAsia (ABL’s main sponsor) sticker being placed on 
the court, and this feature gives the league a chance to showcase 
the game without any distraction from the television screen. 


Even the NBA also follow the ABL’s example, as some teams 
place stickers of advertisements on the court. That said, the PBA 
should take a good look at it and convince TV5 to do the same 
thing without straying away from the game. 


The PBA should be about the game and how the fans buy into it. 
Anything distracting could spell disaster for the league.

It is never easy to cover live news events in the Philippines. 


For outlets such as People’s Television Network, CNN 
Philippines, GMA News TV, DZMM TeleRadyo and ABS-CBN 
News Channel, following a live broadcast of a news event takes 
sacrifice and dedication. With that, they sometimes preempt 
ongoing programs Just to get into the meat of the action. 


But what if there are two news events that take place at the same 
time? Like for example, an ongoing Senate or House hearing 
taking place alongside either a press briefing at Malacafang or a 
speech of President Rodrigo Duterte. 


Obviously, the priority of the news networks is the executive 
branch, who always has the final say in political matters. That 
said, it is mandatory to cut away from a live Senate or House 
hearing just to move over to either the Palace or President Duterte 
himself. 


But for some, cutting another live event short in favor of either 
Malacafiang or the President can be rude at times. For them, not 
all headlines involve President Duterte and the Palace, and on 
occasion, the Senate or House hearing could be the top story of the 
day. 


Unfortunately, there is nothing that they can do. Focusing the 
executive branch over the legislative branch in live news 
broadcasts is a long-standing tradition, one that news networks 
always abide. 


For those who want to get the news straight, there is YouTube to 


take care of. Radio Television Malacanang (RT VM), the Senate of 


the Philippines and the House of Representatives have their own 
YouTube channels that focus on their respective branches, and 


they live stream important events that are also seen on news 
channels in the country. 

But for those who don’t have the patience to watch, just wait for 
the evening newscasts to summarize them all. After all, live news 
coverage is only for the most informed citizen. 


In the end, news coverage will always be a complicated process. 
But at least there are alternatives to get the necessary facts to the 
viewer.

Retro 105.9 DCG-FM has a new rival. 


Almost three years to the day Retro 105.9 made history as Metro 
Manila’s first classic hits-oriented radio station, a new network of 
the same genre began to emerge out of nowhere. On February 2, 
104.3 FM2 made its maiden broadcast, with Bong ‘Sonny B’ 
Aportadera and Carlo ‘Carlo Jose’ Villo sharing the day-to-day 
operations of the new station. 


For those who are not familiar with this station, DWBR 104.3 is 
owned by the Philippine government via the Philippine 
Broadcasting Service. Thus, the station is part of an umbrella that 
includes the People’s Television Network (PTV-4), DZRB Radyo 
ng Bayan 738, DZSR Sports Radio 918 and DZRM Radyo 
Magasin 1278. 


The station was originally known as 104.3 Business Radio, 
playing mostly songs of the “big band’ era. They also covered 
business news that cater to affluent citizens, hence the name. 


However, on January 15, Business Radio officially left the 
airwaves after over 30 years in operation. It was clear to Martin 
Andanar and the PCOO that the station is losing its luster, with its 
brand of “big band” music getting out of touch with a modern 
generation of listeners. 


As a result, the station underwent a drastic makeover in order 
to attract a younger audience. Thus 104.3 FM2 was born, with a 
playlist mainly dedicated to 80s and 90s music. 


The establishment of FM2 became a turning point in the classic 
hits genre of FM radio in the country. While Retro 105.9 DCG- 
FM remains the premiere source for throwback songs, the 
emergence of FM2 could pose a threat to their dominance. 


That said, listeners now have two options to find the music that 
they love and grew up with. Not to mention that both stations 
operate in the daytime and deep into midnight. 


The entry of FM2 is only the beginning for Martin Andanar’s 
rebuilding of the PBS Group. Next up is an unnamed FM station 
on the 87.5 band, which is still in the testing stage.

Seems like ABS-CBN has not learned from its 5:00 p.m. issues. 


Several months ago, From the Tube made an article about ABS- 
CBN’s 5:00 p.m. scheduling problems. Three issues were raised in 
this topic; namely the presence of the ABS-CBN Regional- 
produced ‘TV Patrol’, the RNGs’ airing of the affected program at 
around 9:00 a.m. the next day, and its expected poor performance 
in the Kantar ratings. 

Now, ABS-CBN is once again in a bind thanks to a pair of 
teleseryes that will premiere today. On Kapamilya Gold, ‘The 
Better Half’ will replace ‘Doble Kara’, while on Primetime Bida, 
“Wildflower” will become the first teleserye to air at 5:50 since 
“We Will Survive’. 


This leaves the game show “Minute to Win It’ in a precarious 
position. With the premiere of ‘Wildflower’ on Primetime Bida, 
the former has no choice but to move to 5:00 p.m., leaving 
themselves vulnerable to not only the regionals’ broadcast of “TV 
Patrol’, but also to rival GMA game show ‘Wowowin’. 


That said, only the first 30 minutes of ‘Minute to Win It’ will be 
preempted, leaving the last 15 or 20 minutes for the viewers in the 
regions to watch. So where will the regional network viewers go 
to with regards to this predicament? 


The most obvious answer is the iWanT'V app, which is readily 
available and has episodes of a majority of ABS-CBN programs 
uploaded within hours of original broadcast. The only problem 
with this app though is that not all people have a mobile device, 
computer or tablet. 


Which leaves ABS-CBN with three options to solve this problem. 
Fither they: 


1. Place the O Shopping or MYX block at 5:00 p.m. and move 
“Minute to Win It’ to before ‘Langit Lupa’ 
2. Produce a “TV Patrol’ that focuses solely on Mega Manila 
and move ‘Minute to Win It’ to before ‘Langit Lupa’ 
3. Cut ‘It’s Showtime’’s last 30 minutes and return to a three- 
teleserye Kapamilya Gold 
For all their dominance in the ratings game, the 5:00 p.m. slot is 
and will always be ABS-CBN’s weak point (this does not include 
their early morning programs). Unless they do something about it, 
the affected program’s viewership will remain compromised. 


As for ‘The Better Half and ‘Wildflower’, this will be an 
opportunity to sustain ABS-CBN’s winning ways. It’s a challenge 
that “The Better Half’s Shaina Magdayao, Carlo Aquino, JC de 
Vera and Denise Laurel, and “Wildflower”s Maja Salvador and 
Joseph Marco should welcome despite the network’s scheduling 
issues.

‘#Like’ were able to make an impact. 


To make matters worse, the block now features three shows that 
appear indistinguishable from one another. “Karelasyon”, “Wish 
Ko Lang” and “Imbestigador” may be different shows in name, but 
their formats are way too similar to each other, especially now that 
the latter two employ greater amounts of dramatization than 
before. 


Now add a fourth show with a similar premise. Starting this 
Saturday, GMA will introduce the docu-drama series “Case 
Solved’, to be hosted by Dingdong Dantes. 


Here is an excerpt from the GMA Network Public Relations 
Department: 


Case Solved features sensational and 
controversial real-life cases ranging 
from nonaggressive to violent 
circumstance derived from Philippines ' 
Supreme Court Reports Annotated 
(SCRA) handled by the country’s 
National Bureau of Investigation (NBI), 
Philippine National Police (PNP), 
International Criminal Police 


Organization (Interpol), judicial 
agencies like the Department of Justice 
(DOJ), Supreme Court and Bureau of 
Corrections. More than presenting how 
the crime is committed, it further 
explains how the crime is solved. 


Hosted by none other than Kapuso 
Primetime King Dingdong Dantes, this 
program presents solved cases that will 
empower and educate the viewers in 
predicting the probability of a crime 
before it occurs. 


Let's face it, does GMA need another “Imbestigador” at this point? 
Because based on the description, “Case Solved’ is just another 
crime-solving program that GMA concocted, even though they 
already have one in ‘Imbestigador’. 


That said, the addition of “Case Solved” does not solve anything as 
far as their Saturday afternoon lineup goes. The lack of diversity 
in the block is something that might concern viewers, especially 


now that ABS-CBN is pulling away in the ratings with “Ipaglaban 
Mo”, “SOCO”, “Mga Kwento ni Marc Logan’ and “Family Feud’. 


A moral victory or disaster awaits “Case Solved”. GMA can only 
hope that the show can defy the odds and at least make their block 
more interesting than ever. 


“Case Solved’ airs starting this Saturday after ‘Eat Bulaga” on 
GMA.

Alyas Robin Hood 
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“Alyas Robin Hood’ is coming to a close. 


Friday, February 24, will be the show's final episode, and for 
those who stuck with “Alyas Robin Hood’ throughout its run, they 
will have plenty of stories to tell for this hooded hero. However, it 
was not all smooth sailing for this GMA action-drama series. 


Just weeks before its premiere, many doubted “Alyas Robin 
Hood’, particularly its similarities to another Robin Hood-inspired 
character ‘Arrow’. Though creative head Suzette Doctolero tried 
her best to differentiate the two, it was clear from the beginning 
that the criticisms surrounding “Alyas Robin Hood” would linger 
on during its run. 


“Alyas Robin Hood” premiered on September 19, and was pitted 
against another newcomer in “Magpahanggang Wakas”. Though 
the latter’s subpar ratings did alarm ABS-CBN for a while, the 
former failed to take advantage, at best closing to within 190 of 
“Magpahanggang Wakas’. 


The series also failed to get past “A Love to Last” (during its brief 
two-week run at the second slot) and “My Dear Heart” despite 
getting decent ratings of 20% or better. Overall, even with a total 
of 115 episodes and strong hype over the controversy, “Alyas 
Robin Hood’ still fell short of expectations. 


The fact is, the superhero genre that GMA advocated in “Alyas 
Robin Hood’ no longer works in today’s primetime scene. Many 
prefer the more realistic and inspiring plots that ABS-CBN 
produces in series such as ‘Ang Probinsyano’ and ‘My Dear 
Heart’ rather than the fantasy leanings of “Encantadia” and “Alyas 
Robin Hood’. 


It also puts into question GMA’s casting choices. Let’s face it, 
Dingdong Dantes is in a starring role for way too long and 
should’ve given way to younger talent, but as it turns out, GMA 
wanted him because there is no other capable actor who can 
portray the lead role in ‘Alyas Robin Hood’. 


And while Megan Young and Andrea Torres are worthy 
supporting actors in this series due to their youth, giving them a 
younger male lead would’ve helped ‘Alyas Robin Hood’. In the 
end, GMA made a grave mistake by putting over an actor with 
over a decade of service as a leading man, thus continuing a path 
of overusing veterans. 


Come this Friday, “Alyas Robin Hood” will be in a fight of his 
life. But whether or not it will make a lasting impression at the 
end remains to be seen.

Press briefings at the Malacafiang Palace tend to be 
underappreciated by the media. 


The administration of President Rodrigo Duterte features two men 
who represent him during media engagements at the Palace. On 
one corner, there is presidential spokesperson Ernesto Abella, and 
on the other corner, there is Presidential Communications 
Operations Office chief Martin Andanar. 


Both men have the responsibility of speaking with the media in 
behalf of President Duterte. Much of the conversation is usually 
directed on top media stories that affect the country, such as 
natural or man-made calamities, political controversies, and even 
the health of the President himself. 


While the two are the primary voices of the Palace press briefing, 
they are also accompanied by other members of the Cabinet. They 
are here to discuss certain other issues that require immediate 
resolution. 


Unfortunately, such live events are not taken for granted by a 
majority of media outlets in the country. Apart from the Radio- 
Television Malacafiang (RTVM) which handles all live coverage 
involving the executive branch, only government station PT V-4 
and private news network ABS-CBN News Channel have the 
privilege of bringing them live. 


So where is the love as far as Palace press briefings are 
concerned? For some news networks, it seems like the 
appearances of Secretaries Abella and Andanar do not mean a 
thing, and that their only concern is with President Duterte 
himself. 


Before making a negative reaction, here is the reason why news 
networks should also look at Secretaries Abella and Andanar. 
Their responsibilities as spokespeople behind the President are 
just as important in relaying information and opinion to both the 
media and the general public, even if they lack the powers that the 
President possess. 


That said, the news media must carry these press briefings since 
these are deemed significant items to write about. After all, the 
President may be the country’s most powerful person, but even 
he/she can be human at times. 


Overall, a press briefing at Malacafiang Palace is just as necessary 
to cover as President Duterte’s speaking engagements. Whatever 
words Secretaries Abella and Andanar relay to the media will 
determine the country’s fate moving forward.

During the seven-month-old Duterte administration where long Senate probes and/or 
Presidential activities (Palace press conferences and speaking engagements) bear weight in 
shaping the public's skeptical psyche, the channel didn't move a muscle and caught the 
attention of the Turfs neighboring blog, From the Tube. 


Ralph redressed their grievances and formulated proposals. However, when the priority 
Congressional hearings resume, they were abruptly cut -- much to his ever-growing dismay -- 
due to the simulcast of Raffy Tulfo's Wanted sa Radyo on 92.3 News FM. Despite the radio 
show's demanding popularity, he dubbed the Tulfo brother as the “Kris Aquino of Radio“. 


Recently, Supernatural and Arrow reruns from TV5 eventually satisfied one of his demands as 
their main channel was too irresistible in covering the ongoing PBA's Philippine Cup playoffs.

TV5 Dismisses About 


100 Employees as

TV5’s housecleaning under Chot Reyes continues. 


This past week, reliable sources reported that about 100 
employees of the network were dismissed as part of a major 
restructuring effort. These include some of TV5’s producers, 
cameramen, engineering crew, reporters and other talents. 


They were, according to sources, fired via a text message, and 
were given pink slips by the human resources team. Furthermore, 
a second wave of layoffs awaits more employees starting this 
week. 


TV5 President and CEO Chot Reyes addressed the news in a 
memo obtained by MediaNewser.com: 


“Despite operating at a financial loss for 
the past years, the company has exerted 
all efforts to minimize the effects of the 
organizational restructuring on our 
people. As a result of an extensive study, 
it has become evident that some jobs and 
skills will no longer be required by the 
company, while some other positions are 


deemed overmanned. “ 
In response to Chot Reyes’ address, the TV5 Employees Union 
posted their own statement regarding the network’s latest move: 


TV5’s termination of around 100 employees is the latest in the 
ongoing saga surrounding the Kapatid network. Within the last 
half-year, TV5 made some cost-cutting moves in hopes of 
fulfilling MVP’s ‘break even by 2017’ promise, such as the 
controversial decision to allocate more hours to TV shopping 
blocks, and the dissolution of the entertainment department. 


Despite these changes in strategy, it is clear that TV5 is going 
nowhere with the product they are promoting at this point. As 
much as the network wants to promise something new to their 
viewers each and every time, they can no longer afford to do so 
due to the irreversible damage that they are enduring. 


That said, Manny V. Pangilinan’s promise of “breaking even’ this 
year appears to be in vain. And to make matters worse, he has no 
choice but to settle the matter with the terminated employees, who 
demand compensation to make up for their unjust dismissal. 


The year 2017 is off to a so-so start for TV5. While they are trying 
their best to once again rebuild their overall operations, this latest 
issue only shows that they are once again making fools out of 
themselves.

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Not even AlDub’s much-anticipated primetime debut can 
stop ABS-CBN from reaching an immaculate record. 


On Monday, February 27, all ABS-CBN programs defeated their 
respective GMA counterparts in the ratings, according to Kantar 
Media. This includes a rare victory for “Magandang Buhay' 
(8.190), as it swept all of GMA's Astig Authority block (“Ghost 
Fighter’ (5.9%), ‘Pokemon XY’ (6.7%) and “Bleach” (7.3%)) and 
the European fantasy series ‘Wolfblood’ (6.8%). 


As always, ABS-CBN’s usual suspects dominate the list, with the 
network continuing to prevail from late morning to late night. Six 
of the top ten slots belong to ABS-CBN programs, with ‘Ang 
Probinsyano”s 42.8% leading the way. 


Even the network's programs in the wee hours earned a victory as 
well. The 4:00-5:30 a.m. slot was won by “O Shopping’ (0.4%) 
and a rerun of “Mga Kwento ni Marc Logan’ (1 Yo) over 
“Reporters Notebook’ (0.9%), while the 11:45-1:00 a.m. slot was 
won by “Mission Possible’ (1.8%) and “O Shopping’ (0.9%) over 
‘The 700 Club Asia’ (1.2%) and ‘EZ Shop’ (0.6%) respectively. 


But the highlight of the day was the matchup between 

newcomer ‘Destined to Be Yours’ and ‘My Dear Heart’. The 
former, starring Alden Richards and Maine Mendoza, entered the 
night with high expectations, and considering the duo’s popularity 
in the last two years, the series was poised to get off to a sizzling 
start. 


Instead, 1t was fellow young star Ria Atayde who turned heads. 
Her debut as Margaret's (Coney Reyes) daughter Gia helped “My 
Dear Heart’ defeat “Destined to Be Yours’ 29.1 to 20.2%. 


And finally, two shows that are normally affected by ABS-CBN 
Regional 's own programming managed to beat the odds. Both 
“Umagang Kay Ganda’ (5.2%) and “Minute to Win It’ (14%) 
prevailed over “Unang Hirit” (4 Yo) and ‘Wowowin’ (13.7%) 
respectively, despite getting preempted by ABS-CBN Regional 
morning shows and ANR-produced “TV Patrol’. 


Overall, it was thorough domination on the part of ABS-CBN. No 
one knows when will this rare wire-to-wire win will take place 
again, but one thing is for sure: ABS-CBN continues to reign as 
the Philippines’ top network.

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For the first time in nearly two years, a Koreanovela will occupy 
the penultimate slot on ABS-CBN's Primetime Bida. 


Tonight will mark the premiere of the popular Korean 

series “Love in the Moonlight”, starring Park Bo Gum and Kim 
Yoo Jung. The series enjoyed an impressive run in its native 
Korea, and it won a number of awards such as Best Couple, Best 
Excellent Actress, and Best Actor awards in the 2016 KBS Drama 
Awards. 


Prior to “Love in the Moonlight”, Primetime Bida has not had a 
Korean drama since “My Lovely Girl”, whose last episode was 
aired in June 2015. In between, two seasons of “Pinoy Big 
Brother’ (737, Lucky 7), the teleserye “You're My Home’, and the 
American series “Jane the Virgin’ were aired on that slot. 


“Love in the Moonlight” is just one of several Korean 

dramas whose rights were acquired by ABS-CBN a few weeks 
ago. Others in the pipeline include “Legend of the Blue Sea”, 
‘Hwarang’, “Goblin”, “Weightlifting Fairy Kim Bok-joo’, ‘W’ and 
‘Doctors’. 

In premiering “Love in the Moonlight’, ABS-CBN crushed the 
notion that Asianovelas on Channel 2 were essentially extinct. 
Their last Korean drama was ‘My Love Donna’ last year, and 
many thought the network finally moved on from the genre once 
sister channel CineMo began to import its own set of 
Koreanovelas later that year. 

Instead, ABS-CBN surprised many, including Koreanovela fans, 
by acquiring the aforementioned hit Korean dramas. And 
considering how rival GMA loaded themselves up with more 
Asianovelas (including those airing on sister station GMA News 
TV), ABS-CBN made it clear that they are still indeed the ‘First 
and True Home of Asianovelas’.

NCRUCLAA 
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A month after the season opened, Basketball TV and Solar Sports unexpectedly pulled the plug on the NCRUCLAA 
coverage. (Logos courtesy of the NCRUCLAA and Solar Entertainment) 


The promising television coverage of the NCRUCLAA (National 
Capital Region Universities and Colleges of Luzon Athletic 
Association) came to an abrupt halt. 


For some unknown reason, host networks Solar Sports and 
Basketball TV decided to stop airing the fledgling collegiate 
basketball league after only a month’s worth of coverage. No 
explanation was given with regards to the sudden cancellation, but 
a possible case of low funds may have come into play. 


It can be recalled that the newly-established NCRUCLAA signed 
a television contract with Solar Entertainment in December of last 
year. The league, which consists of 16 member schools, opened its 
basketball season on January 17. 


Both Solar Sports and Basketball TV tried its very best to 
seriously promote the NCRUCLAA. Unfortunately, the game’s 
delayed coverage and overwhelming amount of 

matches (quadruple-headers start at around 11:00 a.m.), lack of 
advertisers and conflicts with other programming took its toll, and 
by late February, both networks ceased airing the league’s games. 


The issues of local basketball coverage is nothing new to Solar 
Entertainment. During their three seasons handling the PBA 
(2008-11), Solar lost a lot of money due to technical issues 
hounding their coverage of the league, and in their final season, 
they were forced to move to rival ABS-CBN’s Studio 23 
following CS9’s rebrand to ETC. 


Going further back, Solar also used to handle the defunct 
Philippine Basketball League for a few seasons. Unfortunately, 
the league’s internal issues affected both the coverage and the 
quality of the games, and the PBL soon disappeared by 2011. 


While Solar did make amends when they aired NAASCU games 
without any incident last year, it was clear that the company can 
only go as far as Wilson Tieng can take them. Which leads to the 
abrupt cancellation of NCRUCLAA coverage, one that is once 
again giving Solar plenty of headaches. 


That said, without the additional financial backing of rivals ABS- 
CBN Sports and Sports5, Solar Sports continues to find 
themselves in a predicament that is too steep to climb out. They 
may have had the privilege of covering NBA games and Manny 
Pacquiao fights, but local coverage-wise, they are still too far 
behind to make an impact.

ABS-CBN Sports: 


Basketball TV's Only 
Hope 
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The loss of FIBA basketball and the abrupt cancellation of the NCRUCLAA coverage has hurt Basketball TV's 
profile of late. (Logo courtesy of Solar Entertainment) 


Basketball TV's 10th year on the air has not been a smooth-sailing 
one. 


The Solar Entertainment-owned network has seen plenty of losses 
in the last several months. Not only did it lose the FIBA basketball 
rights to Sports5, it also cut short its broadcast of the fledgling 
NCRUCLAA men’s basketball tournament a month into its 
maiden season. 


On the positive side though, they managed to air an entire 
season’s worth of the NAASCU men’s basketball tournament 
while continuing its long and loyal commitment to the NBA and 
its related properties. Still, BTV's increasing irrelevance has put a 
lot of pressure on Solar, and with the costs still growing, BTV's 
days appear to be numbered. 


There is a reason why BTV is known as ‘Basketball TV’: it is the 
home to a variety of basketball tournaments. While the network 
centers around the NBA, it also aired a number of other 
tournaments as well, such as the Euroleague, the U.S. NCAA 


March Madness, and local leagues such as the PBA and the 
defunct Philippine Basketball League. 


However, as 2017 proved to be a poor year for both BTV and 
Solar, it is clear that the former needs a lot of help. At this point, a 
backup financier is all that BTV requires, and they can look no 
further than a fellow coveror of NBA games. 


Back in 2011, ABS-CBN Sports signed a deal with the NBA to 
cover its games on free TV. Now the partnership between ABS- 
CBN and the NBA ss six years strong, and they also expanded 
their scope online when ABS-CBN signed a contract with the 
NBA to operate the Filipino website of NBA.com. 


ABS-CBN Sports also carry a wealth of experience covering local 
basketball. The network has existing deals with the UAAP and 
NCAA, and more recently, they began to broadcast the ASEAN 
Basketball League, along with grassroots basketball tournaments 
such as the NBTC and Slam Rising Stars competitions. 


If Basketball TV wants to survive this cutthroat world of cable 
television, their only hope right now is to Join forces with ABS- 
CBN Sports. With the latter’s experience and deep pockets, they 
could help BTV in any way, shape or form when it comes to 
providing top-notch basketball coverage. 


It may take some time to materialize, but let’s face it, this is the 
only choice for BTV given their recent issues. That said, let’s just 
hope that Solar will be willing to allow rival ABS-CBN Sports to 


resuscitate BTV, and in doing so, alleviate the pressure of running 
a high-profile cable channel in the Philippines.

After all that analyzing, it is pretty clear that the ABS-CBN News 
braintrust has done a very good job improving what has been a 
very superior product.

GMA's Astig 
Authority a Sinking 


Ship Thanks to 
Magandang Buhay 
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How the mighty have fallen. 


The past few days have not been kind to GMA's Astig Authority 
block, and it showed in the recent ratings posted by the more 
“national” Kantar firm. As seen in these figures below, it is clear 
that the block has lost the interest of the public while rival 
“Magandang Buhay’ is beginning to gain momentum with each 
passing episode.

So what is the common denominator in these five episodes? 
Basically “Magandang Buhay’’s guests came from ABS-CBN's 
three top-rated shows in ‘It’s Showtime’, ‘Ang Probinsyano’ and 
the recently concluded ‘Pinoy Big Brother: Lucky 7’, and the 
constant top-notch performances of the three shows carried over to 
the former. 


On the other hand, anime’s declining interest on free-to-air 
television is hitting Astig Authority hard. The fact that Filipino 
anime fans are moving over to cable and internet for their anime 
needs, not to mention GMA’s constant overreliance on old anime, 
is something that the network has yet to realize at this point. 


One can only look at ABS-CBN’s controversial decision to cease 
airing anime in June of last year. The only difference here is that 
ABS-CBN has the digital TV channel Yey! and the cable channel 


Hero to back them up, whereas GMA doesn’t have the benefit of 
sister cable channels to constantly commit to a variety of anime. 


Speaking of relying too much on reruns, GMA just announced 
that a long-awaited Filipino redub of ‘Voltes V’ (voiced by young 
GMA stars) will hit the airwaves next Monday. This should only 
make things worse for Astig Authority, as the classic Japanese 
mecha anime has been re-aired multiple times since 1977. 


That said, unless GMA plans a new programming strategy, the 
slumping fortunes of Astig Authority may continue to last for a 
longer period. For a network once proud of bringing successful 
anime titles to the Filipino mainstream, this is unacceptable to say 
the least. 


In the end, GMA must accept reality and move on, because airing 
anime on free TV is no longer a thing at this point (unless you're 
TV5 and you’re willing to bring new animes with it). No offense, 
but the time is now for GMA to have something else to offer 
every weekday morning.

What Happened to 


ABS-CBN Sports’ Top 
Rank Boxing? 
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An eight-year relationship came to an end when Top Rank Boxing ceased to air on ABS-CBN 's S+A earlier this 
month. (Logo courtesy of Top Rank) 


A long-time ally of ABS-CBN Sports has called it quits. 


On March 5, ABS-CBN Sports quietly cancelled the long-running 
boxing show “Top Rank Boxing’ off the network's StA 
channel. The announcement came shortly before the 


promotion decided to cease ties with Nonito Donaire after an 


eight-year relationship. 
It can be recalled that in late 2009, ABS-CBN Sports and Top 


Rank joined forces in a broadcast deal that would showcase the 
latter’s top fighters. This resulted in ‘Top Rank Boxing’, a 
program that soon became a staple on Channel 23’s two iterations 
(Studio 23, ABS-CBN Sports+Action/S+A). 


Airing every Sunday afternoon, “Top Rank Boxing” gave boxing 
fans a peek at the promotion’s current and future stars. The show 
was hosted by Anton Roxas and Atty. Ed Tolentino for a majority 
of its seven-year run. 


While most of the fights on the show were previously recorded, 
there were some occasions where a fight card was shown on a 
delayed basis. Not only that, some editions of “Top Rank Boxing” 
were aired on ABS-CBN Channel 2, particularly the fights 
involving Nonito Donaire. 


Despite its premise of showing the best fighters, there was one top 
boxer with which ABS-CBN Sports has no rights to. Manny 
Pacquiao, considered to be Top Rank's biggest asset, has 
broadcast ties with both Solar Sports and GMA Network, thus 
prohibiting ABS-CBN from showcasing the Pacman. 


Solar and GMA's deal with Pacquiao also prevented ABS-CBN 
from airing Nonito Donaire's final fight as a Top Rank fighter on 
November 6, when he fought Jessie Magdaleno in a losing effort. 
Despite that, ABS-CBN did air a Pacquiao fight when it 
showcased the mega-bout with Floyd Mayweather Jr. in 

2015 alongside TV5, GMA and Solar Sports. 

With the cancellation of “Top Rank Boxing”, ABS-CBN Sports” 
focus on the sport will shift full-time to Michael Aldeguer’s ALA 
Promotions. The “Pinoy Pride” series, which continues to take 
place on certain dates of the year, will remain on the ABS-CBN 
Sports” roster of programs. 


As for Nonito Donaire, good luck in finding a new promoter. One 
can only hope that his fights will continue to air on Channel 2 for 
a foreseeable future, regardless of which promotion he ends up. 


So long, “Top Rank Boxing. The Kapamilya boxing fans will miss 
you.

“Voltes V’ is back. 


As part of the anime’s 40th anniversary, GMA announced that a 
redubbed version of ‘Voltes V’ will be aired starting tomorrow 


morning on the network's Astig Authority block. The fresh new 
Filipino dub of “Voltes V’ will feature the following Kapuso stars: 


. Derrick Monasterio (as Steve Armstrong) 

. Jak Roberto (as Mark Gordon) 

. Hiro Peralta (as Big Bert Armstrong) 

. Bea Binene (as Jamie Robinson) 

. Ken Chan (as Prince Zardos) 

The voices of Little John Armstrong, Dr. Ned Armstrong, Mary 

Armstrong, Dr. Smith, Commander Robinson, Dr. Hook, Draco, 
Zandra, Zuhl and other characters will also be dubbed by various 
voice actors. However, it is unknown if GMA will give credit to 
these voice actors for their roles in the redubbed “Voltes V’. 


“Voltes V’, a brainchild of Tadao Nagahama (also the man behind 
‘Daimos’), was first aired on GMA in 1978. However, it was soon 
banned by then-President Ferdinand Marcos (along with the 
aforementioned ‘Daimos’ and other robot anime) for being ‘too 
violent’. 


It was only after the People Power Revolution that “Voltes V’ 
triumphantly returned on air through various TV channels (most 
notably ABS-CBN and IBC-13). In 1999, “Voltes V?’ was brought 
back by GMA in both English and Filipino dubs (along with the 
four unaired episodes known as ‘Voltes V: The Liberation’), and 
instantly became popular with a new generation of viewers. 


The renewed popularity of “Voltes V’ also inspired the “Bubble 
Gang’ segment ‘Ang Dating Doon’ (a parody of the religious 
program ‘Ang Dating Daan’) to adopt the anime’s opening song 


as its theme. The skit even brought a toy version of the robot on 
numerous occasions. 


In 2005, ABS-CBN's Hero channel aired a new Filipino dub of 
“Voltes V’ (known as “Voltes V Evolution’), starring the likes of 
Jett Pangan and Sandara Park. However, the new dub was poorly 
received. 


The 2017 dub of “Voltes V’ may be a celebration for the anime’s 
40th anniversary, but it remains to be seen if the redub will be 
worth watching. Considering that ‘Magandang Buhay’ has had 
some winning moments in recent episodes, this will be a tough 
task for the returning series to overcome. 


Still, for those too young to remember the battle between the 
Boazanians and the Earth’s special forces, ‘Voltes V’ will be a 
new experience for all of them. Win or lose, this new dub should 
give them a fresh perspective on how good overcomes evil, and 
how bloodlines were revealed.

The departure of Mr. Fu was a huge blow to 106.7 Energy FM, 
who had been poised to rise in the ratings game thanks to the 
additions of Papa J and Chico Loco. Now that a possible “Big 
Three” of Mr. Fu, Papa J and Chico Loco was formally aborted, 
what chances does Energy FM have in contending against more 
established competition? 


Speaking of competition, Barangay LS 97.1 FM recently 


announced that a new DJ for its “Wanted Sweetheart” program is 


on his way. Replacing the now-retired Papa Dan in the program is 
a long-time jock for sister station Barangay 102.3 General Santos, 


Papa Bol. 

The Iloilo-based Papa Bol (Benjur Evangelista in real life) is no 
stranger to love advice talk radio shows, having hosted one for 
several years on Barangay 102.3 General Santos. However, as he 
steps into the shoes of the legendary Papa Dan, hosting a radio 
show with a national following will not be an easy task.

Revisiting the Super 
Sentai Craze in the 


Philippi 
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Before the ‘Power Rangers’ existed, there was the Super Sentai 
series in Japan. 


This week marked the premiere of Haim Saban’s ‘Power Rangers’ 
movie, and while critical opinion was mixed, the film to date has 
been a financial success so far. However, the Power Rangers 
franchise in general is not an original concept. 


The Power Rangers were actually adopted from the Japanese 
Super Sentai series that is now in production for over 40 years. In 
fact, stock footage of every Super Sentai series were used in 
combination with originally produced American footage to create 
the Power Rangers that it is today. 


The premise of the Super Sentai (and of the Power Rangers in 
particular) is simple. A group of normal individuals-turned- 
superheroes dressed in color-coded battle suits fight the forces of 
evil, using mecha that, when joined together, form one giant robot 
in order to combat a more towering monster. 


The Philippines caught its first glimpse of the Super Sentai when 
‘J.A.K.Q Dengekitai’ (known here as “The Lucky Aces’) was 
aired on RPN-9 back in 1978. However, it was its predecessor 
“Gorenger” (known here as “Star Rangers’) which popularized the 
Super Sentai in the country. 


The mid-1980s saw the entry of both “Bioman” and ‘Maskman’ to 
the country. Now regarded as classics in the Super Sentai genre, 
“Bioman” and “Maskman” were regularly aired here for much of 
the 1980s and deep into the 1990s, and its popularity rivaled that 
of late 1970s robot anime “Voltes V’ and ‘Daimos’. 


The 1990s marked the beginning of the end for Super Sentai in the 
Philippines. Although ‘Goggle V’, “Turboranger”, ‘Fiveman’ and 
‘Jetman’ were introduced during this period, they were eclipsed in 
popularity thanks in large part to the ‘Mighty Morphin Power 
Rangers’, which premiered on ABS-CBN around 1995. 


From then on, the Power Rangers franchise was aired in both 
English and Filipino dubs on the following channels: ABS-CBN 
Channel 2, Studio 23, Yey!, Hero and Cartoon Network. And 
while the Super Sentai soldiered on in its native Japan, Filipino 
networks have no interest in importing such series due to the 
changing tastes of viewers. 


So while people flock to the cinemas to watch the “Power 
Rangers” movie, let's not forget that it is the Super Sentai which 
started it all. The series may be past its prime here, but its 
influence remains prevalent today.

GMA gets even more desperate. 


Due to so-called ‘insistent public demand’, the network 
announced that the teleserye “Ika-6 na Utos” will now air on 
Saturday afternoons as well. In doing so, GMA made some history 


by becoming the first TV network to air a new episode of a 
weekday teleserye on a weekend. 


The upcoming Saturday episodes of “Ika-6 na Utos’ will replace 
the short-lived and poorly-rated crime and investigation series 
“Case Solved”, which only lasted six episodes from February 18 to 
March 25. But can this risky move work? 


According to the national Kantar Media ratings, “Ika-6 na Utos” 
trails ‘It’s Showtime’ by around 3-4% since its premiere on 
December 5, 2016. While the former’s ratings were on the 
upswing of late (they even defeated ‘It’s Showtime’ by 0.3% on 
March 2), they still failed to topple the latter since the popular 
“Tawag ng Tanghalan” segment airs at the same time. 


As “Ika-6 na Utos” goes deep into Saturday afternoon, they face an 
even tougher test. The legal drama “Ipaglaban Mo’ made 
mincemeat of “Case Solved” during the past month, and with the 
latter raking in around 20% ratings in recent episodes, chances are 
“Ika-6 na Utos” is in for a reality check. 


To make matters worse for ‘Ika-6 na Utos’, the viewers’ demands 
for a sixth episode every weekend could prove too much to ask 
for. Let’s face it, the need for variety on television is obvious here, 
and GMA's desperate move to extend “Ika-6 na Utos” to Saturday 
afternoons could easily tire out even the most demanding of 
Viewers. 


That said, GMA's daring move to extend “Ika-6 na Utos” to 
Saturdays may come back to haunt them. After all, everybody 


wants a break from watching teleseryes each and every weekend, 
but for GMA, all roads lead to disaster simply because of a 
needless opportunity to boost ratings. 


Sorry GMA, but this is not going to work, regardless of what the 
viewers Say.

GMA to Revive Dobol 
B sa News TV Block 
This April 
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COMMENTS 


A new (or old) program block is set to return to GMA News TV. 


It was announced that the “Dobol B sa News TV” block will be 
revived on the network this coming April. The teaser below 

shows hosts Mike Enriquez (of “Saksi sa Dobol B’), Arnold 
Clavio and Ali Sotto (of “Dobol A sa Dobol B’) talking about their 
impending return to the small screen via GMA News TV. 


Initially launched on February 28, 2011, “Dobol B sa News TV’ is 
essentially a simulcast of early morning programs from Super 
Radyo DZBB 594. The first iteration of the block consists of the 
following programs: 


. Saksi sa Dobol B (hosted by Mike Enriquez) 

. Super Balita sa Umaga Nationwide (anchored by Mike 
Enriquez and Joel Reyes Zobel) 

- One on One with Igan (hosted by Arnold Clavio and Lala 
Roque) 

The block ran from 6:00 a.m. to 9:00 a.m. on weekdays and it 

competed against DZMM TeleRadyo shows “Kabayan”, “Radyo 

Patrol Balita Alas-Siyete’ and “Failon Ngayon sa DZMM". 

However, the block had its flaws, the most notable of which 

are the ill-timed placing of taped news reports during commercial 

breaks and product advisories. 


GMA News TV's Teleradyo-like experiment lasted until 
September 7, 2012, when it was cancelled due to low ratings. 
After that, with the exception of a short-lived revival of “Kape at 
Balita”, News TV's 6:00-9:00 a.m. slot was given to reruns of 
GMA Public Affairs shows, classic action movies, Koreanovelas, 
TV shopping blocks, and even the teleserye ‘Amaya’. 


The revival of ‘Dobol B sa News TV’ should give viewers another 
reason to believe in News TV. While the network’s quality of 
programming is still questionable, their recent live coverage of 
high-profile Senate and House hearings is a sign that the channel 
is improving and that a return to form is imminent. 


Still, even with the return of DZBB programs to News TV, how 
long can this latest experiment last? One can only hope that the 
simulcast will be the first step towards News TV’s true 
transformation into a legitimate news channel without any of the 
extracurricular activities present in them.

For 37 years, “Eat Bulaga” was known for its innovative and 
groundbreaking segments. 


Some of their most famous portions have become synonymous 
with the show, examples include Little Miss Philippines, That's 
My Boy, Laban o Bawi, Pinoy Henyo and Juan for All, All for 
Juan. However, they recently took a further step back by 
introducing this ridiculous segment. 


Earlier this year, ‘Eat Bulaga” brought the game of rock-paper- 
scissors (or in Filipino, Jack en Poy) to the show and billed it as 
the ‘most serious’ game ever. Enter the infamous Jackpot En Poy 
segment. 


In this game, four people who represent a particular color section 
of the audience (red, green, yellow, blue) go one-on-one in the 
game of rock-paper-scissors. The first round winners then face off 
in the finals, after which that round’s winner gets a chance to play 
in the jackpot round against a select team of ‘Eat Bulaga’ hosts, 
each with a particular prize money allotted to them. 


To make the game ‘serious’, ‘Eat Bulaga’ brought in Gov Lloyd 
as its ‘referee’, while a guest judge takes a look at violations that 
took place during the segment. Initially, Jose Manalo, Paolo 
Ballesteros, Wally Bayola and Maine Mendoza were brought in as 


‘judges’, but after only a few episodes, they were reassigned to do 
another segment. 


While the Jackpot En Poy segment typically used regular audience 
members as players, the more recent episodes featured none other 
than guest celebrities from different fields. For instance, the 
March 25 installment of Jackpot En Poy saw Senators Sonny 
Angara, JV Ejercito, Gringo Honasan and Manny Pacquiao play 
the said game.

Domingo, Katrina Halili, Jestoni Alarcon, Mark Herras, Meg 
Imperial, Archie Alemania, Lovely Abella, Mikoy Morales, Arny 
Ross, Elyson De Dios, and Chlaui Malayao. The director of the 
series is Adolf Alix Jr. 


If ‘The Greatest Love’’s impressive ratings are of any indication, 
then ‘D’Originals’ is in for a rude awakening. Recent GMAPA- 
produced entertainment shows (see ‘Dangwa’, ‘To the Top’, 
#Like”) have failed to make a desirable impact, thus putting 
tremendous pressure on ‘D’Originals’ to defy all expectations. 


With the dominance of ABS-CBN in the afternoon slot (save for 
the surprisingly popular ‘Ika-6 na Utos’), this is one battle that 
‘D’ Originals’ must win. Saving the reputation of both GMA 
Entertainment and GMA Public Affairs is a must for the series, 
otherwise the blame game should continue for both departments. 


It’s either win or give up for ‘D’Originals’ and GMA Public 
Affairs. Good luck.

Two editions of “Bandila” begins tonight. 


ABS-CBN announced that “Bandila” will now be seen and heard 
on DZMM Radyo Patrol 630 and DZMM TeleRadyo at 10:00 
p.m. starting later tonight. The newscast will continue to arr live 


on Channel 2 after “Tonight with Boy Abunda”, marking an 
unprecedented milestone in which one Filipino late-night 
newscast has two live editions spread across two channels. 


Both editions of “Bandila” will be anchored by Julius Babao, 
Karen Davila and Ces Orefia-Drilon. The newscast is now ABS- 
CBN’s longest-running Filipino-language late-night newscast, 
having first aired in 2006. 


In addition to ‘Bandila’, DZMM TeleRadyo will air five different 
programs at the 2:00 p.m. slot on weekdays. They are: 


. Rated K (Mondays) 
- Matanglawin (Tuesdays) 
. Ipaglaban Mo (Wednesdays) 
- SOCO: Scene of the Crime Operatives (Thursdays) 

Mukha (Fridays) 
Both “Rated K’ and “Mukha” are also seen on ABS-CBN Channel 
2 and the ABS-CBN News Channel, joining ‘Sports U’ and ‘My 
Puhunan” as the only shows to air across three Kapamilya 
channels. “Matanglawin”, “Ipaglaban Mo’ and “SOCO ' also air on 
Channel 2 during weekends, with the latter having its own radio 
program on Saturday nights. 


These programs will only be seen on DZMM TeleRadyo (radio 
listeners will still hear “Dr. Love: Always and Forever’ on the said 
timeslot). DZMM TeleRadyo will likewise continue to air TV- 
exclusive current affairs programs at 9:30 p.m. on weeknights 
(radio listeners will still hear “Usapang de Campanilla’ on that 
timeslot). 


According to ABS-CBN, the addition of these programs are part 
of DZMM 's ongoing efforts to strengthen its programming as 
strives to deliver the best and most relevant news content for 
Filipinos all over the nation round-the-clock. Not only 

that, DZMM 's increased presence in radio, cable TV and digital 
TV (via ABS-CBN TVPlus) made it possible to add new shows 
exclusive to the channel. 


The addition of “Bandila” and five other ABS-CBN News and 
Current Affairs programs is just the continuation of DZMM 
TeleRadyo’s ongoing evolution. After ten years, this channel is no 
longer a mere simulcast of an AM radio station, but rather a more 
hybrid and complete news channel in more ways than one.

Since last week, Solar Entertainment channels Basketball TV, 
NBA Premium TV, Jack TV, Solar Sports and CT were 
unavailable on SkyCable. The message posted by the company is 
as follows: 


SKY regrets to inform its valuable 
subscribers that Solar channels, namely 
NBA Premium, BTV, Jack TV, Solar 
Sports, and CT are temporarily not 
available. It is unfortunate that it has 
affected the airing of the NBA playoffs. 
Solar has been our valued partner for 
many years. We are working with them 
for a resolution, but we cannot comment 
on the details of our discussions. 

NBA fans, however, can continue to 
watch the playoff games beginning this 
Sunday, April 16, all through the finals 
via ABS-CBN Sports + Action and Fox 
Sports channel. They can check the 
updated schedules posted here. 

The concerns of our subscribers and 
viewers are of utmost importance to us. 


Again, we offer our sincere apologies 


for the inconvenience. 

The loss of Solar channels hit NBA fans hard, as Basketball TV 
and NBA Premium TV air a majority of the games daily per 
season. As a result, the NBA decided to appease the demands of 
viewers by assigning two games per day on ABS-CBN's SHA 
channel, plus a select amount on Fox Sports Philippines and ABS- 
CBN Channel 2 while the situation is being fixed. 


This 1s not the first time that SkyCable viewers vented their anger 
over the company’s issues with Solar Entertainment. In 2008, 
SkyCable pulled out Basketball TV, Jack TV and Solar Sports in 
favor of Creative Programs’ own channels due to an alleged 
television contract issue with Manny Pacquiao, but the channels 
were later reinstated. 


Moving over to the world of sports-entertainment, FOX 
Philippines stunned Filipino wrestling fans by announcing that 
they will no longer carry WWE programs on the network after an 
attempt to negotiate a renewal failed to materialize. The statement 
can be seen below. 


FOX had been a valued partner of the WWE since 2011, airing not 
only pay-per-views, 205 Live, NXT, Raw and SmackDown, but 
also complementary programs. However, the network drew the ire 
of some wrestling fans when it failed to air a select number of 
pay-per-views following the brand extension last July. 


In a related development, TV5 announced that they have agreed to 
air WWE programs beginning April 30. No further details were 
made, but the network is expected to use Channel 5, AksyonTV 
and HYPER as vehicles to broadcast WWE events, both live and 
recap. 


It remains to be seen if TV5 will do the same things that FOX 
used to do, but regardless, wrestling fans should rejoice this 
decision. Good luck.

GMA Pulls the Plug 


on People vs. the 
Stars 
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“People vs. the Stars” 1s no more. 


GMA effectively cancelled the game show after its most recent 
broadcast last Sunday. It was clear that despite its encouraging use 


of audience and viewer participation, “People vs. the Stars” never 
quite clicked with the people. 


“People vs. the Stars”, hosted by Drew Arellano and Iya Villania, 
first aired on January 15, 2017, and was GMA's anointed answer 
to the popular yet controversial ABS-CBN franchised game show 
“Family Feud’. But a shaky premiere (11.5% compared to “Family 
Feud” s 16.9% according to Kantar) soon set the tone for the 
remainder of “People vs. the Stars” run. 


On average, the margin between “Family Feud” and “People vs. 
the Stars’ was around 4-5%, with “Family Feud’ winning all of 
their matchups. While “People vs. the Stars” was praised for 
bringing audience participation back to a game show, viewers 
doesn't seem to care about it at all. 


What also hindered “People vs. the Stars’ was GMA's 
questionable decision to air it once a week. It would have made 
sense for the game show to air every Saturday and Sunday to give 
“Family Feud’ a run for its money, but alas, GMA wanted none of 
it as they thought their current Saturday afternoon lineup is strong 
on paper (too bad it's not). 


In the end, “People vs. the Stars’ join a select list of GMA game 
shows that did not quite make it big. With only 14 episodes to its 
credit, it will surely make the ‘most forgotten game shows in the 
Philippines’ list if there is one. 


So what is the next plan of action for GMA in the game show 
department? Considering their recent misfortune in the said genre, 


they may not have the motivation to make another one for a long 
period of time. 


It's a shame, since GMA prides itself in doing things “locally” for 
the most part (unlike ABS-CBN which has depended more on 
franchised programs). With that, viewers can only hope for the 
best in GMA's future endeavors.

9% in Kantar. 


The series was also a regular trending topic on social media, with 
viewers praising the acting abilities of child stars Yesha and Xia. 
The latter’s performances on ‘Your Face Sounds Familiar 

Kids’ likewise boosted not only her individual popularity, but also 
of the show with which she stars. 


Despite its success, “Langit Lupa” may be considered one of ABS- 
CBN’s more underrated late-morning series. Unlike another child- 
starred drama in “Ningning” (starring “Dream Dad’’s Jana 
Agoncillo), the two child stars of “Langit Lupa” are essentially 
rookies in the field of entertainment, thus their performances and 
recognition still have more room for improvement. 


Nevertheless, “Langit Lupa’ represents the first big leap in the 
careers of Yesha and Xia. With ABS-CBN's growing reputation 
as a “child star factory”, greater things are expected for the two in 
terms of their career path. 


Come this Friday, it will be the cutest finale journey for Princess 
(Yesha) and Esang (Xia). For viewers who have tuned in to 
‘Langit Lupa’ from the beginning, a memorable and wonderful 
conclusion awaits.

After fusing comedy and adventure with “Tsuperhero”, the 
network decided to take a more magical approach. This led to a 
new program called “Daig Kayo ng Lola Ko”, starring Ms. Gloria 
Romero, Jillian Ward, David Remo, Julius Miguel and Chlaui 
Malayao. 


In “Daig Kayo ng Lola Ko”, Lola Goreng (Ms. Gloria) acts as the 
narrator alongside her grandchildren Alice (Jillian) and Elvis 
(David), an orphan named Moira (Chlaui) and another child 
named Jorrel (Julius). Each episode will feature value-filled and 
playful stories that people of all ages will enjoy. 


“Daig Kayo ng Lola Ko” will also feature special celebrity guests 
during each episode. For the pilot, Marian Rivera will appear as a 
guest for the week. 


GMA is no stranger to the world of primetime fantasy programs, 
with shows such as ‘Okay Ka Fairy Ko’, ‘Mga Mahiwagang 

Baul’ and ‘One Day Isang Araw’ among the most notable 
examples. If “Daig Kayo ng Lola Ko’ seems familiar to the 
average viewer, it is that they are once again using the power of an 
elderly woman to tell a story. 


But while GMA has produced some memorable fantasy programs, 
the network has not been able to replicate the success of ABS- 
CBN’s long-running fantasy anthology ‘Wansapanatym’. After 
all, this show has long dominated Sunday nights for over a 
decade. 


Even worse for GMA is the fact that they have not figured out a 
way to win during Sunday primetime. In the case of “Daig Kayo 
ng Lola Ko’, their potential opponents “The Voice Teens’ and 
“Wansapanatym” are considered top-raters every Sunday night, 
thus adding to the endless expectations that the show is about to 
experience. 


That said, GMA can only hope that “Daig Kayo ng Lola Ko’ will 
give their viewers something more relevant and enthusiastic to 
offer. The onus is now on this show to make an impact. 


“Daig Kayo ng Lola Ko’ airs every Sunday starting April 30 on 
GMA.

ABS-CBN s Ika-6 na 
Utos Problem 
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CBN, TAWAG NG TANGHALAN KIDS IT'S SHOWTIME14 COMMENTS 


It seems like ABS-CBN is having a problem with “Ika-6 na Utos". 


Since late March, the GMA Afternoon Prime drama has earned an 
average rating of 17% per episode (via Kantar Media), a far cry 
from the unimpressive 11% average it enjoyed in its first month. 
Saturday episodes of “Ika-6 na Utos" (introduced April 1) were 
just as strong, scoring around 15%. 


Much of the spike in popularity has something to do with a 
combination of factors, such as: 


1. Memorable scenes and interactions between the characters 
Georgia (Ryza Cenon), Emma (Sunshine Dizon) and Rome 
(Gabby Concepcion) 

2. Lack of interest in “It's Showtime’’s Tawag ng Tanghalan Kids 

3. “Fat Bulaga’’s continued decline post-Kalyeserye 

The stunning success of ‘Ika-6 na Utos’ left ABS-CBN 

dumbfounded and perplexed as to what happened. While they 

still rule most timeslots every day, it is against ‘Ika-6 na Utos’ that 

they are noticeably struggling at this point. 


So why is ‘Ika-6 na Utos’ giving ABS-CBN fits? Here are the 
three possible factors to look at. 


It’s Showtime”s Long Running Time 

‘It’s Showtime’, unlike “Fat Bulaga”, runs for over three hours six 
times a week (in contrast to “Fat Bulaga” running 2 1/2 hours from 
Monday to Friday and three hours on Saturday). That said, a total 
of 18 hours per week can be totally draining for both the hosts and 
the audience. 


Coupled with a recent streak of uninspiring pre-Tawag ng 
Tanghalan segments, and ‘It’s Showtime’ is left to lick their 
wounds amid the surge of ‘Ika-6 na Utos’. Cutting it to 2 1/2 
hours from Monday to Friday may be the best way to remain 
efficient while maintaining its top-notch ratings. 


Resistance to Change 

In the past, ABS-CBN aired three teleseryes in the afternoon to 
counter GMA’s own set of three. Since reducing the amount to 
only two, the tables seem to have turned in the Kapamilya 
network's favor, that is until “Ika-6 na Utos” came along. 


Sticking to what seems best might not be a good idea for ABS- 
CBN at this point. With a surplus of upcoming teleseryes in the 
pipeline, it is best for them to counter ‘Ika-6 na Utos’ with another 
teleserye (probably not a ‘kabitserye’) in hopes of reversing its 
momentum. 


A New Trend: Saturday Teleseryes 

Before ‘Ika-6 na Utos’, a typical Filipino teleserye only airs from 
Monday to Friday. That has changed since April 1, when GMA 
extended ‘Ika-6 na Utos’ to Saturday afternoons, in a move 
reminiscent of Latin American telenovelas. 


The sudden move caught ABS-CBN off-guard, as ‘Ipaglaban Mo’ 
began to struggle against the surging “Ika-6 na Utos’. Still, the 
extension is only four weeks old so anything can happen in the 
long run. 


With “Ika-6 na Utos” now a major dilemma for ABS-CBN, drastic 
changes should be in the offing. But unless they figure out a way 
to overcome this popular Kapuso drama, their overall dominance 
will become nothing more than a punchline.

Asianovelas on the same day. The two series are as follows: 


Legend of the Blue Sea 

Starring Lee Min-ho and Jun Ji-hyun, “Legend of the Blue Sea’ 
tells the love story of a con-artist and a mermaid who travels 
across the ocean to find him. The series aired in its native Korea 
from November 2016 to January 2017 and earned six SBS Drama 
Awards. 


“Legend of the Blue Sea” also spawned a soundtrack album 
starring some of Korea's top artists. More importantly, the series 
is aired in syndication in select Asian countries, the United States, 
and Canada. 


Goblin 

Best known in its native Korea as ‘Guardian: The Lonely and 
Great God’ and known internationally as ‘Goblin’, this drama tells 
the story of an immortal goblin who, along with an amnesiac grim 
reaper, takes care of the afterlife and evaluates all souls who pass 
here. However, a woman with an innate ability to see ghosts soon 
falls in love with the goblin and ended up becoming engaged with 
him. 


The series stars Gong Yoo, Kim Go-eun, Lee Dong-wook, Yoo 
In-na, and Yook Sung-jae. It ran from December 2016 to January 
2017 and was popular (though controversial at times) in both 
Korea and international markets. 


“Legend of the Blue Sea’ will be assigned to the Kapamilya Gold 
block replacing ‘Minute to Win It’, while ‘Goblin’ will be placed 
on Primetime Bida’s final slot to replace “Love in the Moonlight’. 
While ‘Goblin’ will have no problems filling in on primetime, 
‘Legend of the Blue Sea’ will have their hands full considering 
that not all areas will receive the Koreanovela at the same time. 


Nevertheless, the premiere of two Kapamilya Asianovelas 

this Monday should add more excitement to KDrama fans. After 
several years of on-and-off Koreanovelas, all signs indicate that 
ABS-CBN’s FTHA (First and True Home of Asianovelas) slate is 
back in business.

More Trouble for 
Basketball TV with 


Delayed NBA Playoff

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Basketball TV's problems are as frustrating as ever. 


Nearly a month after the channel unknowingly disappeared from 
SkyCable alongside fellow Solar Entertainment channels Solar 
Sports, Jack TV, NBA Premium TV and CT, viewers are now 
forced to deal with another concern. And this is something not as 
troublesome as a mere channel pullout, but is still an issue 
nonetheless. 


Since the beginning of the NBA Playoffs, BTV has aired 

mostly tape-delayed games, particularly late in the first round and 
all of the conference semifinals so far. It appears that Solar has 
officially deferred to NBA Premium TV, FOX Sports and ABS- 
CBN Sports when it comes to all live playoff games, leaving BTV 
to air mostly highlights and press conferences. 


BTV’s obvious inaction and lack of urgency angered a majority of 
viewers who expected the channel to deliver when it mattered the 
most. Many are unhappy with BTV’s delayed broadcasts of 
playoff games and overemphasis on press conferences and game 
highlights, and some even went as far as calling BTV ‘crap’ and 
‘disgraceful’. 


This latest bit of criticism only served to add insult to injury for 
one of Solar Entertainment's most well-known channels. With 
ABS-CBN Sports now serving as the de facto source for NBA 
basketball to free TV, cable and satellite viewers, BTV is left 
helpless with the way they harshly treated the NBA Playoffs. 


To Solar’s credit, they are still trying their best to give BTV an 
opportunity to showcase some NBA playoff games to the viewing 
public. It is the scheduling of these games, not to mention the 
long-standing issues with SkyCable, however, that leaves a lot to 
be desired. 


That said, it is clear that Solar Entertainment is no longer a good 
fit to run Basketball TV (and NBA Premium TV for that matter) 
with all these issues involved. Unless they sell it to a more willing 
operator like ABS-CBN (click this article for more), expect BTV 
to endure more problems and criticisms in the coming months.

Thank goodness it’s over. 


For much of the last three years, Luis Manzano became a part of 
every household thanks to a multitude of hosting commitments he 
accepted during that span. Whether it’s a game show or a talent 
show, it seems like viewers can’t get enough of this popular 
Kapamilya host. 


Luis’ lengthy run began on October 26, 2014, when he joined 
Toni Gonzaga to host ‘The Voice of the Philippines’ season 2. 
The season ran for 36 episodes, concluding on March 1, 2015. 


At the tail end of “The Voice of the Philippines” run, Luis 
accepted the job as host of the new season of “Kapamilya Deal or 
No Deal’. Running from February 9, 2015 until March 4, 2016, 
the fifth season of “Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’ aired a total of 
278 episodes. 


Next up for Luis was ‘The Voice Kids’ season 2, which ran from 
June 6 to August 30, 2015. A total of 26 episodes were aired 
during that season. 


On November 14, 2015, Luis replaced Billy Crawford as host of 
‘Celebrity Playtime’, and was present for the game show’s final 
41 episodes. Then on January 23, 2016, Luis and Billy joined 
forces to host the fifth season of ‘Pilipinas Got Talent’, which ran 
for 35 episodes until May 22, 2016. 


By that point, signs of overexposure become more evident for 
Luis. Unfortunately for the viewers, ABS-CBN is not yet finished 
with him. 


April 9, 2016 saw Luis take over as host of the newly-acquired 
‘Family Feud’ franchise, and he presided on all of its 111 
episodes. A few months later, on July 18, 2016, Luis returned to 
host the second season of ‘Minute to Win It’, adding another 208 
episodes to his resume. 


And if that is not enough, another run as host of ‘The Voice Kids’ 
awaited Luis. From May 28 to August 28, 2016, Luis was the 
presenter on all 28 episodes of “The Voice Kids” third season. 


Finally on April 16, 2017, Luis accepted another hosting stint 
within “The Voice of the Philippines” franchise. This time, he 
became the host of “The Voice Teens”, which has now aired seven 
episodes and counting. 


This does not include his additional responsibility as one of the 
hosts of “ASAP”. That said, for all intents and purposes, “ASAP” 
will not be added in this count. 


It was clear that ABS-CBN is paying the price for their 
overreliance on Luis Manzano. Overall, the host accumulated a 
total of 770 episodes within nine shows (as of May 7, 2017) ina 
span of 925 days, which speaks of how ABS-CBN became too 
dependent on this star hosting-wise. 


While ratings for Luis’ nine shows were not a problem, it is ABS- 
CBN’s utilization that became a dilemma. Let’s face it, they have 
a deep plethora of talent who can be just as proficient in hosting, 
yet they stuck with Luis for some reason because, he’s the only 
guy they can depend on to deliver a good show. 


Now that Luis is freed of the burden of hosting too many shows 
on a daily basis, the time is definitely now for ABS-CBN to 
develop more hosts. After all, there are plenty in the pipeline so 
why not breed at least one or two of them to relieve some pressure 
on the veterans. 


For now, Luis Manzano can breathe easily. A period of less 
strenuous activity is all he needs at this point. 


In 100 Words: Yes the 
Best? More Like Yes 
the Worst! 
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Looks like nothing has changed on 101.1 Yes the Best. 


Despite a massive and heavily hyped rebrand that took several 
months to materialize (even going as far as labeling the station as 
the ‘Home of the Millennials’), the sound of Yes the Best remains 
virtually the same as its previous incarnation. They are still a 
‘masa’ station with ridiculously named DJs, playing some OPM, 
dance and hip-hop tracks, and even classic rock ballads from years 
past. 


If Yes wants to truly live up to their billing as the ‘Home of the 
Millennials’, the station should have morphed into a Top 40 CHR 
station ala Magic 89.9 and 99.5 Play FM. This is poor advertising 


on MBC’s part, one that will definitely fool the more educated 
listener. 


Sorry, but the rebrand of 101.1 Yes the Best is a thumbs down. 
Get your priorities straight, MBC.

Last Saturday marked the 108th and final episode of the GMA 
drama anthology series ‘Karelasyon’. Hosted by (and occasionally 
featured) Carla Abellana, the series focused on love and 
relationship stories that has hostility, jealousy, temptation and 
infidelity written on it. 


‘Karelasyon’ first premiered on April 11, 2015, and as such, it was 
GMA’s own response to rival ABS-CBN’s revival of ‘Ipaglaban 
Mo’. While the series had some moments of ratings glory during 
its run, it was no match to the more superior and compelling 
stories that ‘Ipaglaban Mo’ presents. 

On September 3, 2016, ‘Karelasyon’ was demoted to a later 
timeslot, which remained for the rest of its run. The change did 


little to improve ratings, as ‘Karelasyon’ regularly fell short to its 
new opponent in ‘SOCO’. 

So why did “Karelasyon” fail to pan out? Looking at its format, it 
was clear that the show has no place in GMA's Saturday afternoon 
lineup due to these factors. 


Similarity to Wish Ko Lang 

Anyone who watches “Wish Ko Lang’ lately know that the 
program is no longer the wish-giving public service show that the 
now- ABS-CBN News personality Bernadette Sembrano once 
hosts. Under Vicky Morales, “Wish Ko Lang” became Just another 
drama anthology in GMA's scheme of things. 


That said, the similarity between “Karelasyon” and “Wish Ko 
Lang” made viewers too uncomfortable. GMA would have been 
smart to cancel “Wish Ko Lang’, but instead they gave 
“Karelasyon” the boot. 


Case Solved and Imbestigador 

“Case Solved’ and “Imbestigador” also added to “Karelasyon”s 
issues. Both shows may have the words “public service” and 
“docu-drama” written all over it, but their occasional focus on love 
stories that end in tragedy may have also turned viewers off. 


Entry of Ika-6 na Utos to the Saturday Lineup 

When GMA decided to extend the weekday afternoon drama “Ika- 
6 na Utos” to Saturdays, it turned out to be the last straw for 
“Karelasyon”. The former continued its momentum that it 
established on weekdays, while the latter sunk even further. 


Despite airing for over two years, “Karelasyon” will forever be 
remembered as a show that was aired at the wrong place and at the 
wrong time. Its format alone may be intriguing, but from the looks 
of it, GMA concocted a grave mistake on their part. 


Thanks for the good (and bad) memories, “Karelasyon”. This show 
is worth forgetting for.

Encantadia 's Last 
Stand (For Now 
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The retelling of “Encantadia” is down to its last few episodes, sort 
of. 


For the past 10 months, “Encantadia” gave “Ang Probinsyano’ all 
they could handle. For every gunshot and fist that Cardo (Coco 
Martin) throws to all criminal masterminds, the Sang’ gres respond 
with mystical powers that could not only repel the forces of evil, 
but also help revive their allies who have previously died. 


The epic story of ‘Encantadia’ will have a total of 218 episodes 
when it was all said and done. With so many episodes (not to 
mention recurring characters) made, it should have been a feel- 
good tale for Kapuso fans around the world. 


Instead, ‘Encantadia’ simply could not keep up with the more 
compelling series that is ‘Ang Probinsyano’. As of May 12, the 


former’s average rating is 24% per episode, which is not enough 
to overcome the near-40% marks that “Ang Probinsyano” tallies. 


Having spent a lot of money using elaborate production sets and 
nearly half of GMA's roster of artists, the below average 
performance of “Encantadia” should cause a lot of concern for 
GMA management. After all, the broadcast of the series brought 
in some high expectations considering the original series” 
immense popularity. 


Unfortunately, big-budgeted fantaseryes no longer work in this 
day and age. The focus of Philippine television is on the here, now 
and future (e.g. digital and high-definition broadcasts), and for 
whatever reason, GMA simply mortgaged that future in favor of 
quick fixes that do not go their way. 


That said, “Encantadia”s long run will not be remembered for its 
mystical tales or its memorable characters. It will only be 
remembered for three things: ambitious, expensive and 
underwhelming. 


Looking ahead, GMA will have another fantaserye (Mulawin vs. 
Ravena) that will once again question their financial capabilities. 
It a shame, but regardless of critical opinion, GMA will continue 
to risk them all in hopes of finally getting the victory, even if it 
means draining the last remaining reserves in their back pocket. 
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Another drama anthology will hit GMA screens this Saturday 
afternoon. 


This time, the focus of this up-and-coming series will be on the 
lives of OFWs whose trials and tribulations abroad are well- 
documented. Their struggles to fit in another country and bring a 
better life to both country and family will be told every week on 
“Tadhana”, presented by Marian Rivera. 


As is customary to all drama anthologies, celebrity guests 
will portray a particular subject(s) week after week. For the 


premiere of “Tadhana”, Kris Bernal will portray Elvie, a former 
Saudi Arabia-based OFW who was constantly abused by her 
employer, played by Ms. Cherie Gil. 


Unsurprisingly, GMA Public Affairs will be responsible for the 
production of “Tadhana”. Considering their recent dabbing into 
non-news programming, this bit of news should once again add 
insult to injury to Lilybeth Rasonable and GMA's Entertainment 


group. 


So what challenge awaits “Tadhana”? For starters, this drama 
should pose another obstacle to “Ipaglaban Mo” and “SOCO” 
when it comes to performance. 


Not only that, GMA also hopes to see a carry-over in ratings from 
“Ika-6 na Utos” to “Tadhana”. With the former enjoying 
impressive ratings since its extension to Saturdays, the network 
now banks on the latter to maintain the momentum, something 
that “Karelasyon” was not able to do. 


However, expect a lot of alienation from more traditional 
viewers who view ‘Tadhana’ as another cowardly attempt by 
GMA Entertainment to get bailed out by the news division. It’s a 
shame, since Rasonable and company have done nothing right to 
salvage whatever pride they have left. 


If this is indeed a production of GMA Public Affairs, ‘Tadhana’ 
should have been a docu-drama instead, with one of GMA News’ 
reporters presenting the show plus reenactments from various no- 
name actors and interviews from the subject involved. That said, 


their decision to use Marian Rivera and bring to life a story by 
using Kapuso actors leave a bitter taste in one's mouth. 


For now, the verdict is on “Tadhana” to defy all prognosticators. 
Come this Saturday, this show should experience a baptism of 
fire.

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The End of Destined 


to Be Yours 
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AlDub needs improvement, period. 


This has been a recurring theme for the tandem ever since 
‘Destined to Be Yours’ premiered on February 27, 2017. The onus 
was that Alden Richards and Maine Mendoza are not ready to be 
certified primetime stars just yet, either because the expectations 
are too overwhelming or that the tandem still has a lot of work to 
do chemistry-wise and skills-wise (particularly Maine, who 
obviously lacked prior acting experience). 


Indeed, the intent of GMA is to run “Destined to Be Yours’ as 
short as possible, and that is exactly what happened. Only 63 
episodes of ‘Destined to Be Yours’ will have aired once it 
concludes this Friday, thus putting them in a dubious list of short- 
lived teleseryes that fail to reach the typical 80-episode threshold. 


Still, even with an uncharacteristically short run, “Destined to Be 
Yours” should have been winning according to AlDub loyalists, 
right? Considering that AlDub enjoyed a tremendous crossover 
appeal in both social media and on the small screen, the series 
should have had a winning streak in the ratings and trending 
topics game. 


Instead, a child actress by the name of Nayomi ‘Heart’ Ramos” 
(joined alongside Coney Reyes, Ria Atayde, Zanjoe Marudo and 
Bela Padilla) overwhelmed AlDub. The fact that the ABS-CBN 
drama series “My Dear Heart’ constantly defeated “Destined to Be 
Yours” in the ratings does not sit well with AlDub fans. 


Unfortunately, that is the reality of it all. Alden and Maine 
together are simply not primetime material for the moment. 


With the impending conclusion of “Destined to Be Yours”, there is 
plenty more work to do for AlDub. While they will still be an 
integral part of “Fat Bulaga” for years to come, GMA should start 
working on their skills and chemistry in hopes of elevating the 
duo to the same heights as KathNiel, LizQuen and JaDine. 


Unfortunately, they will not have someone like Cathy Garcia 
Molina to guide them. That said, GMA must look for someone 
with equal capabilities as the former in order to turn AlDub to a 
success story, and that alone is not easy. 


For now, rest easy AlDub. After that, it's time to get back to 
business.

First airing on February 18, 2017, “Full House Tonight’ was a 
comedy-musical variety show that focuses on comedic 
performances from a select group of professional comedians.

“Sunday PinaSaya”, and it drew comparisons to the long-running 
American variety show “Saturday Night Live’.

The show was placed against 
powerhouse ABS-CBN reality shows “Pinoy Big Brother: Lucky 
T and ‘I Can Do That’, and the expectations to stand out against 
both shows were too much to bear. 


Not only that, most of the comedians in “Full House Tonight” 
were hardly household names at all. That, along with Regine's co- 
hosts/performers being relegated to the background, contributed to 
its demise. 


It’s a shame that ‘Full House Tonight’ will go down swinging 
after this Saturday. Let’s face it, Regine hosting a comedy show is 
an insult to her reputation, considering her lack of comedic 
background unlike her husband Ogie Alcasid. 


Perhaps GMA would have spiced the show up with guest celebrity 
hosts rather than Regine pulling all the strings.

An Untimely 
Entrance for My Love 


rom the Star 
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Heart has a new opponent, albeit for a short time. 


Beginning Monday, GMA will premiere the Philippine remake of 
the hit Korean drama “My Love from the Star”. The adaptation 
will be led by Jennylyn Mercado, who will portray Jun Ji-hyun's 
role as Steffi, and Gil Cuerva, who takes on Kim Soo-hyun’s role 
as Matteo. 


The original version of “My Love from the Star” first made waves 
in the Philippines back in 2014, as it became a top-rating 
Koreanovela on GMA's late afternoon slot. GMA then re-aired 
the Koreanovela during early 2015, but failed to rekindle its past 
success. 

Despite that, GMA decided to push through with the Filipino 
adaptation of “My Love from the Star”. While Jennylyn Mercado 
was confirmed to play Steffi, the role of Matteo remained a 
mystery for several months until little-known Gil Cuerva got the 
nod. 


Completing the cast of “My Love from the Star” are Gabby 
Figenmann, Christian Bautista, Glydel Mercado, Renz Fernandez, 
Jackie Rice, Migo Adecer, Melissa Mendez, Spanky Manikan, 
Nar Cabico, Analyn Barro, Valentin, Moi Marcampo and Pauline 


Mendoza. Director Joyce Bernal will be at the helm of the series, 
plus Rhian Ramos will have a special role as Steffi’s rival. 


The premiere of “My Love from the Star’ comes at a not-so 
fortunate time. ABS-CBN recently announced that “My Dear 
Heart” is nearing its conclusion, with the finale of the series to 
take place around June. 


This means that Jennylyn, Gil and company will not have enough 
time to prove themselves against “My Dear Heart”s quintet of 
Heart Ramos, Bela Padilla, Zanjoe Marudo, Coney Reyes and Ria 
Atayde. However, with “La Luna Sangre” expected to replace “My 
Dear Heart” once it ends, “My Love from the Star” should have a 
big headstart against KathNiel this early. 


It remains to be seen if the Filipino remake of “My Love from the 
Star’ can either equal or exceed the success of the original Korean 
series. With plenty of expectations from both Koreanovela and 
Kapuso fans, the series can only hope that they will deliver even if 
the odds are against them.

Why GMA's Teleserye 
Countdown Timer is 


Overrated? 
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GMA is going to great lengths in hopes of winning back its 
audience. 


The past two weekends saw the network post a countdown timer 
for their soon-to-air series “Mulawin vs. Ravena” and “My Love 
from the Star” (see example from “Dear Uge” below). This timer 
was flashed during most GMA programs (exceptions are variety 
shows, other blocktimed programs and select GMA News shows). 


The reason is unclear, but it is presumed that GMA is using the 
timer to promote and add some hype to their upcoming series. To 
be honest, though, the utilization of a countdown timer for nothing 
but promotion of a program is very overrated. 


For starters, GMA has long been an advocate of the countdown 
timer, having been used to advertise not only dramas but also 
variety shows and other network-produced programming. 
However, not even the addition of a timer is enough to jack up 
ratings of a particular show. 


“Encantadia”, for example, had a countdown timer in the days 
leading up to its premiere last year. Unfortunately, despite the 
good reviews and the positive reception from viewers, the 
fantaserye failed to keep up with the juggernaut that is “Ang 
Probinsyano’. 


GMA also made a countdown timer for AlDub’s “Destined to Be 
Yours’. Even though it was hyped well, the series regularly fell 
short to ‘My Dear Heart’ mainly because Maine Mendoza’s acting 
is still raw by viewers’ standards. 


Contrast that to ABS-CBN’s own approach to promote a teleserye. 
Rather than utilizing a countdown timer like GMA does, they take 


advantage of the hype through social media, on-demand streaming 
and a strong regional and global presence. 


So where does GMA stand at this point? Considering that they 
still have a long way to go before closing in on ABS-CBN's 
national (and global) superiority, they should focus more on 
strengthening their regional and international reach, a deficiency 
that they continue to endure for many years now. 


The power of social media is also a necessity for GMA to 
aggressively promote their programs. However, they must engage 
more in order to make an impact. 


There are plenty of options to promote a drama. But a countdown 
timer for GMA teleseryes and other programs? That is 
unnecessary and distracting.

The news quickly 
spread like wildfire on social media, with many netizens 
congratulating Richard on his decision. 


Prior to joining ABS-CBN, Richard Gutierrez made his mark on 
rival GMA Network, starring in teleseryes such as “Mulawin”, 
“Lupin”, “Sugo”, “Kamandag”, “Codename: Asero” and “Captain 
Barbell”. He also starred in films such as “Let the Love Begin”, 
“Mulawin: The Movie” and the “Mano Po” franchise. 


Richard's most recent series was the TV5/Viva production “Ang 
Panday”, which aired last year. He also made a few guest 
appearances on ABS-CBN programming during a four-year period 
as a freelancer. 


The first salvo for Richard with the Kapamilya network will be the 
upcoming fantasy-action series “La Luna Sangre”, starring 
alongside Kathryn Bernardo and Daniel Padilla. Although former 
“Mulawin” co-star Angel Locsin will also make an appearance on 
the third installment of the “Lobo” franchise, don't expect the one- 
time love team to appear on-screen together. 


However, ABS-CBN did announce that a planned reunion of 
Richard and Angel in an upcoming Star Cinema film is in the 
works. In addition, another untitled Star Cinema movie alongside 
Angelica Panganiban is also planned for Richard. 


Let's just hope that ABS-CBN will make good use of Richard 
Gutierrez. With a reputation of turning fading stars back to 
relevance, this is an opportunity for the network to once again 
weave their magic on a talent that still has some mileage left. 


SHOW, TELEVISION 
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Two weekend shows are about to hit the crossroads. 


On ABS-CBN, ‘I Can Do That’ will enter its final weekend 
tomorrow night and Sunday night. In these two episodes, the final 
four iCandidates in Cristine Reyes, Daniel Matsunaga, Gab 
Valenciano and Wacky Kiray are expected to perform their 
riskiest and most death-defying acts imaginable. 


Judges Judy Ann Santos- Agoncillo and Boy Abunda will have the 
enviable task of evaluating each iCandidates” performance. Not 
only that, the viewers will also play a key role in determining the 
show's “Greatest Entertainer’, who will walk away P1 million 
richer by virtue of combined scores from the judges and the 
viewers. 


First premiered on March 11, 2017, ‘I Can Do That’ was the latest 
reality show franchise acquired by ABS-CBN. The program has 
had contrasting ratings fortunes throughout its 25-episode run; 
despite averaging a decent 15%, only ‘I Can Do That”s Saturday 
episodes were consistent winners. 


That said, the decent but unsatisfactory performance may be 
considerable enough for ABS-CBN to relinquish its rights after 
only one season. The network may have had some successful 
foreign franchised shows, but ‘I Can Do That’ is not one of them. 


Which leads to its one-night-only opponent for tomorrow night. 
After a season break that lasted over a year, GMA announced the 
return of “Celebrity Bluff” for its 13th season. 


Fugene Domingo will reprise her role as host of this long-running 
Kapuso game show. She will not be alone though as Edu Manzano 
will now join Eugene as a special bluffer, while Boobay and 
resident boyband One Up will also ramp up the entertainment 
factor even further. 


A typical episode of ‘Celebrity Bluff is as follows (via GMA 
Public Relations): 


“Celebrity Bluff features three pairs of 
celebrity contestants as they attempt to 
outsmart one another by answering 
questions to be able to advance to the 
jackpot round, where the winning team 
could take home half a million pesos.” 


Guest bluffers will also be on hand to make fun of this week’s 
celebrity players. For instance, the premiere of “Celebrity Bluff” 
season 13 will see Alden Richards and Brod Pete play the role of 
bluffer. 


With its predecessors’ failures to make an impact, the onus is on 
‘Celebrity Bluff to change GMA’s declining fortunes ever 
Saturday night. Otherwise, its comeback may turn out to be a dud. 


‘Celebrity Bluff returns this Saturday after ‘Magpakailanman’ on 
GMA.

Tragedy strikes on the first Friday of June. 


On June 2, 2017, gunshots and fire broke out at the Resorts World 
Manila in Pasay City. When it was all said and done, 37 people 
were found dead through suffocation, and the gunman, later 
identified as former Department of Finance employee Jessie 
Carlos, shot and immolated himself to death. 


Here is how the country’s major news outfits fare with the 
coverage of the incident. 


ABS-CBN News Channel and DZMM TeleRadyo 

The burden of ABS-CBN News’ coverage was shared between 
DZMM TeleRadyo and the ABS-CBN News Channel. Both 
networks went on breaking news mode the moment the attack at 
Resorts World Manila struck. 


ANC and DZMM continued to provide updates of the tragedy 
over the next 24 hours, with the former somehow eschewing its 
regular programs in favor of the generic “ANC Live” brand 
beginning at 11:30 a.m. DZMM continued to arr its regular 
programs but on occasion it gave way to special coverage of the 
said incident. 


GMA News TV 

GMA News TV’s coverage began through its simulcast of DZBB 
shows ‘Saksi sa Dobol B’, ‘Sino?’ and ‘Dobol A sa Dobol B’. 
Their marathon continued through ‘News to Go’ and 
‘Balitanghali’. 


The network essentially preempted all regular programming in 
favor of TV shopping blocks for much of the afternoon. In 
between, newscasts such as ‘Quick Response Team’, ‘Balita 
Pilipinas’ and ‘State of the Nation’ continued to update on the 
situation. 


CNN Philippines 

While CNN Philippines is a 24/7 station (at least for cable and 
satellite subscribers), the network’s coverage at Resorts World 
Manila did not begin until 6:00 a.m. once ‘New Day’ kicked in. 
From that point on, CNN Philippines went on three different 
phases. 


First, the network’s early morning coverage was aired in English, 
followed by a Filipino language marathon of the incident during 
the late morning through early afternoon. After that, English 
language coverage resumed all the way till the deep part of the 
evening, with some regular programming in between. 


News5 

Unfortunately, Luchi Cruz-Valdes” outfit failed to deliver when it 
mattered most. Although Radyo5 92.3 FM (and by extension 
AksyonTV) provided some breaking news on the Resorts World 
Manila tragedy, the networks continued to air regular 
programming as if nothing had happened. 


Even the “Aksyon” newscasts on TV5 had a bad outing as well. 
Considering that the newscasts only have at least an hour of 
airtime (not to mention Raffy Tulfo's penchant to do some 
extracurricular activities not related to news), it is clear that LCV 
and company have too little to offer with a meager cast and 
limited time. 


The next two days saw further updates of the Resorts World 
Manila tragedy, but other than that, it was all back to normal 
programming. Additional press conferences at the Resorts World 
Manila, including the revelation of the gunman's name, were a 
few highlights of the weekend. 


Overall, it was a field day for major news networks in the country. 
But while Ging Reyes, Marissa Flores and Armie Jarin-Bennett 
have done a pretty good job putting all the work in dealing with 
the Resorts World Manila tragedy, the same cannot be said for 
Luchi Cruz-Valdes, and it's a shame. 


When tragedy strikes, somebody must take action. And in times 
like this, news networks and other related organizations should be 
first on the scene to deliver the news and bring up-to-date reports 
to everyone. 
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English or Filipino? 


That has been a long-standing dilemma for NBA fans whenever 
the Finals begin. For the past several years, they have two options 
to choose from: free TV NBA Finals coverage featuring local 
commentators in the Filipino language, or cable TV NBA Finals 
coverage featuring American commentators in the English 
language. 


This year is different, however. 


For the 2017 NBA Finals, ABS-CBN decided to air every game 
live on its flagship Channel 2. As always, the broadcast on 


Channel 2 features Filipino-language commentary, led by Boom 
Gonzalez and TJ Manotoc who were assigned on-site. 


But that's not where it all ended. The network also elected to air 
the Finals live on S+A channel 23 as well, albeit with the use of 
American commentators in the English language.

The main reason behind this bilingual simulcast of the finals is 
simple: to cater to two types of NBA fans. After all, there are 
some fans who like the Filipino broadcast while others choose to 
listen to the more natural American broadcast. 


The decision also stems from the controversy surrounding 
SkyCable and Solar Entertainment. Thanks to the sudden pullout 
of the latter's Basketball TV and NBA Premium TV from 
SkyCable’s lineup, ABS-CBN has no choice but to air the English 
commentary of the Finals on S+A to benefit disgruntled 
subscribers. 


However, for those who have Cignal and Cablelink in their 
service, there is no need to worry. Solar Entertainment’s 
Basketball TV and NBA Premium TV are also covering the NBA 
Finals in its original English form. 


As of June 6, the Golden State Warriors are leading the Cleveland 
Cavaliers 2-0 in the 2017 NBA Finals. The Warriors are also 
undefeated in postseason play, with 14 wins through its 14 games. 


Games 3 and 4 will take place this Thursday and Saturday 
respectively in Cleveland. If necessary, Game 5 (at Golden State) 
will be next Tuesday, Game 6 (at Cleveland) on June 16 and 
Game 7 (at Golden State) on June 19.

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ABS-CBN has once again imported an American series and 
dubbed it in Filipino. 


Unfortunately, viewers will not get to see a third season of “Jane 
the Virgin’, whose first two seasons were aired by the network last 
year with lukewarm results. Instead, ABS-CBN will premiere 
another American TV series which, based on the title, should be 
familiar to moviegoers worldwide. 


Remember the “Lethal Weapon” series of films? Between 1987 
and 1998, the franchise released four films starring Mel Gibson as 
Martin Riggs and Danny Glover as Roger Murtaugh, each of 
which were commercially successful. 


Fast forward to 2016, and the ‘Lethal Weapon’ franchise now has 
its own TV series. This time, the roles of Martin and Roger were 
given to Clayne Crawford and Damon Wayans respectively. 


The ‘Lethal Weapon’ series also stars Jordana Brewster, Keesha 
Sharp, Kevin Rahm, Johnathan Fernandez, Michelle Mitchenor, 
Chandler Kinney and Dante Brown. Recurring cast members 
include Floriana Lima, Richard Cabral, Tony Plana, Hilarie 
Burton and Thomas Lennon. 


In the United States, ‘Lethal Weapon’ premiered on September 
21, 2016, and was aired on FOX. The series was renewed for a 
second season following a strong performance in the ratings.

Legally Blind 
Concludes This 


Friday 
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So long, “Legally Blind’. 


The finale of this tension-filled GMA Afternoon Prime drama will 
air tomorrow afternoon, 83 episodes after the story of blind lawyer 
Grace (Janine Gutierrez) began. But while its episode total is more 
than enough by typical teleserye standards, “Legally Blind” proved 
to be anything but a success. 


When “Legally Blind” first premiered, it had to face stiff 
competition against ABS-CBN's “The Better Half”, an equally 
dramatic series starring Shaina Magdayao, Carlo Aquino, JC de 
Vera and Denise Laurel. While the former earned some victories 
against the latter, on average, “The Better Half” scored 15%, 2-3% 
better than “Legally Blind’. 


On April 24, 2017, ABS-CBN premiered another kabitserye in 
“Pusong Ligaw”, which stars Beauty Gonzalez, Bianca King, Joem 
Bascon and Raymond Bagatsing. But instead of replacing “The 
Greatest Love’ in its vacated timeslot, the network decided to 
place ‘Pusong Ligaw’ opposite ‘Legally Blind’. 


As it turned out, ‘Pusong Ligaw’ became even more dominant 
than ‘The Better Half” was in its original timeslot. A new 
opponent spelled doom for ‘Legally Blind’, as “Pusong Ligaw’’s 
18% average ratings were 4-5% better than the former. 


It also didn’t help that viewers who watch the surprisingly 
successful lead-in drama ‘Ika-6 na Utos’ failed to turn out in 
droves to support ‘Legally Blind’ on a majority of occasions. Such 
is the cruel fate for GMA’s teleseryes. 


Still, for Janine Gutierrez, ‘Legally Blind’ turned out to be a much 
better outing for her than the short-lived series ‘Once Again’. 
Notwithstanding its shortcomings in the ratings, its 83-episode run 
was nothing to be ashamed of. 


The finale of “Legally Blind” should be a very gripping one. Now 
that Grace (Janine) has regained her sight, will justice finally 
prevail, or will she end up behind bars? 


Viewers can only hope that this impending finale will make a 
lasting impression. This is “Legally Blind”s last chance to stand 
out, and they look to go out with a bang.

Unveils New Look 


Programs 
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It is a new era in DZMM TeleRadyo’s 10-year history. 


At 4:00 a.m. of Monday, June 19, viewers of the channel were 
treated to something different and fresh. Updated graphics were 
introduced to DZMM TeleRadyo, with an increased emphasis on 
the program and the hosts. 


This 1s how DZMM TeleRadyo looked like last Sunday during the 
showbiz talk show ‘ChisMax’. 


And this is how the same channel looked like the following 
morning during “Failon Ngayon sa DZMM”. 


Another change that took place on DZMM TeleRadyo is the use 
of a studio set in lieu of the normal radio booth for select 
programs. This new set made its debut on ‘Sakto’. 


The set is later used on the debuting program “Good Vibes’ and on 
the DZMM mainstay ‘Todo-Todo Walang Preno’. Speaking of 
“Good Vibes’, this new show is essentially “Magandang Gabi 
Dok’ moving into the early afternoon slot, with the latter’s hosts 
Niña Corpuz and Dra. Luisa Puyat now at the helm of this 
program. 


Another new show is “On the Spot’, which takes over the timeslot 
of “Radyo Patrol Balita Alas-Kwatro’. Hosts Vic de Leon-Lima 
and Toni Aquino are carried over to this new program. 


Other programming changes on DZMM TeleRadyo include a new 
timeslot for “Usapang de Campanilla’, now airing at 8:30 p.m. 
(the show will only air for 30 minutes on TeleRadyo), and “MMK 
Klasik”, now airing at 9:00 p.m. The only casualty of the change is 
the afternoon music program “Dr. Love Always and Forever”, 
which was canceled to give way to “Good Vibes”. 


But for those who still clamor the original style, here 1s how the 
new graphics were implemented with the traditional TeleRadyo 
look, as seen in ‘Mismo’. It is likely that this classic graphics 
setup will be used in a few other shows, most notably those that 
air during the wee hours and on weekends. 


Only ‘Headline Pilipinas’ remains unchanged as far as graphics 
go, since the said newscast premiered just recently. 


The updated look and new programs on DZMM TeleRadyo 
continued a process that began last April. Part I of the 

makeover saw the network unveil an afternoon block for other

It looks like the ATC @ IBC block is going back to business, sort 
of. 


The Asian Television Content Corporation (via their newly 
established Facebook page) announced a pair of programs that 
will air on IBC-13 starting this July. First on the bucket list is a 
talk show called ‘An Evening with Raoul’, which will air 
beginning this Saturday at 10:00 p.m. 

The Raoul in ‘An Evening to Raoul’ refers to former Swiss 
ambassador to the Philippines Raoul Imbach, who is also an avid 
singer. He will bring some special guests who will primarily share 
with him their common passions. 

ATC @ IBC will also air the 2017 Boracay Latin Dance Festival. 
The tape-delayed event will air on July 22 at 9:00 p.m. 


The last time ATC was active on IBC-13 was when it aired games 
of the PBA D-League, NAASCU and the UCBL between 2015 
and mid-2016. Previous to that were a slate of programs that 
included two telenovelas, some documentary programs and even 
ONE EC. 

Unfortunately, IBC-13’s continuously poor state was too much for 
ATC to overcome, and the company seem destined to fold. 
Considering that their website was shut down and their original 
Facebook page no longer posts new content, liquidation of assets 
should have been the solution for the beleaguered company. 

But with these recent developments, it appears that ATC's 
presumptive demise was only premature. Then again, the slow 
snail-like privatization process of IBC-13 will once again come to 
play here, and the short-term benefits of ATC’s reentry may not 
be enough to give the perpetually moribund network a much- 
needed shot in the arm. 


If ATC fails anew, it will not be surprising to see IBC-13 go back 
to airing unlimited hours’ worth of TV Shop Philippines and EZ 
Shopplus religious and cockfighting programs. For now, though, 
enjoy this low-key comeback while it lasts.

Pacquiao vs. Horn: A 
Different Feel 
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Manny Pacquiao vs. Jeff Horn will have somewhat of a different 
feel for viewers. 


For many years, Manny Pacquiao fights were among the most 
highly-anticipated events in the world. In the United States, 
Pacquiao fights equal to millions of pay-per-view buys, and in the 
Philippines, it amounts to thousands of packed venues and a 
lighter-than-usual traffic. 


But after the lukewarm reception of Pacquiao’s previous fight 
with Jesse Vargas, it is clear that interest in his fights are waning. 
After all, Pacquiao is closing in on 40 years of age and it seems 
that his best days as a power-punching weapon were now behind 
them. 


Which is why in the United States, pay-per-view is no longer an 
option in the Pacquiao-Horn fight. Realizing the decline of interest 


in his fights, promoter Top Rank announced that the 
aforementioned bout will air on a basic cable channel in ESPN, 
hoping that a switch to a more readily available medium will 
rekindle interest in him. 

Over in the Philippines, the Pacquiao-Horn fight will still be aired 
live on pay-per-view. ABS-CBN will hold exclusive pay-per-view 
rights to Pacquiao vs. Horn after signing an agreement with 
manager Arnold Vegafria last June 9, which also includes video- 
on-demand, internet and mobile broadcasts. 

Due to ABS-CBN’s exclusivity, rival cable and satellite 
companies have no choice but to agree to the broadcast giant with 
regards to the carriage of the fight. This includes Cignal TV, a 
main rival of ABS-CBN affiliate SkyCable. 


Meanwhile, GMA will have the rights to free TV and radio 
coverage of Pacquiao vs. Horn, after signing its own deal with 
Vegafria the following week. But like many Pacquiao fights aired 
on the network, the bout with Horn will be seen on a delayed 
basis, with plenty of commercial placement to boot. 

As for long-time Pacquiao rightsholder Solar Sports, they will still 
air his fight with Horn on a delayed basis as well. However, Solar 
Entertainment will no longer play a key role in distributing the 
event on pay-per-view after ABS-CBN’s acquisition of rights. 


While the Pacquiao-Horn fight will not be as highly anticipated as 
previous Pacquiao bouts, viewers can still expect a very 
entertaining contest. Father Time may be catching up to Pacquiao, 
but the ‘fighting senator’ should still be at his very best come fight 
time. 


Manny Pacquiao vs. Jeff Horn, the Battle of Brisbane, will take 
place this Sunday morning at 9:00 a.m. It will be held live at the 
Suncorp Stadium.

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A new version of “Impostora” awaits viewers of GMA's 
Afternoon Prime. 


The upcoming series is loosely based on the original “Impostora” 
that aired on the Kapuso network back in 2007. In that particular 
series, Iza Calzado and Sunshine Dizon played dual roles (Iza as 
twins Lara and the deformed Sara, and Sunshine as the wicked 
cousin Nessa and a surgically repaired version of Sara). 


In turn, that 2007 version was based on the 1994 movie ‘Sa Isang 
Sulok ng mga Pangarap’, starring Alice Dixson.

The crisis within News5 reached a new level last week. 


A few weeks ago, brothers Erwin and Ben Tulfo, and Ed 
Lingao were engaged in a war of words in both social media 
and in their respective programs. To make the long story 
short, here is how the story began. 


Erwin’s brother Ben then defended him against Ed Lingao on his “Bitag Live’ program last June 
20, 2017. The said video was quickly uploaded on the “Bitag” YouTube page, and Ed later 
responded to Ben's comments on Facebook. 


However, in light of a personal tragedy involving Ed Lingao, Ben and his staff elected to remove 
the video. After that, Ben issued a public apology on social media. 


Nevertheless, News5 management, led by Luchi Cruz-Valdes, were disappointed with the 
situation. On Friday, June 30, they posted this official statement condemning the controversy 
between the Tulfo brothers and Ed Lingao.

While Ben quickly moved “Bitag Live’ to PT V-4, as of today, 
Erwin has yet to announce a new station of his own. 
Nevertheless, Erwin continues to appear alongside his 
brother and Alex Santos on “Kilos Pronto’, in addition to a 
Facebook-only broadcast called “Erwin Tulfo Live". 


As for Radyo5 92.3 News FM, they made some changes to 
their programming lineup in light of the departure of Ben 
and Erwin. The departed “Bitag Live’ was replaced by 
“Aksyon Solusyon” which was then extended to two hours, 
while “Punto Asintado” is now being handled by substitute 
anchors. 


Unfortunately for Miguel Belmonte, the programming 
changes did little to mitigate this crisis. Radyo5 is already 
thin on talent, and with the Tulfo brothers (save for Raffy 
who remains under contract) now gone, the situation only 
got Worse. 


In fact, host Alex Tinsay cannot do it alone. While he is the 
regular host of “Aksyon Solusyon’, he has also pinched-hit 

for the Tulfo brothers in their programs, but with Ben and 
Erwin no longer in the fold, the challenge even got trickier. 


So much so that Menchie Silvestre (host of “Alagang 
Kapatid”) and Nina Taduran (Raffy's co-host on “Wanted sa 
Radyo’) are penciled in to take over “Aksyon Solusyon’ on 
the interim. But if Radyo5 were smart, there are others hosts 
who can fill in the void. 


Take Cheryl Cosim for example. The host of “Serbisyong 
Kapatid” and ‘Healthline with Cheryl Cosim’ has also hosted 
‘Punto Asintado’ in the past, and with her current two 
programs in the same mold as ‘Aksyon Solusyon’, Radyo5 
should consider giving her a slot on either program. 


Maricel Halili, the host of ‘Iba Yung Pinoy’, is another 
option, having pinched-hit on ‘Punto Asintado’ on a few 
occasions. So is Lourd de Veyra, another occasional pinch- 
hitter on the show. 


Ed Lingao, who has rarely, if not never, worked on radio, 
could also be a viable option, provided that he is allowed to 
return. Or they could welcome back the now-former DOTR 
spokesperson Cherie Mercado and revive “Trabaho Lang’ as 
a morning program, if she is allowed more time with her 
family. 


Overall, Miguel Belmonte has plenty of tricks up his sleeve, 
but it will be up to him to deliver the goods. This is now a 
litmus test for Radyo5 92.3 News FM, so let’s see how will 
they play this out. 


Otherwise they can just reformat into an easy listening 
station ala 96.3 Easy Rock. Simple as that.

97.9 Home Radio 


Returns to Old Easy 
Listening Format

It is back to basics for 97.9 Home Radio and its affiliates. 


After over three years playing both hot adult contemporary and 
top 40 songs, Aliw Broadcasting Corporation decided to convert 
Home Radio back to the more popular easy listening format. The 
unveiling was quiet and unexpected; there was no announcement 
nor press release to accompany this change. 


It can be recalled that in March 2014, Aliw turned Home Radio 
into a ‘masa’ station akin to more popular standouts such as 90.7 
Love Radio. Initially keeping the Home Radio name, Aliw 
rebranded the station to Natural 97.9, a move that did not sit well 
with listeners. 

In July, the ‘Home Radio’ name was brought back, while any 
reference to the ‘Natural’ brand was gradually dropped. Along the 
way, Aliw realized that the ‘masa’ format was not working out, 
and they decided to convert Home Radio into a contemporary hit 
radio station similar to those used by Magic 89.9. 


Despite some aggressive social media promotion, the use of 
student DJs, and catchphrases such as “Home of the Millennials” 
and “The Music of Now”, 97.9 Home Radio failed to catch on with 
the millennial market. Thus another revamp is needed, one that 
will bring them back to their roots. 


Thus on Friday, June 30, the original format of 97.9 Home Radio 
was brought back, much to the delight of loyal listeners who were 
disenchanted by the network’s foray into the ‘masa’ and top 40 
market. Despite that, the website and social media accounts of the 
station were not updated as of today, thus putting the station on 
‘test broadcast’ mode until further notice. 


Still, the prospect of a return to form gave listeners some glimmer 
of hope. With the emergence of classic hits stations in 104.3 FM2 
and Retro 105.9 DCG-FM, Aliw found out that tapping back to 
the listener market of 30 and older is the best path for Home Radio 
moving forward. 


Listeners can only hope that the return of Home Radio into its 
familiar adult contemporary format will be one of the most 
successful comeback stories on Philippine radio. It may be long 
overdue, but it should be all worth it.

Because of “earthquake” in Jakarta radio business, I came here to 
learn a bit about Manila radio stations. Yeah, I figured out that 
changes of Manlla radios in this year is just, as much as Jakarta. 


If your city has Easy Rock, Home Radio, etc. - our city didn’t 
have it yet for a long time, until Kis 95.1 reformatted into easy- 
listening, slow AC. We have Brava 103.8 but the songs mixed 
with upbeat songs, which is what I don't like. We used to have 
Delta 99.1 and Female 97.9, but they inserted EDM “to attract 
more fans”, leaving laidback session on night (8pm-12am 
UTC+7) 


Also there were 2 channels broadcast love songs weekly but all 
day long. They are in the same parent company: Kis 95.1 on 
Wednesday, Mustang 88.0 on Saturday (but discontinued). 


Now I often stream Home Radio Manila, since Kis 95.1 plays 
same song over and over again, also Brava 103.8 songs are “too 
old’. Most Radio 105.8 that used to be planned as a laidback 
radio, now changes into oldies radio, dominated by (hard) rock 
since Rock Weekend in Kis 95.1 discontinued, made anger of 
fans.

Angela also caught the attention of Benedict (Pancho), a fitness 
instructor whose goal is to become a successful businessman with 
a trophy wife. But the biggest rival in her life turned out to be her 
half-sister Lucille (Thea), whose gift of darkness is used in an 
attempt to jeopardize Angela's career and personal life. 


“Haplos” also stars Patricia Javier, Emilio Garcia, Francine Prieto, 
Diva Montealba and Ms. Celia Rodriguez. The series will be 
directed by Gil Tejada Jr. 


If the unpredictable ratings of ‘The Better Half” is any indication, 
then GMA hopes that ‘Haplos’ will perform much better than 

‘D’ Originals’ did. However, a mere 11-12% or less in the ratings 
will not satisfy both the network and its viewers. 


It will be interesting to see how the up-and-coming quartet of 
Sanya Lopez, Rocco Nacino, Thea Tolentino and Pancho Magno 
will perform in a leading role. Going up against “The Better 
Half's veteran quartet of Shaina Magdayao, Carlo Aquino, Denise 
Laurel and JC de Vera will be a challenge, but if “Haplos” 
provides a serious challenge, then it should bode well for them. 


“Haplos” airs weekdays after “Impostora” on GMA Afternoon 
Prime. 


PT'V-4's PFL 


Coverage in Hot 
Water

There is trouble brewing in the Philippines Football League. 


The first season of the fledgling soccer league is currently 
broadcast on government-owned People's Television Network 
(PTV-4), but so far, soccer fans were not happy with the 
network's treatment of the matches. In more than one instance, 
live broadcasts of the PFL were rudely interrupted by President 
Rodrigo Duterte’s speeches to the nation. 


As the only government television station, it is always mandatory 
for PTV-4 to broadcast each and every live appearance of the 
president. But if it takes place in the middle of a sports event such 
as the PFL, fans have every right to complain and voice their 
disapproval to the network. 


The PFL is a young and promising league, and television coverage 
is a must for them to gain further awareness from not only the 
growing soccer community, but also the general public. But with 
the way that PT V-4 has treated them, there is a possibility that 
their relationship could end after only a season together. 


If PTV-4 were smart enough to realize the advancements in 
technology, they should have provided the PFL with a free live 
stream platform so that the matches can continue online with no 
interruptions. Unfortunately, the network is still on a rebuilding 
phase as they focus on the improvement of current facilities and 
nationwide reach. 


So where will the PFL go to? There are plenty of options, but 
there are some pros and cons. 


ABS-CBN Sports has had a history of raising the profile of some 
of the sporting events they broadcast, but with their commitments 
already too loaded, there may be no room for the PFL to showcase 
their matches. Sports5, whose previous soccer experience is with 
the defunct United Football League (UFL), is also an option, but 
their reach is questionable. 


Solar Sports is also a possibility, but their pullout from media 
giant SkyCable as well as Solar Entertainment’s financial troubles 
may also come to play. There is also Fox Sports Philippines with 
three different channels to choose from, but fitting in may be an 
issue. 


As for GMA, don’t think about that anytime soon because Felipe 
Gozon and company have no interest in returning to the sporting 
arena full-time. If all else fails, they can stick around with PTV-4, 
as long as the network improves its approach. 


The PFL has a long way to go before becoming the legitimate 
national soccer league in the Philippines. But to do so, they need 
the benefit of television to boost their morale, and so far the start 
has been anything but impressive.

The press conferences at Malacafiang Palace have become a 
regular occurrence. 

In the last few weeks, news networks cut their regularly scheduled 
programming short in order to air these press briefings live. But 
while they appear important to the average person, many do not 
appreciate Malacanang "s unexpected interruptions. 


Most of these recent press conferences focus on the state of 
Mindanao, particularly Marawi, during the island’s 
implementation of Martial Law. The so-called “Mindanao Hour” 
usually takes place at around or past 11:00 a.m., and is led by 
presidential spokesperson Ernesto Abella and other speakers of 
interest, most notably AFP spokesperson Brig. Gen. Restituto 
Padilla. 


With the crisis in Marawi now reaching its 50th day (and 
counting), it all seems imperative for Malacafiang to make the 
hourly press conferences mandatory for news organizations to 
follow. But so far, only the government-owned People’s 
Television Network, CNN Philippines and the ABS-CBN News 
Channel are the ones willing to air these events. 


The rest? Some either broadcast these proceedings online or do 
not care at all. 


If the Radio Television Malacafiang (RTVM) were to ask, is it 
high time to make these press conferences a regular program? 
Perhaps the time is now right to do so, given the frequency of the 
event. 


However, if the news organizations were to ask, are they prepared 
to handle a mandatory event such as the Malacahang press 
conferences? They may agree, but they could make some 
sacrifices to make the briefings work. 


That said, these regular interruptions in programming require the 
complete cooperation and concentration between RTVM and 
fellow news outlets. If they choose to make the press conferences 
mandatory, they must be in the same page to make it work, as 
long as it does not interfere with their regular programs. 


It is nice to get some much-needed updates and information from 
the most reliable sources. But if they regularly do so in an 
unexpected manner, then it may become an annoyance to people. 


Update: If was announced that ‘Mindanao Hour’ will only take 
place on Monday and Friday, with written statements issued from 
Tuesday to Thursday. However, expect Malacanang to issue more 
press conferences in relation to other concerns of national 
interest.

Thoughts on the 


NCAA’s Perpetual- 
Benilde Uniform 


Fiasco 
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The second playdate of NCAA Season 93 kicked off in a rather 
inauspicious manner. 


The first game of last Tuesday's tripleheader pitted the Perpetual 
Help Altas against the St. Benilde Blazers. However, the game did 
not get underway until around 12:45 p.m. due to a uniform issue 
involving the former. 


The Altas showed up in their maroon jerseys, when in fact they 
were assigned to wear their white uniforms. As a result, the 
NCAA Management Committee (MANCOM) gave the team a 
technical foul, which the Blazers took advantage at the free throw 
line. 


Although Perpetual won the actual match by a 69-65 score, CSB 
placed the game under protest. In the end, the NCAA sided with 


the latter and awarded them the win by forfeit. 


While the NCAA stipulates that one team should wear a light uniform (usually white or yellow) 
to contrast with a team wearing a dark uniform, there is one school that has somewhat defied this 
rule more often than not. The Letran Knights has had a long-standing uniform tradition in which 
the school doesn’t wear white uniforms but rather only red or navy blue. 


In fact, during that same playdate, Letran wore their navy blues 
(normally their dark uniform) when they faced the Mapua 
Cardinals (in red jerseys) in the ‘Battle of Intramuros’. To cut the 
long story short, here is how Letran’s navy and red uniforms are 
used in games: 


Letran’s red jerseys: Assigned as a ‘light’ jersey in games 
against the JRU Heavy Bombers (navy blue jerseys), Arellano 
Chiefs (blue jerseys) and St. Benilde Blazers (green jerseys) 
Letran’s navy blue jerseys: Assigned as a ‘dark’ jersey in all 
games; assigned as a ‘light’ jersey in games against the EAC 
Generals, LPU Pirates, Mapua Cardinals, Perpetual Help Altas, 


San Beda Red Lions, and San Sebastian Stags (red or maroon 


jerseys). 

It is unclear if Letran’s uniform ‘tradition’ is grandfathered before the NCAA strictly enforced 
the ‘light vs. dark’ uniform rule. But either way, this loophole is something that the NCAA 
should have looked at, regardless of how long Letran is doing it. 


To be honest, this rule should have been repealed. Most leagues 
around the world are now allowing both teams to show up in dark 
colored uniforms (as long as it easily contrasts against each other), 
and with the growth of high definition television, viewers should 
easily tell them apart. 


The NCAA has a lot of explaining to do when it comes to 
uniforms. One can only hope that they can enforce this ruling as 
strictly as possible so that this fiasco will not be repeated, 
otherwise they can just repeal the rule and let the teams play the 
game. 


Notes: The ‘NCAA on Tour’ kicks off today with the Arellano 
Chiefs hosting the San Sebastian Stags at the Arellano University 
campus. The league will hold their campus tours in most Thursday 
playdates, along with a live pregame concert and special 
presentations produced by ABS-CBN Sports. 
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The lack of an entertainment division on TV5 has forced its 
affiliates to pick up the slack. 


Satellite subscription service Cignal recently launched its 
entertainment division, with the intent towards distributing content 
to its online and satellite television platforms. The newly-launched 
Cignal Entertainment will kick things off with the mini-series 
“Tukhang'". 


The two-episode pilot will air July 22 on Colours and Sari-Sari 
Channel. It will star James Blanco, Karel Marquez, Mon 
Confiado, Jake Macapagal, Janna Victoria, Butch Francisco, Yul 
Servo, Archi Adamos, Jerould Aceron and Zandra Summer. 


Cignal Entertainment will also have a few other offerings in store 
for its subscribers. They are: 


Born Beautiful — The sequel to the critically-acclaimed movie 
“Die Beautiful”, it will star Christian Bables as Barbs. The story 
will pick up from the time Trisha (Paolo Ballesteros) died. 

The Orbiters - This original series will star Cedrick Juan, Malak 
So, Bob Jbeili and Victor Anastacio. It will be directed by Miko 
Livelo and Dominic Lim. 

Sleepless — Another independent film that is being transformed 
into a television series, it will star Albie Casino, Mara Lopez, 
Trina Legaspi, Acey Aguilar, Shaira Mae and Martin Escudero. 
Directed by Prime Cruz. 

Feels Like Forever — An original series that focuses on love and 
other things that can happen in 24 hours. It will be directed by 
Sigrid Andrea P. Bernardo and Ivan Payawal. 

With the exception of ‘Tukhang’, all of Cignal Entertainment’ s 
upcoming series will be produced by The IdeaFirst Company. The 
company’s president, Perci Intalan, is a former entertainment head 
at TVS. 


The only way to go is up, and as TV5 focuses more on sports, 
news and imported entertainment shows, Cignal makes sure that 
the entertainment aspect within the MVP Group will not go down 
quietly. The division is still young, but with the help of 
independent producers such as IdeaFirst, all the hard work should 
be worth it. 


Now let’s just hope that the new Cignal Entertainment will not fall 
from grace the same way TV5’s entertainment division did. This 
is a prime opportunity for Manny V. Pangilinan to bounce back, 

so make it count.

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The mess that is ABS-CBN's 5:00 p.m. weekday slot continues. 


Beginning today, the Kapamilya network will re-air the 
Koreanovela “Love in the Moonlight’ in its so-called “death slot’. 
The series originally aired on Primetime Bida from March 6 to 
May 5, 2017, spanning 43 episodes. 


Unlike its original run which was seen in every household in the country, “Love in the 
Moonlight”s rebroadcast will only be seen in Metro Manila, select regional areas and on digital, 
cable and satellite subscription services. The rest of the country will receive regional versions of 
“TV Patrol” while the Koreanovela airs at 9:30 a.m. the next day. 


The problems surrounding ABS-CBN 's 5:00 p.m. slot has been 
well-documented in this blog. While “TV Patrol’’s regional 


versions are only a part of the issue, there are other concerns that 
jeopardize this timeslot. 


As stated earlier, programs that are affected by the broadcast of 
regional ‘TV Patrol’ are aired the following morning at around 
9:00 or 9:30 a.m. Unfortunately, not all shows were aired in full. 


In the last two Junes, both ‘We Will Survive’ and ‘Legend of the 
Blue Sea’ saw numerous episodes preempted due to the NBA 
Finals. To make matters worse, those preempted episodes were 
never aired at all in ABS-CBN’s regional stations, leaving non- 
iWanTV subscribers perplexed and unsatisfied 

If ABS-CBN were smart enough to realize these issues, they 
would have done these three things: 


1. Air ‘O Shopping’ as permanent filler. 

2. Bring News and Current Affairs shows back to the 5:00 p.m. 
slot (with a replay after ‘Bandila’ to satisfy the rest of the 
country). 

3. Produce a Metro Manila version of ‘TV Patrol’. 

But as it stands, ABS-CBN is simply too stubborn to resist change 

in its approach. They somehow rectified that with a rerun of the 

Koreanovela “Love in the Moonlight’ (as reruns are considered 

filler), but still, it would mean sacrificing success in favor of 

short-term fixes. 


There is still time for ABS-CBN to correct whatever issues they 
face every weekday afternoon. That said, viewers can only hope 
for the best, no matter how slim it may be.

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It has been a month since DZMM (and DZMM TeleRadyo) 
underwent a drastic overhaul. 


On June 19, DZMM made some significant changes, both in 
programming and in TeleRadyo’s presentation. Two new 


programs (“Good Vibes” and “On the Spot”) premiered in both 
channels, a new studio set (used in “Sakto”, “Good Vibes”, Todo- 
Todo Walang Preno” and “On the Spot”) was introduced, and 
updated graphics were implemented to make the host more 
visible. 

The only update DZMM made since was the rebrand of “Mismo” 
to ‘Showbuzz’, which took place two weeks ago. Ahwel Paz and 
Jobert Sucaldito remain the hosts of the refreshed program. 


Amid these changes, one new program went unnoticed to viewers 
of TeleRadyo. While DZMM 's TV equivalent air programs 
produced by ABS-CBN News and Current Affairs at 2:00 p.m. 
every weekday, Radyo Patrol 630 has a pair of programs that air at 
the same time: “MMK sa DZMM , and the new program that will 
be the focus of the article. 


June 19's reboot of DZMM marked the premiere of “Wow 
Trending”, a 30-minute program that looks back at the top 10 
news that trended on social media. The program, now a month 
into its run, 1s hosted by Rica Lazo. 


For those who may not recognize Rica, she 1s best known for her 
work in both the ABS-CBN News Channel and MOR 101.9. As 
Rica Lazo, she anchors ANC 's graveyard shift newscasts six times 
a week, and as Yumi, she hosts “Ready, Get, MORe!” with Papi 
Charlz at 9:00 a.m. on weekdays.

The entry of ‘Wow Trending’ meant that Rica will now be seen or 
heard on three different stations within the ABS-CBN family of 
networks. Unfortunately, “Wow Trending’ is only exclusive to 
Radyo Patrol 630, so to benefit TeleRadyo viewers, DZMM 
decided to stream the program on Facebook, thus giving viewers a 
peek of Rica at the booth. 


Indeed, Rica has a resume unheard of within the confines of ABS- 
CBN. There are some ABS-CBN News personalities that work 
effectively in both ANC, DZMM and/or Channel 2 (e.g. Karen 
Davila), but going from MOR to ANC and then to DZMM is an 
unusual feat that Rica should be proud of. 


“Wow Trending’ airs weekdays at 2:30 p.m. on DZMM Radyo 
Patrol 630. It is also streamed live on the official DZMM 
TeleRadyo Facebook page. 
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Instability has defined GMA ''s late Sunday afternoon slot. 


Since ‘Juan Tamad’ ended its 29-episode run in March 2016, five 
different programs were placed at the 4:45 p.m. slot on Sundays. 
They are: 


- Alamat - six episodes from May 15 to June 19, 2016. 

- Conan, My Beautician — 13 episodes from June 26 to 
September 18, 2016. 

- Usapang Real Love - 14 episodes from September 25 to 
December 18, 2016. 

- People vs. the Stars — 14 episodes from January 15 to April 16, 
2017. 

. Follow Your Heart - 13 episodes from April 23 to July 16, 
2017. 

Talk about running in the short term. With the exception of 

“Alamat” which was only slated for six episodes, every program 

that GMA placed in the timeslot was given only 13 to 14 episodes 

to broadcast. 


The fact that late Sunday afternoons are usually the least-watched 
period on Philippine television may have played a factor on why 
GMA continues to experiment with short-term programs in this 
timeslot. And come this Sunday, that experiment is expected to 
continue when they premiere a travel show called ‘Road Trip’. 


Produced by no less than GMA News and Public Affairs, ‘Road Trip’ is a one-hour show that 
will feature celebrities and their friends and family going on a field trip to some of the country’s 
most breathtaking destinations. The program’s premiere episode will see Carmina Villaroel, 
Zoren Legaspi, and twins Mavy and Cassy go to Batanes. 


Future episodes of ‘Road Trip’ will also feature the likes of 
Rochelle Pangilinan, Max Collins, Andrea Torres, Kris Bernal, 
Arny Ross, Jinri Park and Meg Imperial. So while news of 
celebrities going on vacation are a regular sight in tabloids and 
entertainment websites, GMA is now using it as a tool to create a 
reality series in “Road Trip’. 


Now here is a very crucial question. Can “Road Trip” survive past 
the 13th or the 14th episode? 


On a normal basis, Filipino travel shows tend to last for only a few 
episodes. Case in point: ABS-CBN's “G Diaries” and TV5's 
“Lakba1”, which lasted 13 and eight episodes respectively. 


That said, it will not be a surprise to see “Road Trip” conclude 
after only 13 or 14 episodes. But if this program manages to 
survive past those numbers, then it will be a huge morale boost for 
GMA. 


“Road Trip” airs starting this Sunday at 4:45 p.m. on GMA.

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The second State of the Nation Address under President Rodrigo 
Duterte is about to happen. 


At around 4:00 p.m. of Monday, July 24, the vicinity of the 
Batasan Pambansa will be filled with politicians, delegates, 
spectators, mediamen, PNP and AFP officers, Vice President Leni 
Robredo, and the President himself. The SONA is an annual 
occasion where the President mentions his accomplishments and 
reveals his plans for the year ahead. 


Last year's State of the Nation Address was directed by Brillante 
Mendoza, which was met with mixed reviews. This year, 
Mendoza will once again be at the helm, but after an unimpressive 
first outing, expect a few tweaks in his directorial approach. 


As for the coverage of the event, here is a summary of how the 
participating networks will approach the SONA. 


ABS-CBN 

1. Channel 2, SHA (simulcast with Channel 2), DZMM and the 
ABS-CBN News Channel will be the participating stations: 
each broadcast will be simulcast online on news.abs- 
cbn.com/sona2017. 

2. Channel 2's coverage will begin after ‘It’s Showtime”, with 
Karen Davila as anchor.

3. DZMM 's coverage will begin at 1:00 p.m. Karen Davila and 
Johnson Manabat will anchor the first two hours, followed by 
David Oro and Ricky Rosales at 3:00 p.m., before Gerry Baja 
and Anthony Taberna join the fray at 5:00 p.m. 


4. ANC's coverage will take place throughout the day, with a 
townhall forum at 3:00 p.m. to be moderated by Karmina

The network that infamously snubs President Duterte's live 
speeches on television will have no choice but to join in. While 
Luchi Cruz-Valdes is penciled in to anchor their coverage, she 
might as well need some help considering how decimated TV5’s 
team is right now. 


TV5’s coverage will most likely be simulcast on AksyonTV 
(unless it changes its mind and airs nonsensical TV shopping 
programs), Radyo5 92.3 News FM, and on News5’s Facebook 
page and official website. They do not need to worry about 
preempting programs because their lineup is all but a free-for-all. 


PTV-4 
PTV-4’s coverage, which also features special packages 
throughout the day, will be led by Rocky Ignacio, Aljo Bendijo, 
Angelique Lazo, Alex Santos and Catherine Vital. The 


government-owned station will begin their coverage of the SONA 
at 2:30 p.m., with a simulcast on the network's YouTube channel. 


The revitalization of PT'V was among the many objectives that 
President Duterte raised during last year's SONA. The project is 
still ongoing, but viewers can only hope that PTV’s presentation 
will be a much-improved one. 


Other networks 

All AM radio stations (save for specialty ones) will be on-hand to 
cover this year’s SONA. On the television side, independent UHF 
TV stations Net 25 and UNTV-37 will also participate in the 
event. 


As far as IBC-13 is concerned, it is likely that the beleaguered 
network will no longer play a role in the SONA. Although 
President Duterte promised an immediate privatization of the 
network in last year’s SONA, the process remains slow to say the 
least.

Epic Fail: GMA Airs 
Teleseryes on SONA 


Day 
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It was mostly memorable State of the Nation Address for 
President Rodrigo Duterte. 


The speech lasted a better part of two hours, nearly half of which 
deviated from the original script and contained some profanity. 
Most major and minor Philippine television and radio networks 
went all out to deliver the most comprehensive wall-to-wall 
coverage of the SONA. 


Unfortunately, there is one network that failed to take the SONA 
seriously. Enter GMA Channel 7. 


While most networks were busy dealing with Duterte’s State of 
the Nation Address, GMA simply stood pat and did virtually 
nothing. From 2:30 to 4:15 p.m., they aired afternoon teleseryes 
“Ika-6 na Utos”, “Impostora” and “Haplos” on the day of the 
SONA, an uncharacteristic deviation from more recent years. 


Consequentially, when the time to air the actual SONA arrived, ‘Haplos’ was cut short 15 
minutes in. After that, Pia Arcangel, not Mike Enriquez, Mel Tiangco and Vicky Morales, was at 
the scene to present a somewhat brief pre-speech and post-speech report of the SONA. 


If that is not enough for Felipe Gozon and company, it was sister 
station GMA News TV that actually picked up the slack. Channel 
11’s coverage, which was anchored by Jessica Soho and Arnold 
Clavio, was a redemption of sorts for the network after their 
inability to air an extensive coverage of the SONA the past two 
years. 


Overall, GMA's decision to air teleseryes on SONA day came 
back to haunt them. The network’s programming organizers 
underestimated the SONA’s unpredictable nature, as evidenced by 
the fact that the SONA ended well before 6:30 p.m. 


As a result of the SONA’s lengthy duration, Monday’s episode of 
“Haplos” was left unfinished, and it remains to be seen if GMA 
will reair that very episode in full later today. Had they become 
aware of its unpredictability, they could have preempted all of 
their afternoon teleseryes and devote themselves to the SONA 
instead of leaving one of them incomplete. 


In the end, GMA's latest gaffe should be a harsh lesson for 
everyone involved. One can only hope that they will learn from 
this mistake and do the right thing come the 2018 State of the 
Nation Address. 


Otherwise, expect more of the same jokes from critics and haters 
alike. That said, good luck GMA in correcting this failure.

Retire The Mic 
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No one is as hard-working and determined as Luchi Cruz-Valdes. 


The head of News5 is a do-it-all woman. Behind the scenes, she 
supervises the overall operations of the department, and on-screen, 
she anchors important programs and newscasts to occasionally 
critical acclaim. 


Unfortunately for LCV, the ongoing situation within News5 is 
unbearable. Many of the department’s mainstays have departed for 
either greener pastures or a life of privacy, and the inability to find 
immediate replacements both within and outside the organization 
has put tremendous pressure on Luchi herself. 


To make matters worse, Luchi was placed in the hot seat herself a 
number of times. There were rumors that she would step down as 
the head of News5, and yet these were put to rest. 


And coming off recent surgery, Luchi’s on-camera work was 
significantly reduced of late. For all intents and purposes, she has 
relinquished her hosting job on ‘Relasyon’ in favor of the former 
head of Radyo5 Gladys Lana-Lucas, and her appearances on 
“Aksyon Prime’ and “Re Aksyon” were increasingly infrequent. 


Still, TV5 has trust on Luchi Cruz-Valdes as far as on-screen roles 
are concerned. Which is why starting this Saturday, they gave the 
head of News5 a weekly debate series called ‘Manindigan’. 


Airing every Saturday at 7:30 p.m., “Manindigan” is an hour-long 
series that will tackle some of the issues that affect the country 
today. The series is essentially “Re Aksyon” in a forum format. 


While “Manindigan” will only be aired for a short period of time, 
it is clear that the on-air side of Luchi Cruz-Valdes is waning in 
significance. Last Monday, she anchored TV5’s coverage of the 
State of the Nation Address, but working the coverage by herself 
(with a little help from Ed Lingao) is career suicide considering 
her age and increased pressure of her job. 


Perhaps the time has finally come for Luchi to retire the 
microphone and leave the anchor’s chair altogether. It would be 
better for her to focus on behind-the-scenes work full-time, 
something that contemporaries Ging Reyes, Marissa Flores and 
Armie Jarin-Bennett pride on doing. 


No offense, but with News5 in must-improve or else mode, Luchi 
should focus on being the head of News5 instead of doubling as 
an on-screen talent at the same time. A commitment to restore 
News5 to its former glory is a must for her at this point. 


Stepping aside may be the hardest thing to do, but for Luchi Cruz- 
Valdes, the time has finally come. Time to hand the reins over to 
younger Journalists who are willing to gain experience in every 
way possible.

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A revival of MTV in the Philippines will be launched tomorrow. (Logo courtesy of Viacom International Media 
Networks) 


A new version of MT'V in the Philippines will be seen anew. 


On Tuesday, August 1, the sixth incarnation of MT V's Philippine 
channel will officially launch in a majority of cable and satellite 
outlets in the country. This new channel, a collaboration of 
Viacom and Solar Entertainment, will be known as MTVph. 


Viacom International Media Networks vice president and general 
manager Paras Sharma is excited to revive the MTV brand in the 
Philippines, saying: 


“We are thrilled to work with Solar 
Entertainment Corporation to not only 
bring a brand new MTVph into the 


Philippines, but expand MTV 's reach 
across platforms. We already have a 
strong MTV fan base in the country, so 
this move solidifies our on-going 
commitment to bolster local 
programming to cater to the viewing 
preferences of our Filipino young 
audience.” 


The premiere will coincide with the 36th anniversary of MTV in 
the United States. Before YouTube became the go-to-source for 
popular music videos, it was MTV that popularized the vehicle, 
turning unknown artists into superstars almost overnight with the 
help of music videos. 


However, the history of MTV in the Philippines is anything but 
memorable. There have been five prior incarnations of MTV in 
the country, none of which lasted as long as the original. 


«e MTV Asia (1992-96) - Aired on Channel 23 licensed by 
Ermita Electronics Corporation. Viacom and STAR TV joined 
forces for this venture, until the latter’s decision to launch 
Channel V eventually led to its demise. 

.. MTV Philippines (1996-2000) - Channel 23 was acquired by 
ABS-CBN and rebranded as Studio 23. MTV continued to air 
in the channel during the daytime, but its broadcast ended after 
ABS-CBN launched MYX. 


e MTV Philippines (2001-07) - By far the longest-lasting and 


most popular incarnation, the original MTV Philippines was 
aired on Channel 41 24/7 through a partnership with Viacom 
and the Nation Broadcasting Corporation. The partnership 
ended once NBC and Viacom parted ways. 

MTV Philippines (2007-10) — A partnership with Viacom and 
All Youth Channels, this version of MTV was the first to air 
exclusively on cable and satellite. However, AYC chairman 
Francis Lumen ended the partnership in 2010, and for the next 
four years, the MTV seen in the country was that of MTV 
Southeast Asia. 

MTV Pinoy (2014-16) — Viacom and Viva joined forces to 
launch the more recent localized version of MTV. Unlike 
previous incarnations, MTV Pinoy aired mostly Filipino- 
dedicated content. After its dissolution, an MTV Pinoy block 
aired on MTV Southeast Asia for a few months. 


Now that this latest incarnation of MTV in the Philippines will be 
launched anew, a few questions remain. 


Will it become relevant in the age of YouTube and other 
streaming services? 

Will Solar’s recent poor financial history play a big factor in 
this venture? 

Will MTV be able to compete against contemporaries MYX 
and Channel V? 


One can only hope that MTVph will make a lasting impression 
and not suffer the same fate as its previous incarnations. That said, 
if Solar can somehow put their finances into order, then MTVph 
will be in good shape in the years to come.

No Surprise: Aljur 
Abrenica Joins ABS- 


CBN 
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It was a transfer three years in the making. 


On Monday, July 31, former GMA contract artist Aljur 

Abrenica officially joined ABS-CBN in a deal that was of no 
surprise to everyone. Welcoming him on the Kapamilya camp are 
ABS-CBN executives and producers Laurenti Dyogi, Deo 
Endrinal and Cory Vidanes. 

A GMA contract artist and a “StarStruck” alumnus for 11 years, 
Aljur's tenure with the network has had some ups and downs. 
While the early part of his career was a fruitful one with a few 
successful projects, the last few years saw his stock drop 
dramatically. 


In 2014, Aljur filed a petition to rescind his contract with GMA 
Network in hopes of restarting his career. Although Aljur and 


GMA settled the dispute nearly two years later, it was clear that 
his popular appeal was waning. 

Proof of that was Aljur’s final GMA project “Once Again’. Paired 
alongside Janine Gutierrez, Aljur’s swan song turned out to be a 
bust, as “Once Again’ lasted only 59 episodes and was completely 
overwhelmed by the LizQuen-starred “Dolce Amore’. 

Aljur was given no further projects by the network following the 
failure of “Once Again”, and his contract officially expired in 
March 2017. A few months later, speculation run rampant when 
Aljur suddenly appeared inside the ABS-CBN compound, hinting 
at the possibility of joining the network. 


Although Aljur has yet to ink an exclusive contract with ABS- 
CBN, the network said a few projects and appearances are lined 
up for the actor. That said, it is likely that Aljur will be seen on 
ABS-CBN noontime shows “It's Showtime’ and ‘ASAP’, and talk 
shows such as “Tonight with Boy Abunda” while his upcoming 
projects are being planned. 


There is also a possibility that Aljur and brother Vin will be seen 
together, but that will be for another time. In any case, Aljur’s 
decision to join the network should help resurrect his career, given 
that ABS-CBN has had a reputation of reviving an artist’s 
declining fortunes. 


It remains to be seen if Aljur will be the latest in a series of 
Kapamilya reclamation projects, but with the right mindset, he 
could be on the path back to success. Good luck.

Radyo5 Should Let 
Go of Punto Asintado 
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The post-Erwin Tulfo era in “Punto Asintado” is off to an 
unimpressive start. 


Nearly a month after Erwin Tulfo left TV5 on his own terms, the 
show that Erwin left behind is still searching for a permanent and 
regular host. At the moment, four different hosts have filled in on 
‘Punto Asintado’. 


They are: 


e Mae Anne Los Baños 

e Maricel Halili 

- Alex Tinsay 

. Atty. Mel Sta. Maria 

Call it an unstable bunch. While the four hosts are willing and 
able to fill the chair, their other roles within and beyond News3 
prevent them from hosting “Punto Asintado” on a regular basis. 


Alex Tinsay, for example, is also the host of “Aksyon Solusyon” 
on weekdays and “Metro Sabado” on Saturdays. He is also one of 
the hosts of “The 700 Club Asia” on the GMA family of networks. 


Atty. Mel Sta. Maria is the host of “Relasyon” alongside Gladys 
Lana-Lucas (by default, original host Luchi Cruz-Valdes no 
longer appears on the show since June). He also fills in for Orly 
Mercado on “Orly Mercado All Ready” on occasion, and outside 
Radyo5, is the dean of Far Eastern University Institute of Law. 


Both Mae Anne Los Baños and Maricel Halili serve as News3 
reporters. Mae Anne was one of the anchors of “Balita Alas- 
Singko” while Maricel hosts “Iba Yung Pinoy” on Sunday 
afternoons. 


The rotating host situation in “Punto Asintado” is a microcosm of 
the overall situation that is going on at Radyo5 92.3 News FM. 
Throughout the past year, some of the station’s personalities left 
for various reasons, and the fact that Radyo5 executives have 


failed to fill in the gaps made it clear that the station's days are 
numbered. 


When every listener thinks of “Punto Asintado”, Erwin Tulfo will 
always come to mind. This show will always be identified with 
him, even though he had some co-hosts in Cheryl Cosim and 
Martin Andanar along the way. 


Perhaps Radyo5 would be wise to cancel “Punto Asintado” at this 
point because it makes no sense continuing the show without its 
most identifiable personality. The show is and will always belong 
to Erwin Tulfo regardless of where he goes. 


As for the situation at the chair, Radyo5 may need to call Ed 
Lingao and Lourd de Veyra's number. A new morning show with 
either one of them could mitigate the loss of one of Radyo5's 
standout programs. 


One can only hope that Radyo5 will do the right thing when it 
comes to the 8:00 a.m. weekday slot. Time is of the essence, so 
good luck to them in figuring out this mess.

No More Extension: 
My Love from the 
Star Ends Friday 
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This week will be the last hurrah for “My Love from the Star". 


On Friday, August 11, GMA will give viewers one final glimpse 
into the love story of Steffi and Matteo. Since its premiere on May 
29, the unlikely pairing of Jennylyn Mercado and Gil Cuerva 
breathed new life into the characters originally portrayed by 
Korean stars Jun Ji-hyun and Kim Soo-hyun, and people who 
watched the original series looked in awe at the performance of 
the duo. 

Notwithstanding the story and the actors involved, it is very 
surprising to see “My Love from the Star” run for only a short 
period of time. Clocking at only 55 episodes, this series joined a 
dubious list of Filipino teleseryes that did not last at least 80 


episodes (this included its predecessor “Destined to Be 

Yours” which ran for only 63 episodes). 

But unlike AlDub’s ill-fated debut series, the brief run of “My 
Love from the Star” has nothing to do with the ratings (the series 
regularly fell victim to “My Dear Heart” and “La Luna Sangre” 
throughout its tenure). In fact, GMA planned it to run for only a 
short period of time in order to remain faithful to the original 
Korean series. 


It was a shame that “My Love from the Star’ had to air for only a 
few months. The brief tenure of the show did not allow enough 
time for veteran Jennylyn Mercado and newcomer Gil Cuerva to 
develop their much-needed chemistry. 


Still, as far as GMA is concerned, the pairing between Jennylyn 
and Gil is only temporary. Unless GMA plans to give the duo 
another series to work with in the future, all signs point for this 
on-screen duo to move on and focus on other opportunities. 


In short, Jennylyn Mercado and Gil Cuerva together is like a one- 
off project. But if GMA is satisfied with their performance, 
perhaps another, longer series could be in the offing for the two. 


The final five episodes of “My Love from the Star’ should be a 
great one. This will be the final opportunity to see how Steffi 
(Jennylyn) and Matteo (Gil) forge their love for each other. 


P.S.: The final week of ‘My Love from the Star’ will be dedicated 
to former cast member Spanky Manikan, who unexpectedly left 


the show due to health reasons (it was later revealed that the 
actor 1s suffering from Stage 4 lung cancer).

Thoughts on PTV-4 
Using Other 
Networks” Feeds 
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People's Television Network has a very interesting case going on. 


Last night, while President Rodrigo Duterte fielded questions 
from the media, PTV-4 inexplicably used the feed of the ABS- 
CBN News Channel instead of their own (see example video 
below). The reason: Radio-Television Malacafiang, the media arm 
of the Philippines’ executive branch, was caught off guard by the 
unscheduled Q&A. 


As a result, they were unable to document the press conference in 
time, so it was up to the respective networks to shoot their own. 
Unfortunately, PT V-4 failed to provide broadcast equipment in 
time for the impromptu event, forcing them to ‘borrow’ ANC’s 
feed. 


This is not the first time that PTV-4 used a feed from another 
network. On a few other occasions, they have borrowed ANC, 
CNN Philippines and even GMA News TV’s feeds during 
President Duterte and various other spokespeople’s live 
appearances, when in fact they should have been sourcing these 
material from either their own or RTVM’s. 


These occasional problems made it clear that PT V-4 is not ready 
to be a self-sustainable project just yet. While President Duterte 


promised sweeping improvements for the government station, so 
far these are on the side of gradual and not an immediate need at 
the moment. 


However, PCOO secretary Martin Andanar should have been 
aware of PTV-4's shortcomings. Realizing that the network is still 
dependent on private outfits to source some of the material, 
Andanar needs to change that mentality by providing the much- 
needed budget for PTV-4's broadcast equipment. 


The station should also be in constant communication with RTVM 
so that they can provide the necessary equipment in the event of a 
live appearance from President Duterte. With RTVM's equipment 
more updated than PTV-4's, perhaps the time is right for the two 
outfits to join forces and supplement each other's broadcasts. 


But if RTVM will not be up to task, it is up to Andanar and the 
PCOO to ask PTV-4 to go ahead as it happens. In short, PTV-4 
should be more prepared than ever to document these crucial 
events. 


PTV-4 is indeed the government’s best asset. But until they shed 
these overdependent tendencies, all that support will be for 
nothing.

This is not a rerun. 


On Monday, August 14, GMA announced the return of “Alyas 
Robin Hood’ to the small screen. The second season (or Book 2 in 
teleserye lingo) will bring back almost the same cast with the 
addition of new actors to spice up the series. 


Continuing the same series after a lengthy hiatus is nothing new to 
Philippine television. In 2007, ABS-CBN's “Maging Sino Ka 
Man’ received a second season after a break of six months; take 


note that this does not include sequels of a particular series such as 
the “Encantadia” trilogy or the “Lobo” franchise. 


The new season of “Alyas Robin Hood’ will once again be 
headlined by Dingdong Dantes as Pepe, the former vigilante- 
turned-lawyer. New challenges await the protagonist, such as the 
kidnapping of his mother, the revelation of some of his secrets, 
and a powerful evil force that threatens the city. 


Andrea Torres will reprise the role of Venus, Pepe’s ally and love 
interest. But instead of bringing back Megan Young’s character 
Sarri for season 2, GMA brought in Solenn Heussaff to portray 
Pepe’s other love interest, Iris. 


Also returning for season 2 will be Ms. Jaclyn Jose, who will once 
again breathe life to Pepe’s mother Judy. Rounding out the mix of 
returning and new cast members are Ruru Madrid, Edu Manzano, 
Gary Estrada, Paolo Contis, Jay Manalo, Rey ‘PJ’ Abellana, Gio 
Alvarez, KC Montero, Lindsay de Vera, Dave Bornea, Rob Moya, 
Antonette Garcia and Luri Nalus. 


The first season of ‘Alyas Robin Hood’ ran from September 19, 
2016 to February 24, 2017. The series, while a decent performer 
with 115 episodes in total, could not get past “Magpahanggang 
Wakas’, ‘A Love to Last’ and ‘My Dear Heart’ in the ratings. 


On its second season, ‘Alyas Robin Hood’ will go up against the 
KathNiel-led series ‘La Luna Sangre’. Considering that the latter 
is raking in at least 35% in the national ratings of late, ‘Alyas 
Robin Hood’’s task became even more difficult now that they face 


the popular tandem of Kathryn Bernardo and Daniel Padilla (not 
to mention former GMA star Richard Gutierrez). 


Still, for loyal followers of “Alyas Robin Hood’ who stuck 
through the difficult times, the return of the series is like a breath 
of fresh air. With GMA keeping the faith, one can only hope that 
the second season of “Alyas Robin Hood’ will last just as long as 
the first. 


Directed by Dominic Zapata, “Alyas Robin Hood” airs weeknights 
after “Mulawin vs. Ravena” on GMA Telebabad.

Thoughts on the 
Timeslot Change of 


Mulawin vs. Ravena 
and Alyas Robin 
Hood 
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It was a timeslot change that was unexpected and unfortunate. 


Last Friday night, GMA announced a parr of scheduling changes 
that shook the primetime landscape. First, the returning series 
“Alyas Robin Hood’ will now occupy the timeslot succeeding "24 
Oras”, and second, “Mulawin vs. Ravena” will now air on the 
timeslot that was previously used by “My Love from the Star". 


The timeslot change meant that the long-running ABS-CBN 
action series “Ang Probinsyano” will now have its sixth different 
opponent. As it nears its third year on the air, “Ang Probinsyano” 
has shown no signs of slowing down, earning ratings between 35- 
40% every night. 


“Mulawin vs. Ravena”, which premiered on May 22, seemed to be 
a worthy opponent for ‘Ang Probinsyano’ when it first aired. 
However, the series was a disaster from the start, and through 60 
episodes, ‘Mulawin vs. Ravena averaged only 17-18% ratings- 
wise. 


Meanwhile, “Alyas Robin Hood’ showed some promise during its 
first season. Despite facing uncharacteristically weak Kapamilya 
competition in “Magpahanggang Wakas”, “A Love to Last’ and 
“My Dear Heart”, “Alyas Robin Hood’ still came away with 
consistent ratings of around 20-25%, showcasing its potential. 


If “Alyas Robin Hood”s first season performance was of any 
indication, then GMA seemed to have made the right call. They 
think that the series will have a much-better chance against Coco 
Martin, and with some viewers no longer pleased with the 
endlessly long run of “Ang Probinsyano”, it could give GMA the 
opportunity to woo such viewers to watch Dingdong Dantes” 
show. 


Still, even 1f “Ang Probinsyano” appears to be in a creative nadir, 
they are still a force to be reckoned with. That said, if the second 
season of “Alyas Robin Hood’ fails to duplicate if not surpass its 
first season performance, it could mean big trouble for the Kapuso 
network. 


As for “Mulawin vs. Ravena, the demotion could still become 
either a boon or a bust. While the series will no longer have the 
pressure of facing ‘Ang Probinsyano’, they still have to worry 
about KathNiel’s ‘La Luna Sangre’, whose ratings of 35% or 
better is just as impressive as the former. 


Not only that, the series will have to contend with former 
“Mulawin” star Richard Gutierrez. If in the past Richard made 
“Mulawin” a popular series during the mid-2000s, now it will be 
up to him to take down its sequel. 


Whether or not ‘Mulawin vs. Ravena and ‘Alyas Robin Hood’ 
will thrive in their new surroundings remain to be seen. For now, 
let’s wish both shows good luck, otherwise expect another 
switcharoo coming up.

NAASCU Returns to 
BTV 
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Basketball TV is not giving up just yet. 


Parent network Solar Entertainment announced that BTV will 
broadcast the upcoming National Athletic Association of Schools, 
Colleges and Universities (NAASCU) seniors basketball 
tournament starting tomorrow. A total of 16 schools will 
participate in the league's 17th season, which will include 
newcomers Holy Angel University, De La Salle Araneta 
University and St. Francis of Assisi College. 


Both Solar and the NAASCU first entered into a partnership last 
season that saw all games aired on BTV and Solar Sports. The 
16th season saw Saint Clare College of Caloocan win both the 
seniors and Juniors basketball tournaments. 

But as they enter the second year of the deal, Solar and the 
NAASCU know that it will not be easy following up last season’s 
success. While last season saw more viewers tune in to NAASCU 
games, this season should see a significant reduction now that 
Solar controversially pulled its channels out of SkyCable last 
April. 


There are also pressing concerns about Basketball TV’s 
commitment and ability to produce local basketball coverage on a 
regular basis. Back in February, they tried to follow up the 
NAASCU by airing the lone season of the NCRUCLAA 
basketball games, but the network backed out after only a month. 
It also remains to be seen if Solar Sports will once again play 
backup to BTV for this season’s NAASCU tournament. As of 
today, the network not announced their plans to air the NAASCU 
basketball games. 


With the loss of its biggest asset as well as criticism surrounding 
their non-NBA broadcasts, can Basketball TV and Solar hold on 
to their promise of delivering the best NAASCU coverage? It will 
be interesting to see how this season plays out. 


The 17th season of the NAASCU opens tomorrow, with the 


seniors basketball doubleheaders airing at 3:00 p.m. weekly on 
Basketball TV.

“My Korean Jagiya’ will also star Janice de Belen, Ricky Davao, 
Iya Villania, Edgar Allan Guzman, Valeen Montenegro, Frances 
Makil Ignacio, Myke Solomon, Jinri Park, Divine Aucina, and 
Khane dela Cruz. Korean stars David Kim, Michelle Oh, and Jerry 
Lee will play special roles in the series as well. 


Parts of “My Korean Jagiya” were shot in South Korea, and 
featured several key spots that were made famous by several 
iconic Koreanovelas such as “Jewel in the Palace’, ‘My Name is 
Kim Sam Soon”, My Love from the Star” and “Winter Sonata”. 
The Seoul Film Commission and Seoul Metropolitan Government 
assisted the series” producers in the production process. 


While “My Korean Jagiya” is a uniquely wonderful series for both 
Filipinos and Koreans to enjoy, their biggest hurdle to success 
comes in the form of ‘A Love to Last’. Despite being perceived as 
‘boring’ in the minds of critics, ‘A Love to Last’ continues to beat 
all comers, and this is something that should concern ‘My Korean 
Jagiya’ a lot. 


One can only hope that ‘My Korean Jagiya’ will not be the short- 
lived drama that befell more recent romcoms ‘My Love from the 
Star’ and ‘I Heart Davao’.

There have been plenty of youth-oriented series on Philippine 
television. 


Some of the more iconic ones include GMA's “TGIS” and ABS- 
CBN’s ‘Gimik’. Later on, there was “Tabing Ilog” and ‘Click’, and 
more recently, “Luv U’ and “Teen Gen’. 


These youth-oriented series were showcased during weekend 
afternoons to great success. But as social media and changing 
viewership tastes prevailed, these programs were deemphasized 
and soon fell off the map. 


Then came last Saturday night. In an effort to bring the youth back 
to the small screen, GMA decided to launch a new youth-oriented 
program called “G.R.I.N.D.” (Get Ready It’s a New Day), starring 


up-and-coming Kapuso stars Benedict Campos, Jazz Ocampo, 
Ayra Mariano and Bruno Gabriel. 


“G.R.LN.D.” features a story of four young millennials and their 
struggles to find their place in society. Carlo (Bruno) is a thriving 
manager in an advertising company, Solanj (Jazz) is an owner of a 
cafe and Carlo’s best friend, Lui (Ayra) is a breadwinner who 
juggles different jobs to support her family, and RK (Benedict) is 
a gay man who also shifts through various jobs. 


In essence, “G.R.I.N.D.” is GMA's reintroduction into the weekly 
youth-oriented series that has long been forgotten in this day and 
age. But unlike those previous teen-oriented series of decades 
past, GMA elected to air the program during late Saturday nights 
in hopes of attracting teens and young adults who usually stay up 
late during weekends. 


As unfathomable as it seems, GMA has no other choice. Their 
Saturday afternoon lineup is already loaded though complicated, 
while their Sunday afternoon slots are not conductive to programs 
like ‘G.R.I.N.D.’ due to lack of viewership and interest. 


Now that ‘G.R.I.N.D.’ is underway, will it actually make an 
impact in a not-so popular late-night slot? Also, will GMA’s low- 
key approach to promote this program be either boon or bane? 
Only time will tell.

Senate Hearing on 
Kian Delos Santos 
Killing Begins Today 
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A long afternoon and perhaps evening awaits news organizations 
in the Philippines. 


At around 2:00 p.m. today, the Senate will conduct a hearing in 
relation to the death of Kian Delos Santos and all other drug- 
related killings. Expected to cover the hearings live on television 
will be CNN Philippines, GMA News TV (unless they break 
character and go with regular programming), DZMM TeleRadyo 
and the ABS-CBN News Channel (ANC). 

News5, which has notoriously shunned any live broadcast of 
various news events on television and radio, will air the said 
hearing on their Facebook page and the News5Everywhere 
platform. And in case of unexpected interruptions by the 
aforementioned news networks (e.g. President Rodrigo Duterte’s 
live speeches), the live and uninterrupted broadcast of the hearing 
will be provided by the Senate’s official YouTube page. 

It can be recalled that on Wednesday, August 16, 17-year-old 
Kian Delos Santos was shot dead by policemen during an anti- 
drug operation in Caloocan. Upon reexamination of Delos Santos’ 
corpse, it was revealed that a pair of gunshot wounds in the head 
and another in the back killed the youngster. 

For the first of possibly many hearings conducted by the Senate 
Committee on Public Order and Dangerous Drugs, the following 
were invited to attend the probe: 

. Philippine National Police (PNP) Chief Ronald dela Rosa 


. Various representatives of the National Bureau of Investigation 
(NBI), Department of Justice (DOJ) and the PNP Internal 
Affairs Service (PNP-IAS) 

e Saldy delos Santos, father of Kian 

. Caloocan policemen who were allegedly involved in the killing 
Three witnesses under the custody of Sen. Risa Hontiveros 

Today’ s hearing will mark the third time that the Senate 

conducted a probe regarding the spate of drug-related killings in 

the country. The first took place during September and October 

2016, and a second hearing (infamous for the testimony of Arturo 

Lascafias) took place in March and April 2017. 


Expect another marathon of a coverage later this afternoon as the 
Senate begins an intense and lengthy look at the death of Kian 
Delos Santos. Good luck.

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Talk about a technical issue. 


Many viewers were stunned Thursday afternoon when ABS-CBN, 
for some unknown reason, reaired last Wednesday’s episode of 
“Pusong Ligaw". That episode (see videos below) featured a pair 
of scenes in which Caloy (Joem Bascon) offered to help 
Tessa/Teri (Beauty Gonzalez) in her business, and a scene where 
the latter remembered her lost son Rafael. 


This was in contrast to the ‘Pusong Ligaw’ episode teaser that was 
shown on ABS-CBN earlier that day. Unfortunately, the intended 
upcoming episode failed to hit the airwaves, and despite all efforts 
needed to correct the mistake, ABS-CBN decided to simply push 
through with the replay due to time constraints. 


The replay episode of ‘Pusong Ligaw’ also made its way to 1Want 
TV, the digital on-demand video service of ABS-CBN. As a 
result, two videos of the same episode are now uploaded within 
the said service (to clarify the situation, iWant TV added a 
disclaimer stating that the August 24 episode of ‘Pusong Ligaw’ 
was indeed a replay episode). 


The ‘Pusong Ligaw’ gaffe was the latest in a recent string of 
misfortune that befell ABS-CBN’s afternoon lineup. Last month, 
‘It’s Showtime’ was delayed for 45 minutes due to a technical 
incident that disrupted the noontime show’s live broadcast. 


ABS-CBN and “Pusong Ligaw’’s production outfit Star Creatives 
have yet to issue a press release or statement regarding the 
incident. Still, as far as the viewers are concerned, a wholehearted 
apology is what they wanted, since the mistake made by the 
network and its production team is something that is unavoidable 
for the most part. 


It remains to be seen if the unaired episode of “Pusong Ligaw’ will 
finally launch later this afternoon. But one thing is certain: 
producers should always be prepared in advance and find ways to 
minimize problems.

It turns out “Hay, Bahay!” did not exceed expectations. 


Last Sunday, the final episode of “Hay, Bahay!” was aired on 
GMA. But like all previous episodes, the sitcom made little noise 
among its viewers. 


First aired on June 19, 2016, “Hay, Bahay!” succeeded another Vic 
Sotto-starred sitcom in “Vampire ang Daddy Ko’. The latter’s 
stars Vic and son Oyo were joined by Oyo’s wife Kristine 
Hermosa, Ai-ai delas Alas, Jose Manalo and Wally Bayola. 


Unlike “Vampire ang Daddy Ko” which lasted for over three 
years, “Hay, Bahay!” was only able to air for over a year as it had 
to contend with the long-running ABS-CBN gag show ‘Goin’ 
Bulilit”. Overall, the sitcom aired 61 episodes, joining a list of 
more recent Vic Sotto sitcoms that had a short run (e.g. ‘My 
Darling Aswang’, ‘The Jose and Wally Show Starring Vic Sotto’). 


So what’s next for Vic Sotto? According to GMA, a new sitcom 
starring Vic and Ai-ai delas Alas is in the works, but the premiere 
date and the show’s title is yet to be determined. 

Meanwhile, a replacement for ‘Hay, Bahay!’ is set to premiere 
this Sunday night. The new show will be called ‘All-Star 
Videoke’, and it will be hosted by Solenn Heussaff and Betong 
Sumaya. 


The game play of ‘All-Star Videoke” is as follows: 


“The game features six celebrity 
contestants or Videoke stars vying to 
outwit one another by filling in the 
missing words on a song in a videoke- 
type of presentation. 


In the event that every player correctly 
answered the words in each song, a pair 
of celebrity “laglagers” will choose one 
player who will be out of the 
competition. 

The two remaining contenders will 
proceed in the semi-final round for a 
chance to play in the jackpot round. The 
winning contestant becomes the All-Star 
Videoke Champ! and may bring home a 
cash prize of up to 100,000 pesos. 

A “Super Oke” prize is also up for the 
win if the winner decides to 
continuously play in the succeeding 
weeks.” 


In short, ‘All-Star Videoke’ shares some similarities with another 
long-running videoke game show ‘All-Star K’. But whether or not 
the former will enjoy the same success as the latter remains to be 
seen. 


In the age of foreign franchised programs, it is good to see 
networks such as GMA maintain a more local approach. Still, the 


success of a particular program will only depend on the response 
of the viewers, and for ‘All-Star Videoke”, it will not be an easy 
task. 


‘All-Star Videoke” airs Sundays after 24 Oras Weekend’ on 
GMA.

ABS-CBN is not the only major television network with a 
regional programming problem. 


Archrival GMA also endures its fair share of issues when it comes 
to regional programs. Similar to what ABS-CBN experiences, 
GMA's biggest concern is at the 5:00 p.m. slot where regional 
news programs are aired in the provinces in lieu of shows relayed 
straight from Metro Manila. 


Just last Monday, GMA's Mindanao-based channels began to air a 
new regional newscast titled “One Mindanao”. The program is 
anchored by longtime Mindanao-based GMA anchors Tek 
Ocampo, Sarah Hilomen- Velasco and Real Soroche, and is aired 
on weekdays at 5:00 p.m. 


Like “Balitang Amianan” (Dagupan and Ilocos) and “Balitang 
Bisdak” (Cebu), “One Mindanao” preempts the first 30-40 minutes 
of “Wowowin”, the GMA afternoon game show hosted by Willie 
Revillame. But as far as GMA is concerned, this was just a minor 
inconvenience. 


Consider the following factors: 


1. Most GMA regional networks are now mere relay outlets 
following the closure of most stations and the layoff of its 
employees. 

2. ‘Wowowin’ is still aired after the newscasts, thus no need to 
reair the show the following morning. 

3. “Wowowin” more often than not beats an ABS-CBN 
Koreanovela (only a few relay areas receive such programs due 
to regional “TV Patrol”) in the ratings game regardless of either 
Kantar or AGB Nielsen. 

With that in mind, it was clear to GMA that they are undeterred 

about the overall programming disparity between Greater Manila 

Area and regional areas. However, with the entry of “One 

Mindanao” in the Mindanao area, they now have every reason to 

worry since “Wowowin ”s audience will be reduced significantly. 


Issues among ABS-CBN and GMA 's regional network programs 
are in dire need of a resolution. The 5:00 p.m. slot, usually a haven 
for regional networks to produce their newscasts, 1s one example 
of what each network needs to do to make things all the more 
parallel. 


But since GMA currently has less regional stations than ABS- 
CBN, their own concern may be revisited once they decide to 
resuscitate some of these stations. For now, GMA can only hope 
that their regional networks” standing will be improved with each 
step.

Another Koreanovela rerun will take place on ABS-CBN this 
week. 


Beginning Monday, ‘Legend of the Blue Sea’ will take over the 
timeslot of ‘Weightlifting Fairy’ on the network’s Primetime Bida 
block. The Koreanovela previously aired from May 8 to July 14 
on the Kapamilya Gold block. 

With this announcement, ABS-CBN’s slate of Koreanovelas now 
consist entirely of reruns. In an ironic twist of fate, ‘Legend of the 
Blue Sea’ was succeeded by the rerun of “Love in the Moonlight’, 
and now the two reairing series share the spotlight. 


‘Legend of the Blue Sea’ stars Korean pop star Lee Min-ho and 
Jun Ji-hyun, with a story centering on a con artist and a mermaid 
who traveled across the ocean to find him. The series earned six 
SBS Drama Awards, spawned a soundtrack album and aired in 
various countries around the world. 


Although the initial run of ‘Legend of the Blue Sea’ was a success 
in the ratings, the series faced some obstacles. Since it was 
assigned to Kapamilya Gold’s 5:00 p.m. ‘death slot’, only a few 
select areas received the Koreanovela largely due to ABS-CBN 
Regional’s ‘TV Patrol’. 

To make matters worse, the 9:00 a.m. next-day airing of “Legend 
of the Blue Sea’ in these affected areas was often preempted due 
to the 2017 NBA Playoffs last May and June. The end result were 
skipped episodes that left some viewers with a bitter taste in their 
mouths. 

For the most part, it was a good thing for ABS-CBN to reair 
‘Legend of the Blue Sea’ on primetime to benefit those affected 
by the preemptions. After all, the series is too popular and too 


good to be interrupted, and they owed these viewers every single 
episode of it. 


Still, for those who have watched every single episode of “Legend 
of the Blue Sea”, is it worth a second look? Probably, but 
considering the fervent fanaticism of Filipino Koreanovela fans, 
“Legend of the Blue Sea’ truly deserves another go-round.

On Friday, September 8, ABS-CBN's long-running afternoon 
drama ‘The Better Half’ will air its final episode. The series, 
starring Shaina Magdayao, Carlo Aquino, JC de Vera and Denise 
Laurel, has been on the air since February 13, and even though it 
was a great series, there were some bumps on the road they had to 
endure. 


When it first premiered, ‘The Better Half was following in the 
footsteps of “Doble Kara’, an ABS-CBN afternoon drama series 
that lasted over a year. However, ABS-CBN tempered 
expectations for the former, realizing that it's not going to be easy 
following a series that was overwhelmingly long and successful. 


Four different opponents from GMA's Afternoon Prime faced 
“The Better Half”. Between February 13 and April 21, “The Better 
Half” was slotted in Kapamilya Gold's leadoff position and fared 
particularly well against “Hahamakin ang Lahat’ and ‘Legally 
Blind’. 


But from April 24 onwards, ABS-CBN moved “The Better Half 
to the second slot in order to accommodate “Pusong Ligaw’. 
Despite the change of timeslot, “The Better Half” maintained its 
dominance, dispatching the rather short-lived GMA afternoon 
series “D'Originals” in the process. 


“Haplos” then became the fourth and final opponent of “The Better 
Half”, and at first, the latter 's winning ways continued. However, 


a late August slump drastically changed “The Better Half”s 
fortunes, prompting ABS-CBN to finally pull the plug. 


While “The Better Half” was mostly dominant in a run that 
spanned 147 episodes, the recent decline it endured made it clear 
that it has seen better days. ABS-CBN would have been wise to 
end “The Better Half” while still on a roll, but alas, they allowed 
the series to stay too long and fall from its wheels. 


Regardless of how it finished, the Kapamilya network should be 
proud of what “The Better Half” was able to do. The series may 
have enhanced the reputations of established lead actors Shaina 
Magdayao, JC de Vera and Denise Laurel, but for Carlo Aquino, 
the return to the star-studded limelight was worth the price of 
admission. 


Come this Friday, a shocking finish awaits viewers of “The Better 
Half”. But it remains to be seen if it will end with either a bang or 
a whimper.

When viewers tuned in to TV5 on the first week of September, 
one noticeable aspect of their programming is missing. It turns out 
that the Tagalized cartoons from Cartoon Network and 
Boomerang have been pulled out of the network, possibly due to 
the expiration of a contract between the two parties. 


As a result, the network is once again living and dying with 
Tagalized movies and TV shopping blocks in the morning and 


afternoon. However, this latest development is not the only 
surprise that greeted viewers. 


Tomorrow morning, TV5 will bring the NFL anew to the small 
screen. Except that the game is not the Super Bowl but an opening 
night contest between the New England Patriots and the Kansas 
City Chiefs. 


It can be recalled that it was ABS-CBN's SHA that aired Super 
Bowl LI last February when TV5 could not accommodate said 
game. Now that TV5 has opened a gigantic hole in the morning, it 
is highly likely that they will carry some NFL football live all 
season. 


Continuing the “Choose Courage’ theme that Chot Reyes 
implemented this year, TV5 also acquired a pair of refugees from 
the beleaguered IBC-13. Anyone who is a fan of sending roosters 
to the cockpit may remember ‘Tukaan’ and ‘Bakbakan’ right? 


Both shows were long-time staples of IBC-13’s seemingly 
moribund lineup. But with the network poised to take its long- 
overdue process of privatization, they had no choice but to give up 
the two programs, and luckily TV5 was there to save them from 
extinction. 


Another new show in TV5’s lineup is ‘Japan Japan’, a travel and 
lifestyle reality show starring Yachang and the Kawaii Pinays. 
Produced by the same company that brought ‘Amachan’ to the 
network, ‘Japan Japan’ takes a look at the various scenic 


destinations in Japan from the perspective of Filipino travelers and 
Yachang himself. 


Finally, TV5 will bring the long-awaited Brillante Mendoza mini- 
series ‘Amo’ to the small screen. This 12-episode take on the 
country’s drug-related killings was originally slated to begin 
August 20, but the network’s coverage of Gilas in the 2017 
Southeast Asian Games pushed back its premiere to this Sunday 
night.

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ABS-CBN may be the country’s most-watched network last 
month, but weekday afternoons are a different story. 


Over the last few weeks, GMA’s Afternoon Prime became the 
most-watched block from 2:30 p.m. to 5:45 p.m. While “Ika-6 na 
Utos’ remains the most-watched program during weekday 
afternoons, its follow-up dramas ‘Impostora’ and ‘Haplos’ were 
not far behind in dispatching the opposition. 


The recent change of fortune in the weekday afternoon slots 
should cause plenty of concern within the ABS-CBN camp. Both 
“Pusong Ligaw” and the soon-to-conclude “The Better Half” were 
derisively labeled ‘kabitseryes’, and viewers became fed up with 
the direction ABS-CBN is taking. 


Looking to address concerns that Kapamilya Gold is becoming 
increasingly stale, ABS-CBN decided to change things up with a 
new teleserye that is drastically different from the recent norm. 
Enter ‘The Promise of Forever’, starring Paulo Avelino and the 
network’s new addition Ritz Azul. 


‘The Promise of Forever’ tells the story of Nicolas (Paulo), an 
immortal man who saves Sophia (Ritz) from a burning house and 
years later fall in love with each other. However, inside Nicolas 


lies a curse that prevents him from entering into a relationship 
while at the same time preventing him from feeling the pain of 
loss. 


Moreover, Sophia’s lover Philip (Ejay Falcon) and Nicolas’ 
descendant Marlon (Tonton Gutierrez) were out to ruin their lives. 
With that in mind, it will be up to Nicolas to overcome the curse 
while preserving his relationship with Sophia. 


‘The Promise of Forever’ will also star Cherry Pie Picache, Amy 
Austria, Benjie Paras, Susan Africa, Ynna Asistio, and Nico 
Antonio. It will be directed by Darnel Villaflor and Hannah Espia. 


The lead-up to the premiere of “The Promise of Forever’ is a 
cautionary tale of biding one’s time. A trade trailer for the series 
was released in November of last year, but it took nearly ten 
months before ABS-CBN realized that the time is finally right. 


However, with Kapamilya Gold mired in a slump, is ‘The Promise 
of Forever’ worth the long wait?

“Mulawin vs. Ravena” was the sequel to the highly successful 
mid-2000s fantaserye “Mulawin”. The series was headlined by 
Dennis Trillo, Heart Evangelista, Carla Abellana, Tom Rodriguez, 
Lovi Poe and Regine Velasquez among others. 


First aired on May 22, “Mulawin vs. Ravena’ was initially pitted 
against the long-running ABS-CBN action series “Ang 


Probinsyano”. But while “Mulawin vs. Ravena” gained a 
substantial audience, it was not enough to withstand the 
dominance of Cardo (Coco Martin) and company. 


On August 14, GMA made a bold move by moving “Mulawin vs. 
Ravena” to the second slot in exchange for the second season of 

“Alyas Robin Hood”. This meant new competition for the former 
as it went up against “La Luna Sangre’, which ironically featured 
former “Mulawin” lead stars Richard Gutierrez and Angel Locsin. 


GMA even went as far as bringing some of the Sang'gres of 
“Encantadia” to “Mulawin vs. Ravena”, thus connecting the two 
series together. But not even the presence of Pirena (Glaiza de 
Castro) and Lira (Mikee Quintos) saved the series, and as a result, 
GMA decided to end “Mulawin vs. Ravena” following its final 
episode this Friday. 


Considering GMA's high standards for their fantaseryes, it was 
disappointing to see “Mulawin vs. Ravena’ run for only a short 
period of time. After all, production of such series is not easy to 
begin with as logistics, finances, props, talents and special effects 
factor in alongside overall performance. 


Still, for the viewers who have tuned in to “Mulawin vs. Ravena’ 
from the beginning, the story was not that bad. GMA may have 
had its shortcomings, but at least they gave their 100% effort in 
bringing the tale of ‘Mulawin vs. Ravena’ to life. 


Come this Friday, it will be one last stand for the Mulawin and the 
Ravena tribes. It may not be a graceful exit, but as far as “Mulawin 
vs. Ravena’ is concerned, it will be one hell of an ending.

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Unless things change, the NFL will not be seen on Philippine television in the foreseeable future after Sports 
Illustrated Asia backed out and TVS pulled out any scheduled games from its lineup. (Photo courtesy of the National

America’s most popular sport appears to be on its way out of the 
Philippines. 


Sports Illustrated Asia, formerly the All-Sports Network (ASN), 
dropped the NFL from its lineup of programs at the start of the 
2017 season. The channel best known for airing the National 
Hockey League, U.S. NCAA college football and college 
basketball had been broadcasting NFL games for nearly a decade 
now. 


Almost simultaneously, TV5 announced that they will carry NFL 
games this season. But as soon as they placed the schedule of NFL 
games on its website, they decided to pull them out at the last 
minute in favor of “Movie Max 3’. 


This means that for the first time in decades, the NFL will not be 
seen on Philippine television this season (unless one network will 
air the Super Bowl this February). It's a shame considering that 
the league has had a long and distinguished love affair with 
Filipino sports fans and American expats, even though tt falls 
behind basketball, volleyball and soccer in terms of local 
popularity. 


Going back to TV5, the last-minute pullout of NFL games is the 
latest in a series of blunders committed by the network this month. 
Last week, TV5 ceased airing Cartoon Network and Boomerang 
shows in favor of TV shopping and movies, then in another last- 
minute move, they postponed anew the premiere of Brillante 
Mendoza's ‘Amo’. 


These moves are typical of Chot Reyes” incompetence as a 
network executive. Once lauded for promoting the network's 
“Choose Courage’ mantra, Chot’s questionable decisions has now 
turned the slogan into a joke. 


The NEL, despite its lack of popularity in the Philippines, would 
have filled TV5’s suddenly moribund schedule. Had it aired as 
scheduled, people would have praised Chot Reyes for this fearless 
and courageous move. 


Instead, Chot retreated like a coward and instructed his staff to 
pull them out in favor of endless Tagalized movies and TV 
shopping blocks. Which leads to where TV5 is now, a network 
lacking any sense of direction. 


Considering the expensive broadcast rights of the NFL, perhaps 
TV5 was right in not pursuing the league. But without a ‘Plan B’, 
all signs point to Chot Reyes becoming a pariah in the world of 
Philippine television.

(which premiered on the same day as ‘A Love to Last’), ‘I Heart 
Davao’ and “My Korean Jagiya” in the ratings game. The series 
was also popular on social media sites such as Twitter and 
Facebook. 


Overall, ‘A Love to Last’ will have a total of 183 episodes when it 
was all said and done. That total alone is quite impressive 
considering that the series was assigned to the fifth slot where 
viewership is less than those of the first four slots. 


For viewers who have tuned in to ‘A Love to Last’ from the 
beginning, the love story between Anton (Ian Veneracion) and 
Andeng (Bea Alonzo) was a thrill to watch. The duo showed 
remarkable chemistry despite the fact that it was the first time that 
they were paired together. 


It also helped that Iza Calzado, as Andeng’s rival Grace, showed 
some poise and character in her first foray as a villain. Her 
portrayal of Grace proved that Iza is just as effective playing the 
bad girl as she was playing the good girl. 


Finally, the supporting cast of ‘A Love to Last’ should be 
commended for adding plenty of flavor to the series. Throughout 


its run, Julia Barretto, JK Labajo, Ronnie Alonte and Enchong 
Dee have had their moments to shine, and the success of “A Love 
to Last” only added to their growing reputations as stars on the 
rise.

The fallout surrounding Atom Araullo’s departure from ABS- 
CBN is still strong. 


It has been a week since Atom bid farewell to ABS-CBN News in 
order to “explore new interests”. At the time, many thought that 
Atom will simply be a freelancer and make good on his promise 
of seeking different opportunities in the world of media.

His initial foray into television is on the Probe Productions 
program ‘5 and Up’, but unlike fellow hosts Chynna Ortaleza, 
Maxene Magalona and brothers Rayver and Rodjun Cruz, Atom 
chose to follow a career in journalism. 


After a brief stint as a sports reporter on GMA's ’24 Oras’, Atom 
moved to ABS-CBN in 2004 where his career really took off. 
While he was best known as one of the hosts of “Umagang Kay 
Ganda” and even had his own show in “Red Alert”, Atom's best 
moment came in 2013 when he reported in Tacloban about 
Typhoon Haiyan (Yolanda) while braving the heavy rains and 
winds. 


Earlier this year, Atom received his first acting role on ‘Citizen 
Jake’ while earning a bronze medal at the New York Festivals for 
his documentary ‘Warmer’. His final appearances on the ABS- 


CBN family of networks came last night in an episode of 
Lifestyle 's “The Crawl’. 


If it is indeed true that Atom Araullo will move to GMA Network, 
the reaction could be a mixed one. ABS-CBN has had a “no- 
compete clause” in their news personalities” contracts which state 
that they should not move to another network until a year 
following their departure. 


Then again, anything like a “no-compete clause’ is totally 
irrelevant at this point. Not only that, Atom’s departure from 
ABS-CBN is an amicable one, and as a free agent, he can choose 
his next destination anytime he wants. 


Later tonight, the “big reveal’ will take place on GMA's ’24 Oras’. 
But the question remains, is the man in the video indeed Atom 
Araullo? Find out in several hours’ time.

In “The Good Son”, Jerome (as Enzo), Nash (as Calvin), Joshua 
(as Joseph) and McCoy (as Obet) are four siblings who live a 
simple and happy life without their father Victor (Albert 
Martinez), a man whose identity remains a secret. But Victor’s 
mysterious death led to a series of events that saw the four siblings 
accused of murder, and the ensuing battle to prove who is 
innocent from the crime is on. 


“The Good Son’ will also include Mylene Dizon, Eula 

Valdez, John Estrada, Ronnie Lazaro, Jeric Raval, Alex Medina, 
and Kathleen Hermoso. The series will be directed by Manny Palo 
and Andoy Ranay. 


Considering ABS-CBN's reputation for turning rising stars into 
superstars, the pressure is now on ‘The Good Son’’s up-and- 
coming actors to continue this budding trend. However, it remains 
to be seen if the series’ untested group of young talent will thrive 
in the high-stakes block that is primetime. 


It will also be interesting to see how the viewers react to a change 
of formula from a light drama to a more serious one. That said, 
“The Good Son’ should be a series that may either make or break 
Primetime Bida’s unpredictable fifth slot. 


‘The Good Son’ airs weeknights after ‘La Luna Sangre’ on ABS- 
CBN’s Primetime Bida.

GMA Tries Again 
with Bossing & Ai + 
The Lolas’ Beautiful 
Show 
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“Never stop trying!” 


It has been the motto for GMA these past several years. The odds 
have not always been great for the network, but give them credit 
for continuing to compete despite these insurmountable obstacles. 


Remember the time when “Gandang Gabi Vice” was so unbeatable 
that GMA had no choice but to stop competing against it? For 
years, the ABS-CBN late-night variety show proved to be GMA's 
Achilles heel, and each time GMA tried to answer with a show of 
their own, “Gandang Gabi Vice” always shoves them out of the 
door. 

But it seems like “Gandang Gabi Vice” has seen better days of late 
due to the presence of ABS-CBN's reality and talent shows (e.g. 
“Pinoy Big Brother”). Sensing that the show's ratings is on a 
downward trend, GMA decided to create a new show in “Bossing 


& Ai’ in an attempt to finally bring down “Gandang Gabi Vice’ 
from its perch. 


“Bossing & Ai’ premiered last night and is a game show starring 
Vic Sotto and Ai-ai delas Alas as leaders of two groups of 
contestants. They are joined by Jose Manalo, Tart Carlos and 
game master Oyo Sotto. 


In essence, “Bossing & Ai”s competition with “Gandang Gabi 
Vice’ is an extension of the ‘Eat Bulaga’-‘It’s Showtime’ rivalry, 
of which Vic Sotto and Vice Ganda are the respective hosts. Still, 
it remains to be seen if ‘Bossing & Ai’ will live up to its promise 
of taking down “Gandang Gabi Vice’ for good. 


Speaking of ‘Eat Bulaga’, the d’Explorer sisters of ‘Kalyeserye’ 
will have a talk show of their own. Beginning today at 11:30 a.m., 
Jose Manalo (as Lola Tinidora), Paolo Ballesteros (as Lola 
Tidora) and Wally Bayola (as Lola Nidora) will host ‘The Lolas’ 
Beautiful Show’. 


The new talk show will replace ‘TROPS’, the coming-of-age 
drama series starring “Fat Bulaga”s ‘BAES’ (Kenneth Medrano, 
Kim Last, Jon Timmons, Tommy Penaflor, Miggy Tolentino, and 
Joel Palencia). ‘The Lolas’ Beautiful Show’ will mark TAPE’s 
first venture into the talk show genre since ‘The Ryzza Mae 
Show’ from 2013-15. 


But unlike ‘The Ryzza Mae Show’, ‘The Lolas’ Beautiful Show’ 
will be pre-taped as Jose, Paolo and Wally also serve as on- 
location hosts of ‘Eat Bulaga’’s ‘Juan for All, All for Juan’ 


segment. This means there will be no live transition from one 
show to the next. 


“The Lolas” Beautiful Show’ would have been a perfect show to 
compete against the ABS-CBN morning talk show “Magandang 
Buhay’, especially now that GMA's slate of animes are declining 
in popularity. Instead, the talk show will be placed as part of 
TAPE’s mandated 11:30-2:30 p.m. block and will go up against 
“Ikaw Lang ang Iibigin’. 


Whether or not “The Lolas” Beautiful Show’ will be a factor in the 
game remains to be seen. But as far as GMA, M-ZET and TAPE 
are concerned, there's nothing wrong about continuing to try 
despite the odds.

Thoughts on ABS- 
CBN Sports” Changes 
to UAAP Men's 
Basketball Coverage 
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Not great enough: ABS-CBN Sports” changes on the UAAP men's basketball coverage drew mixed opinions from 
viewers.

Too long, too many. 


That was the criticism of some viewers when ABS-CBN Sports 
began its coverage of UAAP Season 80 men's basketball. Despite 
its promise to “go for great’, the new-look coverage hasn't so far 
lived up to the greatness that ABS-CBN Sports envisioned. 


For the first two weeks of UAAP men’s basketball, ABS-CBN 
added two TV timeouts from the first to third quarters. Those TV 
timeouts do not count as far as team timeouts were concerned, but 
despite its intent to rake in more sponsorship money, viewers were 
not happy with it as these timeouts only lengthen the duration of a 
game. 


In response to viewer backlash, ABS-CBN decided to restrict 

themselves to only one TV timeout each during the first, second 
and third quarters. The reduction did not affect the overall game 
play however, as UAAP men’s basketball games continue to last 


at an average of 2 hours and 15 minutes per game, which is almost 
equal to a typical PBA game broadcast. 


Another change that ABS-CBN implemented is the concept of the 
“UAAP Insider”. Former courtside reporters Ganiel Krishnan, 
Angelique Manto, Ira Pablo and Pauline Versoza were promoted 
to this position, and their responsibility as insiders is to help the 
announcers preview an upcoming game and interview coaches 
during halftime. 


The addition of the UAAP Insider now brings the overall total of 
ABS-CBN's on-air team to five (not including floor directors, 
cameramen and other behind-the-scenes staff). Unfortunately, 
these on-air talents receive fewer minutes of airtime compared to a 
typical courtside reporter, so it remains to be seen how ABS-CBN 
Sports will treat this new position well. 


The pregame show ‘Upfront at the UAAP’ also received a 
makeover heading into the new season. The program is no longer 
aired live; instead it takes on a magazine show format that only 
airs before weekend UAAP men’s basketball games. 


The current hosts of ‘Upfront at the UAAP’ are Janeena Chan, 
Arturo Daza, Martin Javier and Angelique Manto. Of the four, 
Janeena is the lone holdover from the first season of the program. 


Speaking of ‘Upfront at the UAAP’, one of its former hosts has a 
new role on cam. Former women’s basketball standout Bea Daez 
was promoted to full-time analyst, and while this is not the first 
time that a woman will cover a men’s basketball game in the 


Philippines (Patricia Hizon once called PBA games during its time 
with Solar Entertainment), it was still a remarkable barrier- 
breaking achievement. 


So far, so good, but not great enough. Notwithstanding these 
minor hiccups, ABS-CBN Sports has plenty of time to make 
things up, so let's see how they will be able to make the UAAP 
men’s basketball coverage into something that is ‘great’. 


Struggling Kapamilya 
Gold Needs a Boost 
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Thanks to “Ika-6 na Utos" and succeeding dramas ‘Impostora’ and ‘Haplos’, GMA Afternoon Prime suddenly 
looked imposingly strong against ABS-CBN's Kapamilya Gold. (Photo credit: GMA Network) 


The struggle is indeed real. 


ABS-CBN's Kapamilya Gold block has hit a rough patch of late. 
In the last several weeks, teleseryes “Pusong Ligaw”, “The Better 
Half” and its replacement “The Promise of Forever” scored fewer 
ratings than GMA Afternoon Prime counterparts “Ika-6 na Utos”, 
“Impostora” and “Haplos”. 


Although the three series did have a few winning moments, it was 
clear that the momentum is now on GMA’s side. ABS-CBN may 
be the better network overall, but their issues in the afternoon slots 
are causing plenty of concerns. 


One reason why GMA suddenly became winnable in the afternoon 
is “Ika-6 na Utos”, the popular yet at times campy drama series 
starring Sunshine Dizon, Ryza Cenon and Gabby Concepcion. 
Since March, the series earned ratings of 15 to 18%, good enough 
to give ‘It’s Showtime’ plenty of fits. 


In a previous article, From the Tube discussed how “Ika-6 na 
Utos” was able to win the hearts of viewers while at the same time 
exposes ABS-CBN's weaknesses in the afternoon slots. Although 
‘It’s Showtime’ recently countered by replacing “Tawag ng 
Tanghalan” with “Miss Q&A’ as the noontime show's final 
segment, it still had a hard time cracking “Ika-6 na Utos” armor. 
The success of “Ika-6 na Utos’ has since spread like wildfire to the 
two succeeding GMA Afternoon Prime series. From late August 
onwards, “Impostora” and “Haplos” earned better ratings than 
“Pusong Ligaw’ and “The Better Half”, and even though the latter 
was then replaced by “The Promise of Forever”, the results were 
mostly the same. 


If ABS-CBN wants to restore order within Kapamilya Gold, 
drastic measures must be implemented. Going back to a three- 
teleserye setup is what the network desperately needs at this point, 
but in order to do that, they need to make some sacrifices. 


For one, they must convince “It's Showtime” to either cut a 
portion of their airtime or return to the pre-noontime slot. 
Regarding the third teleserye, a possible option for that would be 
“Ikaw Lang ang Iibigin”, which despite earning good ratings in the 
pre-noontime slot, has a more serious storyline than its 
predecessors and is better equipped for the afternoon slot. 


Would it be better to see Kim Chiu, Gerald Anderson, Jake 
Cuenca and Coleen Garcia go up against Sunshine Dizon, Ryza 
Cenon and Gabby Concepcion? Perhaps, but given ABS-CBN's 
pre-noontime dominance, that potential matchup between “Ikaw 
Lang ang Iibigin” and “Ika-6 na Utos” will only be just that, a 
fantasy. 


Still, the sudden change of fortune on Kapamilya Gold should 
give the ABS-CBN brass some sense of urgency. After all, despite 
their success, there are always holes with which the opponent will 
take advantage of, and ABS-CBN should be aware of that.

Following in the footsteps of the popular “Voltes V’, GMA 
announced that a redubbed version of ‘Daimos’ will air beginning 
today at 8:50 a.m. This redubbed version will feature the voices of 
Miguel Tanfelix and Bianca Umali, who will lend their voices to 
protagonists Richard Hartford (Japanese name Kazuya Ryuuzaki) 
and Erika. 

Other characters such as Prince Ulrich, Edward Kramer, Joanna 
Hartford, Professor Yurgen, General Harris, Bertha, Laila, Zendor 
and Rowena will be voiced by professional voice actors. But the 
main force of this newly-dubbed ‘Daimos’ will be the voices of 
the BiGuel love team, which should lend a new perspective to this 
classic series. 


Like “Voltes V’, ‘Daimos’ became a popular anime series when it 
first aired in the late 1970s, only to be banned by then-President 
Ferdinand Marcos due to excessive violence. After the demise of 
the Marcos regime, ‘Daimos’ was aired in full in various Filipino 
free TV channels, but it was not until 1999 when GMA brought 
back the series to popular acclaim. 


Though not as well-recognized as “Voltes V’, ‘Daimos’ 
nevertheless became an iconic anime on its own right. For 
viewers, the story of Richard fighting for the love of Frika while 
convincing the Brahmins that they were not all evil is just as 
compelling as the Armstrong brothers’ fight to save their father 
while recognizing their Boazanian heritage. 


It remains to be seen if this refreshed version of ‘Daimos’ will 
click with a new generation of viewers. But for those who want to 
look back at the battle between humans and Brahmins while at the 
same time reflect on the love story between Richard and Erika, 
this series should be a sentimental one to watch.

The maiden season of the Premier Volleyball League saw its coverage relegated to live stream on most of its games, 
severely affecting its ability to gain a wider audience.

Talk about a rough first season. 


The debut season of the Premier Volleyball League (formerly the 
Shakey’s V-League) will officially conclude this month following 
the season-ending Collegiate Conference. Unfortunately for 
organizer Sports Vision and broadcast partner ABS-CBN Sports, 
it was a frustrating introduction for the rebranded league. 


When the then-SVL and ABS-CBN joined forces last year, it was 
hailed as a promise in the right direction. During that first year, 
ABS-CBN (through UHF channel S+A) was able to bring a 
majority of the league's games live, and in doing so, gave the SVL 
some much-needed recognition after years of TV coverage issues 
from previous partners. 


After Sports Vision renamed the Shakey's V-League into the 
Premier Volleyball League earlier this year, ABS-CBN stepped up 
its game as well. The network announced that the league’s games 
would air live on S+A and also online through the ABS-CBN 
Sports website, using a separate set of announcers for the two 
media. 


So far, however, the coverage of the PVL has been a rocky one. 
Most of its games were relegated to live streaming online, mainly 
due to ABS-CBN Sports’ priority with UAAP women's volleyball 
and men's basketball. 


And even when the UAAP took an offseason break from late May 
to August, the PVL remain buried behind the pecking order as 
ABS-CBN chose to re-air UAAP women's volleyball games 
instead of giving the PVL a chance. That said, even with main 
attraction Alyssa Valdez carrying the PVL on her shoulders, the 
league still lacked the exposure it deserves. 


What ABS-CBN did is similar to Sports5’s approach with the 
Philippine SuperLiga (PSL) in which some games are aired only 
on livestream. If this is the treatment they wanted for the PVL, 
then they’re not helping its cause. 


While this is only Year 1 of the PVL’s TV/live stream experiment, 
the warning signs were evident. ABS-CBN Sports failed to 
account the fact that many people still depend on television for 
their viewing needs, and although mobile devices are becoming 
plentiful by the day, nothing can beat the easy convenience of 
television. 


Come the 2018 season, expect wholesale changes from both the 
PVL and its broadcast partner. Still, it remains to be seen if next 
year will bring a much-improved scope and exposure into the 
Premier Volleyball League.

Last Saturday, ABS-CBN quietly replaced Nicole Sumagui with 
Stef Monce as Adamson University's courtside reporter. No 
explanation was made regarding the change, but observant 
viewers saw that Sumagui stuttered at times, was tentative and 
lacked confidence in her abilities. 


Sumagui was not the first courtside reporter to get the pink slip 
early in the season. There have been two such cases in which a 
UAAP courtside reporter was replaced before the season 
concluded. 


Prior to UAAP Season 73 (2010-11), ABS-CBN assigned Karen 
Rozul to be the courtside reporter of National University. But the 
network replaced her with the late Maan Panganiban when they 
realized that Rozul was not confident enough for the job. 


Two seasons later, NU endured some deja vu when the ineffective 
Muriel Orais was dismissed in favor of Steph Sy. Sy, like Stef 
Monce later on, had already exhausted her two-year eligibility, but 
ABS-CBN reinstated her for a third year due to this untimely 
circumstance. 


For all the talk about the next Pia Arcangel, Lia Cruz, Riki Flores, 
Aaron Atayde, Nikko Ramos and Laura Lehmann, there are those 
like Karen Rozul, Muriel Orais and Nicole Sumagui who do not 
deserve to be in the same room. They may have survived the 
auditions, yet they failed to translate that into at least one year’s 
worth of on-the-job training for a future broadcasting career. 


UAAP courtside reporting is not an easy task, but if one can 
survive and fulfill a dream, then it should bode well for their 
future career paths. With the second round of men’s basketball 
plus a full slate of women’s volleyball still to come, all eyes are 
on the seven rookies and one returnee to see if they have what it 
takes to be a great UAAP courtside reporter. 


Note: Aside from Stef Monce, this season’s roster of UAAP 
courtside reporters consist of Martie Bautista (Ateneo de Manila 
University), Eileen Shi (De La Salle University), Sydney Crespo 
(Far Eastern University), Miguel Dypiangco (National

(University of the Philippines) and Tonie Moreno (University of 
Sto.

Gus Abelgas, the Tulfo brothers and Mike Enriquez were not the 
first Filipino hosts to showcase gruesome murder cases on 
television. 


Before they came into the viewers’ consciousness, there was Tony 
Calvento and his ‘Calvento Files’. The program aired on ABS- 
CBN from 1995-98, during which it popularized the crime 
docudrama genre on Philippine television. 


On Monday, October 9, Calvento passed away from multiple 
organ failure, his family announced. Funeral services will take 
place from October 10-13, after which his remains will be 
cremated on October 14. 


Calvento enjoyed a distinguished journalism career. He rose to 
fame as a columnist for the People’s Journal, before gaining even 
greater recognition as the host of “Calvento Files’ in the mid- 
1990s. 


Most of the stories on “Calvento Files” were adopted from his 
column on People's Journal titled “Hotline”. Although its run on 
ABS-CBN was short, 1t managed to earn a number of accolades, 
most notably the 1999 New York Film Festival for best 
docudrama. 


“Calvento Files” was also adopted into a film produced by Star 
Cinema in 1997. The film, which was directed by Michael de 
Mesa and Laurenti Dyogi, featured a screenplay by Ricky Lee 
with some input from Calvento himself. 


After the show ended, Calvento moved over to Pilipino Star 
Ngayon, naming his column after the aforementioned ABS-CBN 
program. He remained with the Star Group until his passing. 


Individually, Calvento won numerous awards for his journalistic 
work and his role in crime investigation. And his influence as host 
of “Calvento Files” was then passed on to other shows that were 
based on his docudrama style. 


Today, the Calvento legacy was passed on to his son Sonny 
Calvento. The younger Calvento made his presence felt as director 
of “Nabubulok”, which entered the Cinemalaya film festival in 
August of this year and whose story was influenced by the elder 
Calvento’s crime stories in his columns. 


Tony Calvento may be gone physically, but spiritually his legacy 
will live on. May his soul rest in peace.
